WINCHESTER GRADE CROSSING 
ELIMINATION 


SELECTMEN RECEIVE 
PROPOSAL FROM STATE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS 


The Board of Selectmen has just 
received a letter from State De- 
partment of Public Works Com- 
missioner John A. Volpe agreeing 
that Winchester’s contribution to 
the project for the elimination of 
the Winchester grade crossing and 
construction of a diversionary by- 
pass across the Skillings estate 
will be limited to $190,000. There- 
fore the Selectmen arc calling a 
special Town Meeting on Thursday, 
October 22, 1953 at 7:45 p. m. for 
the purpose of appropriating these 
funds. This meeting will be pre- 
ceded by a public hearing on Thurs- 
day, October 15 at 7:45 p. m. at 
which time full information on the 
project will be available to anyone 
attending. 

The total cost of the project, in- 
cluding the by-pass, now proposed 
by the State Department of Public 
WorkB is estimated at $6,000,000. 

The plan as presented is the re- 
sult of years of work by the En- 
gineering Department of the State 
Department of Public Works. 
Countless studies have been made 
by the state engineers, and many 
others by engineers of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad and consulting 
engineers employed by the town, 
and incorporate suggestions from 
many townspeople. 

The proposed bypass for through 
traffic around Winchester Center 
will start at Main street and Wash- 
ington street near the Junior High 
School, include an enlarged traffic 
I circle near the Town Hall, from 
where the new road will go through 
the Skillings property, across the 
i corner of Black Ball pond, under 
: both pairs of railroad tracks, then 
out on to Main street in the neigh- 
borhood of Blind Bridge street. The 
elevation of the railroad tracks will 
include new plaforms and the rais- 
ing of the station at Wedgcmere. 
Tiie Bacon street overpass will be- 
come an underpass; a new under- 
pass will be constructed so that 
traffic can proceed under the rail- 
road along Common street and 
Waterfield road; the underpass in 
Winchester Center will include a 
large traffic circle, and the Swanton 
street bridge over the main line 
will be changed to an underpass. 
The Swanton street bridge over 
the Woburn loop will remain as it. 

The Board of Selectmen are 
working actively with Thomas 
Worcester, Inc., engineers employ- 
ed by the State Department of 
Public Works for the project, to 
provide the fullest possible infor- 
mation to the Town at the special 
Town Meeting and the hearing to 
be 1 «Jd the week previous. The 
Selectriien expect to have present 
at the special Town Meeting en- 
gineers representing the State De- 
partment of Public Works and 
Thomas Worcester, Inc. Every 
effort is being made to show those 
interested exactly what is con- 
templated. 

This special Town Meeting which 
the Selectmen are calling for Octo- 
ber 22 will he specifically for the 
purpose of discussing and voting 
on the project. The matter is of 
sufficient importance so that it is 
felt that a full and uninterrupted 
evening should be devoted to its 
discussion. At a later date an- 
other special Town Meeting is to 
he called to vote principally on the 
High School project. Other mat- 
ters such as Rent Control and the 
report of the Personnel Board will 
be considered at the second meet- 
ing.

LOCAL MEN 
IN HOLY NAME RALLY 


TO PRESENT JOHN ALLAN MAY 


I 


Over 45,000 men of the Holy 
Name Societies of the Archdiocese 
of Boston, numbering 350 parishes, 
gathered at Fenway Park last Sun- 
day, September 27, for the Fifth 
Religious Rally for Men since 1947. 
Sponsored by His Excellency Arch- 
bishop Richard J. Cushing, D. D., 
the keynote of the Rally was “Per- 
sonal Holiness”. Pledge cards 
signifying extra devotions to he 
performed by the men between now 
nnd Christmas were placed in spe- 
cial containers in front of the beau- 
tiful outdoor altar. Preceding the 
religious portion of the festivities 
there was a tremendous exhibition 
wherein 1,000 American flags from 
over 300 parishes were carried in 
parade by Holy Name men and who 
formed a huge cordon around the 
entire field ns a climax of their en- 
deavors. Over 800 Holy Name men 
acted ns ushers for the day while 
under the Transportation Commit- 
tee facilities for over 400 buses 
were maintained. 

The three hour long assemblage 
included an address by the Arch- 
bishop, a religious pageant and 
massed field demonstration and 
solemn pontifical benediction. The 
Adjutant General’s office said the 
display of flags was the biggest 
gathering of flags in one spot in 
New England. Flag bearers stood 
three deep in a perimeter enclosing 
the seated participants on the field. 
Four crack C. Y. O Bands took part 
while more than 1,700 Priests 
marched, many from 24 Religious 
Orders. Approximately 3,500 
marchers took part in the hour long 
religious procession with the Red, 
White, and Blue caped Holy Name

He call- 
ed upon the Holy Name men to 
strive for personal sanctity, with- 
out which all else is vain, empty 
and pointless. 

Taking part in the festivities 
were James F. Murphy, St. Mary’s 
President in the Letter Section on 
the field with William McCormack 
assisting in forming the letters. 
Flag Bearers were Anthony Doyle, 
Laurence Erhard and Thomas Mor- 
rissey. Vincent Erhard served as 
Vice-President of Field Demonstra- 
tion and Spiritual Director Rev. 
Joseph McCall marched with the 
Clergy. 

The Immaculate Conception 
parish was represented by Rev. 
Herbert K. A. Driscoll marching 
with the Clergy with President 
Sam Kinton and Joseph Zaffina in 
the letter formation. Flag bearers 
were Timothy Connors, Albert 
Thorne and Clement Landry. Win- 
chester members of the Executive 
Board of the Woburn District were 
William J. Croughwell and Vincent 
Erhard. The Woburn District is 
made up of parishes in 12 nearby 
communities.

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FUMBLES PAVED WAY TO 
WINNER’S SCORES 

An alert, spirited Concord team 
cashed in on its two scoring oppor- 
tunities Inst Saturday afternoon, 
converting two deep field Winches- 
ter fumbles into touchdowns thnt 
gave the Patriots a 13-0 victory 
over the Indians in the first foot- 
haU game between the two schools 
since 1939. 

Concord deserved to win. Con- 
siderably outweighed by Winches- 
ter, it played with a lot of spirit 
and seemed much further along 
than the Indians, whose big line- 
men were continually outchnrgcd 
by the lighter Maroon nnd Gold. 

For all its edge Concord showed 
nothing like a sustained offense, 
nnd had it not been for a coUple of 
local errors the game might well 
have ended in a scoreless stalemate. 
Neither team really threatened on 
its own throughout the game, 
though Winchester early in the 
game did reach the Concord 12. 

Concord made five first downs to 
three for Winchester nnd had a 
rushing edge, 100 to 57. The Patri- 
ots completed one of seven passes 
for nine yards, last 35 yards in 
penalties and fumbled twice, recov- 
ering once. 

Winchester completed two of 10 
passes for 18 yards, lost 45 yards 
to the officials and fumbled five 
times, recovering twice. The 
second half of the game was very 
even statistically with Winchester 
making two first downs to Con- 
cord’s one and rushing for 39 yards 
to 27 for the Patriots. Winchester 
completed one short pass out of 
four tries the second half while 
Concord threw only one aerial 
which fell incomplete. Concord 
lost 35 yards from scrimmage 
with Winchester losing 23. 

The Indians lost a great chance 
to force the breaks by driving Con- 
cord hack deep in its own territory 
right at the start of the game when 
Dave Pratt fumbled a towering 
punt in the midst of a circle of 
maroon jedseys, Concord recover- 
ing on Winchester’s 47. 

The big Winchester line was 
stopping Concord dead at this 
phase of the going, and Magoon 
liad to kick, Bcllino making a nice 
20 yard runback which was nulli- 
fied by a fifteen yard clipping 
penalty. 

Bellino had to kick and a good 
runback by the Concord safety was 
also spoiled by a clipping penalty, 
the Patriots being forced back to 
their 40. Pratt pulled down 
Dougherty on an attempted sweep 
for a two yard gain. IDattilo mur- 
dered a sweep the other way for an 
eight yard loss and O’Brien hauled 
down Magoon away hack on the 
Concord 21. Magoon kicked short 
and outside at the Concord 30. 

Here Winchester made its only 
serious threat, Murphy bucking for 
short yardage and Pratt hitting 
O’Brien with a pass for a first 
down at the 15. 

Bellino was dumped for a two 
yard loss on a pitchout, Murphy 
got back three on a buck and a pass 
was grounded. On fourth down 
Bellino was stopped at the 12 on a 
sweep and Concord took over. 

The Patriots proceeded to rack 
up three first downs, advancing 
from their 15 to the Winchester 34, 
before an offside penalty and some 
great line play by Jim Cusack 
forced them to kick. 

Magoon’s kick was run back 
nicely by Bellino to the 35, hut an- 
other clipping penalty, forced the 
Indians away hack to the one yard 
line.

At a recent all day conference 
of top officials of the American 
Motorists Insurance Company at 
the Hotel Statler in Boston Rep. 
Henry E. Keenan of Arlington 
stated that the “biggest increase in 
fatal traffic accidents during the 
past four years has occurred on the 
open highway where more and more 
motorists are losing control of their 
vehicles and plunging off the road." 
Figures were cited to show that 
out-of-control accidents increased 
more than 40 percent since 1948, in 
that year there being approximate- 
ly 7,700 fatalities of this type while 
the total last year rose to 10,800 
fatalities, an increase of 3,100. Rep. 
Keenan claims what the Star has 
long contented that excessive speed 
is the major cause of these ac- 
cidents, though drowsiness and out- 
right fatigue from long driving are 
also important factors. The answer 
would seem to be don’t drive 80 
just because your car will do it, 
and don’t drive when you are sleepy 
or over-tired. The real answer of 
course, is not to make cars that 
will reach the terrific speeds at- 
tained hy modern cars, because 
with traffic constantly on the in- 
crease such speeds can he used in 
very few places. They aren’t safe 
to use anywhere! However, as 
long as curs are built capable of 
doing 75 or 80 or 100 miles an hour 
there will always be adventurous 
spirits who will try to attain these 
speeds. That is human nature. The 
only solution is cars that will not 
go so fast! 


However you may feel about 
raising the railroad tracks through 
town to eliminate the grade cross- 
ing for the benefit of the motorists, 
and the Star takes a dim view of 
the plan (with the exception of the 
diversionary highway through the 
Skillings estate), the Selectmen 
have done well to limit the coming 
special town meeting to discussing 
the elimination plans and costs. 
These items should furnish suffi- 
cient material for the considera- 
tion of any one town meeting. 
Those who have furthered the over- 
head, including the town fathers 
and state officials, undoubtedly feel 
they have worked for the perma- 
nent betterment of Winchester. You 
cannot quarrel with the “perma- 
nence" of their plan, once we get 
the great wall through town, but 
the “betterment" may still be open 
to debate! The Star, for one, would 
like to see the diversionary high- 
way given a try before raising an 
eyesore through our Center at a 
cost of many millions.

"JOHNNY GOES 
TO THE HOSPITAL" 


The Star received this week, with 
the compliments of the author, a 
pamphlet, entitled “Johnny Goes to 
the Hospital”, written for the staff 
of the Children’s Medical Center in 
Boston by Josephine Abbott Sever 
of Lewis road, whom older res- 
idents of Winchester perhaps know 
better as the former Mrs. T. Graf- 
ton Abbott. 

The pamphlet prepares young 
children for their first hospitaliz- 
ation by informing both child and 
parents what is in store for the 
youngster through the visit to a 
hospital of a little boy named 
i Johnny. 

’ Johnny goes to a hospital with 
■ a stomach ache, and experiences 
the preparation necessary to an 
operation, learning that at the 
worst being hospitalized is not 
terrifying, but much of the time 
can be fun. The pamphlet is clever- 
ly illustrated by Mary Stevens and 
prepared under the editorial direc- 
tion of Sydney S. Gellis, M. D. 

Mrs. Sever, through her personal 
and professional experience is well 
qualified to write the pamphlet. 
Herself a mother of six children 
and grandmother of eleven, she was 
chosen Massachusetts State Mother 
of 1947. 

She holds degrees from both 
Smith and Radcliffe and as an ac- 
credited psychologist was educa- 
tional consultant of the American 
Social Hygiene Association and 
consultant in Parent Education in 
the Division of Child Hygiene, 
Massachusetts State Department of 
Public Health. 

Mrs. Sever was for many years 
on the staff of the Judge Baker 
Guidance Center in Boston and this 
year marks her fifth as Director of 
Public Relations on the Children’s 
Hospital and the Children’s Med- 
ical Center in Boston. 


Under the provisions of the Zon- 
ing By-Laws, ns amended, as ap- 
plied to general residence districts, 
the removal of earth products, in- 
cluding gravel, may he authorized 
by the Board of Appeals, except 
when permitted ns an accessary 
use, if its permission is obtained in 
accordance with the procedure and 
conditions set forth in Section 8 of 
the By-Laws, which provides that 
no permission shall he granted un- 
less the Board shall find that the 
proposed use will not adversely 
affect the health or safety of per- 
sons living in the neighborhood or 
be injurious to the neighborhood or 
detrimental to the public welfare. 
It is also provided that if permis- 
sion is granted, the Board shall 
attach to it such conditions and 
limitations as to manner and dur- 
ation of use, as in its opinion are 
necessary to insure conformity with 
the spirit and intent of the by-laws. 

The Board of Appeals held a 
hearing on the Fitzgerald peti- 
tion on August 11, at which all 
members of the Board were 
present. Nicholas II., and James 
J. Fitzgerald represented the Fitz- 
gerald Fuel Company and Nicholas 
Fitzgerald spoke in favor of the 
petition.

Lebanon street and Alice Winn, 22 
Stone avenue. Letters opposing 
the application were received from 
Roderick and Albert MacDonnell, 
21 Forest street, Charles C. Carr, 
31 Forest street, and Lillian W. 
Snyder, 59 Highland avenue. The 
hearing was lively and personal- 
ities were not spared. Some of the 
objection to granting the petition 
stemmed from the Company’s pro- 
posal to remove some old growth 
trees from the land. 

All the members of the Board 
of Appeals viewed the premises in 
question and after taking the mat- 
ter under consideration for some 
time the Board reached the unani- 
mous decision to grant permission 
to the Fitzgerald Fuel Company to 
remove • gravel and other earth 
products from its lot in the general 
residence zone, with the following 
restrictions. 

1. The lot in the general resi- 
dence district shall be graded to 
the abutting sidewalk level of For- 
est street. No excavation shall be 
made below such level. 

2. The banks between the peti- 
tioner’s property and adjacent prop- 
erty shall be graded to a slope of 
not more than 45 degrees, or such 
lesser degree as may be necessary 
to support the adjoining property. 

3. Both the petitioner’s lots, in- 
cluding hanks shall be graded to 
reasonably smooth surfaces and 
shall he covered with a layer of 
soil having an average depth of not 
less than 3 inches, and suitable for 
the growth of vegetation. 

4. All surfaces shall be seeded 
for a growth of vegetation ade- 
quate to cover them. 

5. All grading herein authorized 
and the covering of all surfaces 
shall be completed before October 
10, 1953. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
the Board of Appeals that the pro- 
posed use, subject to the provided 
restrictions and limitations, will 
not adversely affect the health or 
safety of persons living in the 
neighborhood of such use or be in- 
jurious to the neighborhood or he 
detrimental to the public welfare.

SLOW DOWN AND LIVE" 


Success of the “Slow Down and 
Live" campaign waged in the 
eleven states of the Northeastern 
region was reported today by 
Regisistrar of Motor Vehicles, Ru- 
dolph F. King, Massachusetts mem- 
ber of the Co-ordinating Commit- 
tee. 

Instead of the expected seasonal 
bulge in traffic fatalities during the 
three-month summer period, there 
was a 3‘Z, drop in the number of 
deaths as compared to the 1952 toll. 
This means that 41 fewer persons 
were killed during June, July and 
August, despite the 6 r /r increase in 
travel volume which set an all-time 
summer record for the Northeast 
region. 

This safety performance was 
achieved because of the splendid 
cooperation of motorists and pedes- 
trians with the enforcement and 
control officers who concentrated 
their activities on the reduction of 
speed as a deterrent to accidents. 

“During the June, July and 
August campaign, several million 
“Slow Down and Live" pamphlets 
were distributed in the participat- 
ing states — 390,000 of which were 
passed out in Massachusetts," said 
Registrar King, “and the saving of 
41 lives from traffic mishaps in the 
eleven-state area is proof that the 
slogan was well chosen."

HELD AS HOSTAGE 
IN ATTEMPTED PRISON BREAK 


Albert M. Thompson of 16 Gar- 
field avenue, assistant deputy war- 
den at the State Prison in Charles- 
town, was held as a hostage for a 
short while Monday afternoon by 
five convicts attempting to break 
jail.

Mr. Thompson tried to dissuade 
the convicts from their break at- 
tempt, but they paid little atten- 
tion to him. They did him no harm 
and did not harm a second guard, 
who also entered the shop and was 
taken prisoner by the quintet. 

Finally a third guard strolled in 
and he wus followed by a group of 
officers to whom the convicts culm- 
ly surrenderd. Mr. Thompson said 
he and his fellow guard huddled 
with the convicts for perhaps half 
an hour, during which “every one 
had his say!”

PATENT FOR WEAVER 


Eastman A. Weaver of 326 Main 
street was the recipient on Septem- 
ber 15, 1953, of U. S. patent No. 
2,051,939, entitled 'Apparatus For 
Measuring The Contents Of Lnige 
Tanks”. 

This invention pertains to nn im- 
proved gauge for measuring the 
contents of large tanks such as are 
used for the storage of gasoline, 
liquid fuel and the like. These 
tanks are provided with floating 
roofs or covers in order to limit the 
escape of the volatile contents. It 
should be noted also that it is cus- 
tomary to maintain a layer of 
water on the tank floor, which is 
seldom perfectly tight, because 
such water takes care of seepage 
and collects sludge which may have 
settled to the bottom. 

Two types of gauges have been 
in common use for measuring the 
contents of the foregoing tanks. In 
one of them, a float, with a pulley 
nnd line assembly, is employed to 
indicate the top level of the liquid; 
and, in the other, provision is made 
for a pressure gauge that is con- 
nected to piping near the bottom of 
the tank. However, according to 
Mr. Weaver, although the latter 
method gives a correction for the 
temperature nnd density of the 
liquid, nevertheless, neither of the 
processes makes adjustments for 
the temperature of the tank walls, 
the gaseous pressure over the con- 
tents, or the layer of water on the 
bottom. 

To overcome these limitations 
and inaccuracies of the prior prac- 
tice, Mr. Weaver has devised a 
novel apparatus which, in its essen- 
tials, comprises a fluid-tight en- 
closure or "pick-up” with a defor- 
mable member therein that effects 
variations in the electrical charac- 
teristics of a circuit to thus provide 
the desired reading. Because of its 
location within the tank and the 
provision of a flexible tube that ex- 
tends to the upper vapor space, this 
"pick - up” device automatically 
makes corrections for the usual er- 
rors due to the above-mentioned 
factors. It is claimed also that the 
arrangement of this invention is 
highly accurate in its results, effi- 
cient and reliable in operation, and 
easy to check, adjust, repair and 
replace.

Previous to this she 
was a Director of Religious Edu- 
cation in Rochester, New York, and 
conducted leadership classes for 
the New York Council of Churches. 
In her next two sessions here Miss 
Strieker will be discussing the plan- 
ning of worship programs and 
evaluating text books and other 
teaching materials.

WINCHESTER TIED WATERTOWN 
13-13 

BALL ON VISITORS ONF. YARD 
LINE AS GAME ENDED 


Winchester tied Watertown, 13- 
13, last Saturday afternoon as some 
3.0C0 delighted or stunned parti- 
sans of the two teams saw the In- 
dians play the vaunted conquerors 
of Class A Brockton into the ground 
and have the ball at the visitors 
one yard line, first and goal, as 
time ran out. 

The Indians well could have won 
the game, provided the plays se- 
lected by the second-guesscrs went 
all right at the end of both halves 
of a gruelling contest played in 90 
degree heat. Many criticized Win- 
chester for not taking to the air at 
once when they had the ball just 
outside the Watertown eleven, 
second down, with only inches need- 
ed for a first down. 

Watertown had its defenses 
jammed to stop the expected buck, 
and a decently executed pass into 
the end zone could hardly have 
failed. After the game Quarter- 
back Dave Pratt said he called for 
the pass on second down, but a 
fumble in the snapback from cen- 
ter prevented the play and he then 
went for the first down, Murphy 
just bucking for the necessary 
inches. 

At this point Coach Knowlton 
sent in Lindsey, a fast runner, for 
a pitchout left. The speedy colored 
boy nearly made it, being tackled 
at the Watertown one. Just one 
good block would have gotten him 
into pay dirt and meant the ball 
game. 

Again at the end of the first half 
the Indians put on a thrilling goal 
line stand after Joe Bellino saved 
a sure-fire touchdown with the div- 
ing clutch that just spilled Gergo- 
dian from behind, after the speedy 
Watertown co-captain had sped 
from the Winchester 49 down the 
field past every one. 

Gergodian sprawled to earth in- 
side the Winchester 10, and from 
there the Scarlet in three tries 
reached the two. Big Frank Basile 
tried to buck for the touchdown, 
but the Winchester line smothered 
the try and the Indians took over 
just outside the one yard line. 

Pratt broke through on a sneak 
for five, but the eagle eye of Ref- 
eree Hawkes detected a hack il- 
legally in motion on the play and 
the bull went back to less than a 
yard from the goal line. Murphy 
got about a foot and on second 
down Pratt called for a kick, Bel- 
lino getting away a short boot that 
Basile ran back less than five yards 
to the Winchester 20. 

With time running out, Hill hit 
Basile with a pass in the right flat, 
the receiver being wrestled outside 
by Pratt at the Winchester three, 
stopping the clock. Once again 
Hill faded and passed, this time to 
LoPrete who made the catch in the 
end zone with no one near him. 
Mastrangelo’s try for the extra 
point from placement just snuck 
over. 

That tied the game and many 
fans critizised the Indian strategy 
of kicking on second down, claim- 
ing that with only 28 seconds to 
play they should have rushed at 
least three times in an attempt to 
run out the half before giving up 
the ball.

from the end zone helps make this 
strategy look even better.

off from his five to the Watertown 
42, and on the next play Gergodian 
on a sweep left, got away behind 
good blocking around the Indians’ 
right Hank.

In the October 2nd issue of the 
Winchester Star, the Selectmen 
have given notice of a Public Hear- 
ing on October 15 to discuss the 
land-taking on account of the pro- 
posed Grade Crossing elimination. 
This Public Hearing precedes the 
Special Town Meeting called for 
October 22 to vote on this item. 

This article of October 2 dis- 
closed the estimated cost of the 
railroad project plus the cost to the 
Town of Winchester for its part 
(land-taking in the amount of 
$190,000. 

The Selectmen also state that 
later a Town Meeting is to be held 
on the school construction project 
which no doubt will call for a siz- 
able appropriation. These two 
projects would boost our tax rate \ 
to a point as yet not known. Edu- 
cation and school buildings are more 
important than the inconvenience 
of delay at the present railroad 
crossing. Schools should come 
first. 

It is hoped that careful consider- 
ation will be given by all tax-pay- 
ers and it is very important that 
they attend this hearing to be held 
Thursday evening, October 15, at 
7:45 o’clock at the Town Hall to 
learn what the over-all cost will be. 
While the estimated cost of the 
railroad project is $6,000,000 it is 
doubtful if a bid can be obtained 
within this amount. In any event, 
the raising of the tracks is an ill- 
conceived project and at a cost to 
the State and the Town that is not 
justified. 


from the bow is the main super- 
structure the top deck of which is 
the Chart Room and Bridge. Im- 
mediately below this is the Boat 
Deck. In the middle of this are 
the Captain’s quarters consisting 
of Office, large Lounge and Cabin 
and Bath. On either side of the 
Captain’s quarters are two en- 
closed verandahs immediately un- 
der the open Bridge. A life boat on 
either side still leaves plenty of 
open deck space. 

Below the Boat Deck forward are 
three fair sized rooms. A Smoker, 
Lounge and Dining Room, the 
latter seating six in all. Imme- 
diately aft of the Dining Saloon 
is the Owner’s Suite which we oc- 
cupy and the Guest Room, both 
with private bathrooms complete. 
(You see this ship was not meant 
to carry passengers but the owner 
had built into it quarters in which 
he and his family could travel as on 
their private yacht.) On the other 
side of this deck are cabins for the 
senior officers, each with bath. 

On the main deck below are more 
cabins, rooms for the officers, an- 
other for the crew and the Officers’ 
Lounge. Near the stern on this 
same deck is *a deck house where 
lives the crew. Every man has his 
own individual cabin. There’s a 
bunk in each one, of course, and in 
addition a chair and desk and 
ample lockers for the men’s better 
clothes. (A separate locker room 
is provided for their working 
clothes.) There’s two rooms here 
with showers, etc. There’s a laun- 
dry with electric washing machine, 
irons, etc. which the men can use 
whenever they want. And there is 
a game and reading room for them. 
There they play cards and chess 
and enter Radio Chess Tourna- 
ments with other ships. Do you 
see now why the crew seems a 
j happy lot of men ? 

Yesterday I went below decks 
with the Chief Engineer to see the 
Engine Room because the Captain 
and Chief Engineer, having seen 
this ship grow from the keel up, 
are immensely proud of it as they 
have every right to be. 

The ship is driven by Diesel 
engine of seven cylinders. Each 
cylinder is about 25-inch bore with 
50-inch stroke. The maximum 


speed of the ship is about 15 knots. 
And that is enough for cargo ships 
because while a few can do up to 
20 knots, the North Atlantic is such 
that it is not often wise to try to 
go so fast. 

Well, the Engine Room is a mar- 
vel of planning. Here, too, of 
course, are the electric generators 
which have to be ample to supply

ing at once. There’s a 
supplying heat for the ship and hot 
fresh water for the baths. There 
are condensers and oil filters and 
air compressors and a multitude of 
the auxiliary equipment all so 
placed that the ship is kept on an 
even keel, each one readily acces- 
sible so that if necessary repairs 
could be made at sea. 

The Galley is on the main deck. 
Immediately below is the store 
room where the food is kept in 
lockers and refrigerators. Not a 
single bit of space in this ship is 
wasted. The Galley (kitchen) 
would delight any housekeeper. 
Looking aft and therefore pro- 
tected from spray, it has four 
large windows over the counter 
where food is prepared. Ordinary 
cooking is done on a large old 
burner stove. The oven is electric. 
And here again is every needed 


electric facility for mixing, paring 
potatoes, etc. 

To add to the beauty of the 
cabins and general rooms of the 
ship is the cabinet work. Instead 
of painted steel partitions, the 
walls are panelled in mahogany 
nnd Circassian walnut. The work- 
manship is of the best and the 
furniture is uphosltered in fabrics 
made on Swedish hand looms. It 
just couldn’t be better on the Queen 
Mary. 

And now about what we do 
aboard. 

First of all, meals. The Captain, 
Chief Engineer nnd we three pas- 
sengers take meals together in the 
Dining Room with a special 
steward to wait table. The Cap- 
tain suggested the following rou- 
tinc. 

Coffee at 7 to 7:30 (in your cabin 
if you wanted it), breakfast nt 
9:30, afternoon tea at 2:30 nnd din- 
ner at 5:30. We could have had it 
different if we wanted it but that 
seemed a good plan. Each meal 
lasts an hour to an hour-and-a-half 
because they all begin with Smor- 
gasbord and then a main course 
which is different each meal. Rut 
the time passes quickly for these 
officers have been over much of the 
globe, their English is perfect nnd 
their tales of experiences are in- 
teresting and full of new things 
which we are hearing for the first 
time. 

Son after leaving port the Cap- 
tain said “You may go on the 
bridge whenever you wish”. So 
we have the complete run of the 
ship from top to main deck. The 
weather for the most part, even 
though it is February, has been 
mild enough to spend much time on 
deck. We’ve had a couple of days 
when the roll was pretty had at 
times but mostly it has been rea- 
sonably calm and no one has been 
uncomfortable. 

One more reason why we take 
freighters is this. When we booked 
passage, it was from New York to 
Genoa direct with no stops. As 
can always be expected, we were a 
couple of days late in sailing but 
when we boarded the ship we 
learned that we are stopping at 
Oran in Algeria. Perhaps when we 
get there we’ll find some additional 
stops before we reach Genoa. 

You see, it’s a sort of vagabond 
voyage. It’s like having your own 
yacht almost with the responsibil- 
ity of ownership. The latter, how- 
ever, has its compensations also 
apparently. We learn that this 
ship cost in Sweden about 1,500,000 
— American! It’s been on the sea 
but 10 months and it has already 
pretty well paid for itself! Not a 
bad return for some 1 responsibility.

I want to tell you some more 
about this ship and the crew and 
the cruise. Except for the second 
nnd third days (this is the tenth 
day and tomorrow early we should 
he going through the Straits of Gi- 
braltar) the weather has been com- 
fortably warm and the sea unbe- 
lievably smooth. Yesterday is was 
glassy and almost looked as if oil 
had been poured on it to keep it 
quiet. We’ve seen porpoises dis- 
porting alongside and twice we saw 
turtles swimming alongside, trying 
desperately to get further from the 
ship’s side. 

Saturday night the Captain and 
his brother put on a moving picture 
show of Swedish scenes with sound, 
followed by pictures they had taken 
of life aboard ship and pictures of 
their homes nnd families. Inci- 
dentally, they and the crew will 
probably not get home for another 
year. But while we were at dinner 
yesterday, the radio man came to 
the dining room to summon the 
Captain and his brother, the Chief 
Engineer, to the Radio Room. “I 
have your family on the telephone 
for you now, sir”. Every other 
day they talk with those from 
whom they are separated. 

Last night after dinner, just be- 
fore and after the change of watch, 
they showed the films to the mem- 
bers of the crew who gathered in 
the lounge. One picture which in- 
terested them mightily was a foot- 
ball game between their own crew 
and that of another Swedish 
freighter when both were at Balti- 
more. There is a regular Soccer 
League to which all the Swedish 
ships belong. Each ship has its 
distinctive uniform and they are 
very proud of their teams. There 
are also tournaments for Ping 
Pong and Chess and in the latter 
this ship stands next to the top. 

The Officers are all proud of their 
crew. The Captain refers to them 
as “Good Boys all”. Yesterday the 
Chief Officer who speaks beautiful 
English asked me “Does Peter 
speak English to you?” (Peter is 
the Saloon Steward about 21 years 
old.) I answered that he spoke 
little but seemed to understand 
pretty well. ‘‘He should speak 
English to you”, he said, “I am 
teaching him English”. Then I 
learned that the Chief is holding 
regular classes for the crew in 
English. 

These boys all s?gn on Tor at 
least a year and if you were on 
deck this morning you could see 


what a wonderful training they got. 

The crew, including officers, 
numbers 32. Except for leaving 
port and entering port nnd in bad 
weather the ship is steered by an 
automatic pilot. That means that 
a normal watch in good weather 
consists of only four men. A mate 
and one man on the bridge, an en- 
gineer, and motor man. There arc 
three watches so that leaves about 
10 to 20 men who work an eight- 
hour day hut no work on Sundnys. 

Well, today they are mostly on 
dock. Some are chipping paint, 
other are using electric brushes to 
clean the rust off while others 
sweep very carefully before they 
begin to paint. Upon the bridge 
just now the carpenter and his 
helper are putting in some cabinet 
work. On the boat deck the elec- 
trician is doing a welding job while 
two others are puttering over an 
engine room ventilator, a sort of 
steel shutter to prevent the intake 
of rain or spray. The Saloon nnd 
Cabin steward is up on deck dry 
cleaning the floor rugs. Everyone 
seems to have his job and knows 
what is expected of him. 

A couple of days ago we sailed 
through the Azores. We sighted 
the island of Fayal about 4 p. m. 
3500 feet high, it was topped in 
clouds. Then the following morn- 
ing we came in sight of the island 
San Miguel. Somewhere between 
the two about midnight the engines 
stopped. Just a little something 
didn’t sound right to the Chief En- 
gineer so they stopped the engines. 
In a couple of hours a minor part 
had been made and installed and 
everything was running smoothly 
again. 

The A 7 .ores are interesting. They 
cover a much larger area than I 
realized. Nearly 250,000 people 
live on them. All of volcanic ori- 
gin, they really stand up. San 
Miguel has cliffs on the north side 
at least that must rise from 400 
to 600 feet out of the sea. There 
on a slanting plateau we could see 
villages all in white which seemed 
to be \ to IVj miles apart. But in 
between were deep ravines so that 
I think it would be fairly arduous 
to travel from one to another. 
Above the cliffs and extending in- 
land the land seemed to be terraced 
to where the timber began. This 
seemed to run clear to the top. 

In the early morning sunlight, 
the grey of the cliffs, the deep blue 
of the ocean hacked up by the light 
green of the fields and the shadows 
in the ravines spotted with the 
clusters of white houses made a 
beautiful sight. 

Mediterranean Sea 

We arc now through the Straits 
of Gibraltar. Early this morning 
we first came in sight of the Spa- 
nish coast as we passed Cape Tra- 
falgar where Lord Nelson won 
everlasting fame. On the other 
side we could see the North African 
coast. Both coasts are rather high 
and as we got further east and in 
sight of Gibraltar, the highlands in 
southern Spain the mountains rose 
to about 3500 feet. Viewed from 
the strait which here is not much 
over 7 miles wide they loomed up 
very impressively and right oppo- 
site on the African coast there were 
places where the cliffs must have 
been at least 750 feet high. 

The weather was pretty good, the

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sea smooth. We were within 2 
miles of Gibraltar itself as we 
passed it but not from the side 
from which the usual view is shown. 
That we hope to see ns we swing 
around on our trip in Spain. Now 
we are out in open sea again nnd 
will see land no more until we 
reach Oran in the morning. There 
1 will try to mail this.

Although for the Inst eight years 
Korea has been a land divided, until 
hnlf a century ago it was one of 
the world’s most independent, 
homogeneous and stable nations. 

When the industrial north was 
split from the agricultural south by 
the 38th-parallel division in 1945, 
Korea’s economic life line - — ex- 
change of power, lumber, minerals 
and paper from the north for 
south-grown rice — was severed. 
Since that time, neither region has 
been able to benefit from its re- 
sources. 

A narrow mountainous penin- 
sula, Korea stretches 660 miles 
south of the Manchurian border be- 
tween the Yellow Sea and the 
Japan Sea to within 110 miles of 
Kyushu, Japan’s southernmost 
island. The country covers 85,250 
square miles, about one and one 
half times the size of Florida, 
which it roughly resembles in 
shape, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Rich In Power, Minerals 

Before World War II, Korean 
industry — concentrated mainly in 
the north — was larger than that 
of either Mexico or Turkey. Its 
hydroelectric potential was estim- 
ated at 5 million kilowatts, more 
than the 1937 electrical output of 
either Italy or France. 

The land is known to hold highly 
strategic mineral reserves, largest 
in the Far East outside Manchuria. 
Fifteen years ago Korea produced 
about one-third of the world’s 
graphite. Gold production ran as 
high ns $50 million a year. Coal 
reserves are well over 1 Ms billion 
tons, and the iron ore reserve is 
estimated at more than a billion 
tons. 

But despite its industrial poten- 
tial, four-fifths of Korea’s people 
are farmers, committed to rice 
agriculture on the fertile mountain 
slopes. In 1940, the nation was the 
world’s fourth largest rice pro- 
ducer. 

Korea also ranked third in the 
world in commercial fishing in 1939. 
Some 75 kinds of edible fish are 
found along its 11,000-mile coast- 
line, where warm and cold currents 
meet. The country has 10 major 
all-weather ports, 29 secondary 
ones, and 139 other off-shore an- 
chorages. 

Ancient Heritage 

Korea’s legendary history goes 
back about 4,000 years. Its inde- 
pendent kingdoms were well known 
to the Chinese 3,000 years ago. 
From an early base of imported 
Chinese culture, the Koreans devel- 


oped an individual civilization with 
a separate language. Nicknamed 
the "Irish of the Orient” because 
of their spirited, independent na- 
ture, they have been engaged in a 
tragic struggle for freedom, unity 
and independence for half a cen- 
tury. 

A "hermit” nation during most 
of the 19th century when communi- 
cation with the rest of the world 
was discouraged, the country was 
claimed as a protectorate by the 
Japanese in 1905. Five years later 
it was annexed into the Japanese 
Empire, and its name changed to 
Chosen, which means, ironically, 
“Land of the Morning Calm.” 

In 1919 Korean nationalists 
staged a "passive revolution.” A 
republic-in-exile was established 
under the presidency of Dr. Syng- 
man Rheo. In 1948, the Rhee gov- 
ernment was recognized by the 
United Nations, although the 
northern half remained under Rus- 
sian domination. 

In 1950, Korea’s population was 
just under 30 million, ranking 12th 
in the world, with two-thirds of 
the populace in the area south of 
the 38th parallel. 

During the war, an estimated 1 
million in the southern zone were 
killed and another million perma- 
nently injured. North Korea is re- 
ported to have lost over 1% mil- 
lion. 

According to the Korean dele- 
gation to the United Nations, at 
least 1,200 of the nation’s 5,000 
villages have been wiped out, nnd 
52 — all but 3 — of the major 
cities critically damaged. The 
homeless and refugees in South 
Korea alone may number 8 million. 


A city of parks and palaces 
where 40 years ago was only a tiny 
fishing village on a pestilential 
swamp, Casablanca is one of the 
fastest growing cities in North 
Africa, the National Geographic 
Society reports. Capitalizing on a 
man-made harbor, the Moroccan 
metropolis is now estimated at 
more than half a million inhabi- 
tants. American ex-GI’s are 
among the flood of business men 
who have come to Casablanca since 
World War II to establish new en- 
terprises in an ancient land.

On tlu* KLM Super Constella- 
tion flight from Neu York Satur- 
day, J. F. McGrath, Jr., of the Me 
grnth Travel Service, Woburn, left 
for a five-weeks four of Europe. 
He is a delegate to the Internation- 
al Congress of the American Soci- 
ety of Travel Agents being held in 
Rome the end of October. 

His first stop in Europe will be 
made in Amsterdam, and from Am- 
sterdam he will plane to Berlin, 
where for a week he will visit the 
Western Sector ami also cross over 
into the Eastern Sector behind tlu 
Iron Curtain, which sector is a part 
of Berlin proper. 

He and several other travel 
agents have been invited by the 
Yugoslavian government to make 
a two- weeks tour of this interesting 
country so that they may encour- 
age American travelers to visit 
there. Before World War 1, the 
country which is now Yugoslavia 
was six countries, Slovenia, Croa- 
tia, Montenegro, Bosnia, Herzego- 
vina and Serbia. After World War 
I, these countries were all incor- 
porated into Yugoslavia, and until 
recently, when the United States 
resumed diplomatic relations with 
Yugoslavia, they were behind the 
Iron Curtain as satellites of Rus- 
sia. It is exceptionally interesting 
there, with many of the customs 
of the old countries, and reflects 
the civilizations of many of the 
Mediterranean countries such as 
Egypt, Turkey, Greece and the Ro- 
man Empire. 

Besides the overland tour in 
Yugoslavia, the delegation will 
take one of the Dalmatian coastline 
steamers which call at many of the 
seashore resorts in this section. The 
group will be entertained by the 
Yugoslavian Tourist Bureau, a gov- 
ernment organization, and will 
meet Tito, who is at the present 
time ruler of Yugoslavia. 

After two weeks in Yugoslavia, 
Mr. McGrath will proceed to Rome

agents. 

Mrs. Barnes studied dramatic art 
and stage presentation at New 
England Conservatory and has been 
active in local and state Republican 
circles as well as in the activities 
of the Civil Defense. She likes sail- 
ing, fishing and flying, and it was 
news to us that she had taken up 
a plane, though she hasn’t yet 
landed one. Her knowledge of sea- 
manship, learned from her father, 
enabled her to be of real value to 
sister passengers on a beleaguered 
yacht forced back from Nantucket 
to Falmouth Harbor by a severe 
storm.

WHITE SPOT RESTAURANT DESTROYED BY FIRE

powered a rugged Winthrop team 
by the one-sided score of 31 to 6 at 
Miller Field, in Winthrop, before a 
crowd of two thousand thriU-seck- 
ers, who, in spite of the score, got 
their money’s worth of thrills from 
long touchdown runs, last-ditch 
tackles which saved touchdowns, 
goal-line stands, and a gecond half 
starred by twenty forward passes, 
eleven of which were completed by 
Winthrop’s TardifT and one of 
which resulted in a touchdown for 
Winchester. 

In spite of the score, from the 
spectator’s point of view the game 
was a real thriller.

forced to resort to passing, with 
the ground game clicking consis- 
tently throughout the contest. 

Tnkin the opening kickoff on the 
23 yard line, Mick Murphy lugged 
the ball to the 33, and then drove 
through center for four yards more 
on first down. On the second play 
of the game, Joe Bellino, taking a 
pitchout from Dave Pratt and be- 
hind some perfect blocking by Mur- 
phy swept 63 yards for a touch- 
down. From that point on Win- 
chester controlled the game, al- 
though* Donovan of Winthrop found 
holes through both guards for 
drive after drive of ten or twelve 
yards until he was removed from 
the game finally, a tired and 
shaken player. Winchester won’t 
meet any better ball carrier of the 
line-bucking type than Mr. Don- 
ovan of Winthrop. 

For Winchester, Joe Bellino 
played the type of game which has 
been prophesied for him from the 
start of the season, reeling off two 
long touchdown runs of 63 and 57 
yards respectively behind fine 
blocking, and other runs of 29, 23, 
and 16 yards, two of which were 
stopped by last-minute tackles to 
prevent his going all the way. Mike 
Murphy played his best game so 
far and in addition to throwing 
decisive blocks for Bellino and 
Haggerty revealed surprising abil- 
ity on two or three end sweeps 
which could have scored touch- 
downs if Mike had been able to put 
on speed after shaking off a couple 
of tacklers. Dave Rotundi, playing 
at fullback for half the game, was 
outstanding on backing up the line 
and reeled off one run of 53 yards. 
His kick-offs, however, were per- 
haps his most spectacular contribu- 
tion, consistently reaching the 
Winthrop safety man near the goal 
line. It would be impossible to 
identify all the boys who played 
good football against Winthrop. 
Roth Lindsey and Ross, replacing 
Pratt as quarterback, handled their 
jobs with efficiency and Ross twice 
ran hack punts for long yardage, 
while Lindsey scored on a fine dash 
around end and passed for another 
score to O’Brien with a well execut- 
ed jump pass over the line.

Not by any means, because 
for the past several years it has 
been Stoneham, regardless of their 
previous record, that has given 
Winchester one of the toughest 
games of the season. So it’s on to 
Stoneham next Saturday.

3 through center. An incomplete 
pass was nearly intercepted by 
Murphy. On 4th down, Donovan on 
a delayed pass drove through cen- 
ter to the Winchester 48 for a 1st 
down. Bellino stopped a wide end 
run for no gain and on second down 
Streeter was thrown for an 8 yard 
loss. Donovan made 1 yard 
through center and on the punt 
Winchester was off-side. On the 
second attempt Donovan punted to 
the Winchester 10, where the hall 
hit the ground in the midst of three 
Winthrop forwards, hut Bellino 
snatched the hall and carried to the 
39, with one man between him and 
another score.

RECEIVES PATENT 


Lloyd R. McIntosh of Winches- 
ter, Mass., was the recipient on 
September 22, 1963, of U. S. Patent 
No. 2,663,207, entitled “Filament 
Emission Electrode and Method Of 
Minimizing Filament Stresses 
Therein”. 

In many applications of X-ray 
and cathode-ray tubes, in which 
streams of electrons are emitted 
from a cathode, it is desirable to 
have such electrons come from a 
point source. This may be accom- 
plished by bending the filament, 
which constitutes the cathode, into 
a hairpin shape so that when an 
electric current flows through it, 
nearly all of the electrons, emitted 
thereby, originate from or at the 
very small area of the apex of the 
filament. 

These filaments are preferably of 
tungsten and in the order of one- 
hundredth of an inch thick; and 
they expand and contract each time 
they are heated to emission tem- 
perature and then cooled. Conse- 
quently, they are subjected to 
stresses which may cause them to 
break at any point along their 
length. 

To cope with this situation and 
provide an improvement over the 
prior practice, Mr. McIntosh has 
discovered that this tendency to 
breakage may he reduced very sub- 
stantially by farming a loop pre- 
ferably in each arm of the filament 
and desirably very close to the 
apex thereof. Best results may he 
obtained by locating each loop at a 
distance of not more than one- 
eighth of an inch from the apex 
and constructing it with an inside 
diameter of forty to sixty thou- 
sandths of an inch. 

It should be noted also that, as 
another advantageous feature of 
his invention, Mr. McIntosh pro- 
vides a means to prevent jarring of 
the filament and to prevent molten 
glass from appearing on it when 
glass is used in the parts or con- 
nections between the load-in wires 
and the filament itself. 

This patent lias been assigned to 
High Voltage Engineering Corpor- 
ation, Cambridge, Mass.

WINCHESTER MORNINGS 
FIRST LECTURE 

Speaking at the first Winchester 
Morning on October 8th, Mr. John 
Allan May of the Christian Science 
Monitor said we have reached a 
critical, perhaps an historical mo- 
ment of modern times. 

Discussing the conflict between 
Russia and the Western World, he 
outlined what he considered the 
strength and weakness of the Rus- 
sian empire. Russia’s strength 
lies in its possession of the hydro- 
gen bomb. Despite the tendency of 
the press to ridicule the ability of 
Russian scientists, evidence indi- 
cates that they have succeeded in 
producing a hydrogen bomb nnd 
have commenced to stockpile 
atomic weapons. Recently there 
have been many signs of growing 
weakness and insecurity within the 
Soviet empire. On the death of 
Stalin, there was no man of like 
stature to replace him. Added 
evidence of dissatisfaction within 
the state is suggested by such in- 
cidents as the disappearance of 
Beria, whom Mr. May referred to 
as “an international flying saucer,” 
the escape from behind the iron 
curtain of Polish and North Korean 
flyers, disturbances throughout the 
satellite colonies, and the uprising 
in Eastern Germany. 

Mr. May feels that the time is 
now ripe, while there are still 
people living in the Soviet empire 
who are able to remember what 
freedom means, for all freedom 
loving people to take the initiative 
in the struggle against Commu- 
nism. He believes, as Winston 
Churchill has suggested, that the 
West should take steps to call a 
conference to # negotiate assurances 
between Russia and the Western 
Allies. While Russia might be 
anxious to avoid such a showdown, 
Mr. May feels that it will help the 
allied cause, and restore the West’s 
dwindling prestige in the Asiatic 
countries. On the whole he felt 
that the western powers were mov- 
ing in the right direction. 

In closing, Mr. May, an English- 
man, stressed that the American 
alliance is of the utmost impor- 
tance to the British, and urged that 
we do not mistake their divergence 
of opinion for criticism. He reiter- 
ated that our strongest weapon is 
love of freedom, and that we must 
show it all over the world. 

The second of the Mornings se- 
ries, sponsored by the Winchester 
Wellesley Club, will take place on 
Thursday, October 29th, when Mr.

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 

Winchester’s prospective Senior 
High School was advertised for 
contractors’ bids on October 8, Mr. 
William J. Speers, Jr., chairman of 
the school building committee told 
members of the League of Women 
Voters at their opening meeting on 
October 7. Emphasizing that there 
has been no material change in the 
plans as they were presented to 
Town Meeting last spring, Mr. 
Speers reported that bids will be 
opened on November 5 and that the 
special Town Meeting on the school 
appropriation will probably be held 
the week of November 9. 

With the building plans as they 
are and have been, the committee 
estimates that a portion of the 
structure can be ready in time for 
the opening of school in September 
1954. Mr. Speers explained further 
that plans for remodeling the old 
high school building must be de- 
layed until completion of the new 
High School. 

The League also heard Mr. 
Joseph W. Butler, Jr., chairman of 
the Parkhurst school building com- 
mittee, who reported that his com- 
mittee lias not reached a decision 
between building a new school or 
adding to the present one. Mr. 
Butler emphasized the need of more 
than temporary relief, since the 
rate of population growth in the 
area served by the Parkhurst 
school shows that seven additional 
j rooms would be almost full as early 
as 1961.

BUTTERS APPOINTED 
CADDY COUNSELOR 


Arthur E. Butters, head of the 
mathematics department of the 
Winchester High School and long- 
time member of the Winchester 
Country Club, has been appointed 
the first official counselor to the 
Francis Ouimet caddy scholars, 
sponsored by the Massachusetts 
Golf Association. The appointment 
was announced by T. Edmund Gar- 
rity of Winchester, president of the 
scholarship foundation, at the an- 
nual directors' meeting held at the 
Weston Golf Club last week. 

The Massachusetts association, 
composed of 12,000 members, is 
the second largest group of its kind 
in the United States.

As 
counselor to the caddy scholars, 
Mr. Butters will contact every one 
of the first-year class to discuss 
marks and financial problems. He 
will also be available for consulta- 
tion with upper classlnen.

The funeral of Lt. Robert G. 
Herlihy, USMC., son of Command- 
er John E. Herlihy, USX, retired, 
and Mrs. Herlihy, of Hillside ave- 
nue, will be held Monday morn- 
ning, October 20, from the Mal- 
luhy Funeral Home in Fitch- 
burg, with a solemn requiem high 
mass at St. Bernard’s Church, 
Fitchburg, at 10 o’clock. 

Lt. Herlihy was killed in action 
in Korea, July 20, 1953. lie had 
arrived in Korea only ten days pre- 
vious, and moved into the front 
lines with the First Marino Div- 
ision shortly after his arrival. On 
the last day of battle he was guard- 
ing eleven of his wounded Marines 
when he saw communist troops ap- 
proaching. 

Taking two of his men, Lt. Her- 
lihy intrepidly advanced to attack 
the red soldiers, and was killed pro. 
tecting his own wounded men. He 
has been recommended for the Sil- 
ver Cross, third highest military 
decoration. 

Lt. Herlihy was born December 
17, 1930, in the Symmes Arlington 
Hospital, while his parents were 
living in Winchester. Ilis father, 
for many years a member of the 
Navy Dental Corps, was assigned 
to various naval bases and Lt. Her- 
lihy’s early education was secured 
in several preparatory schools in 
continental United States. 

He was graduated from Bulkley 
High School in New London, Conn., 
in 1948, and went to the University 
of Notre Dame, from which he was 
graduated in the class of 1952. 

While at Notre Dame he enlisted 
in the Marines, and attended Pla- 
toon Leaders School at Quantico, 
receiving his lieutenant’s commis- 
sion at the time he was graduated 
from Notre Dame. 

After further training at Quan- 
tico, he was transferred to Camp 
Pendleton in California, where in 
May, 1953, he was ordered to join 
the First Marine Division in Korea. 

Lt. Herlihy’s parents are former 
residents of Fitchburg. His father, 
after retiring from the Navy, was 
assistant director of Dental Health 
for the Massachusetts State De- 
partment of Public Health. 

Besides his parents, Lt. Herlihy 
is survived by a brother, John E. 
Herlihy, a graduate of Notre Dame 
in the class of 1945 and a former 
lieutenant in the United States 
Navy. Now living in New York, 
he is advertising manager of the 
Foreign Editions of News Week 
Magazine. 


OVERPASS HEARING 
WELL ATTENDED 

Last Thursday evening, a large 
number of taxpayers attended the 
meeting at the High School audi- 
torium to see slides of the proposed 
grade crossing elimination and by- 
pass, and to ask questions about 
the plun and its cost. Don S. Greer 
of the Board of Selectmen present- 
! ed the slides and explanation of 
them, and Philip Wadsworth pre- 
sided. The meeting had been called 
by the Selectmen and Planning 
Board — it was not a legislative 
hearing nor a protest meeting — 
and notices had been sent to nearly 
200 people affected by the project 
so that they might attend this 
meeting. 

There were seven slides, dia- 
grams, and more are planned for 
the town meeting this week. The 
state will pay the cost of this ele- 
vating the railroad tracks, estim- 
ated at $6 million (including the 
by-pass from Washington street, 
across the Skillings estate, to up- 
per Main street) and the town’s 
share will be about $190,000 to be 
taken from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Fund. 

The audience last Thursday 
night was about evenly divided be- 
tween the men and women who 
favored the elimination of the 
crossing by means of the overhead 
tracks, and those who felt the 
project to be a serious detriment 
to the town. Many of the listeners 
were property owners near the 
project, and were frankly worried 
about its effect on their homes, on 
valuations, and had many questions 
to ask about it. Mr. Charles Rich- 
ardson and Mr. Edward Barker of 
the Worcester Company were pres- 
ent to answer questions. They ex- 
plained that the upheaval in Win- 
chester Square, for this project, 
would last about a year and a half. 
The State has spent over $100,000 
in preliminary studies on this plan. 

Since the early discussion on the 
overpass, there arc plans for the 
by-pass, on which surveyors have 
been working those past months. A 
good many taxpayers in the au- 
dience wondered if the by-pass 
could be used if the tracks were 
not raised. Mr. John Lathrop ask- 
ed the question, and felt that the 
by-pass would relieve the center of 
much "through traffic” and might 
be tried first. 

Mrs. Alonzo Woodside asked what 
the cost of this by-pass would be 
apart from the over-all project, 
and was told that the by-pass con- 
struction was estimated at $750,000.

Soon there 
will be many bull-sessions amongst 
the older Curlers about "when-wo- 
used-to” shovel snow off of the 
pond, scrape down the ice and then 
buck the biting cold winds. All 
that will soon be changed. 

Work has started on a new Curl- 
ing Rink at the Winchester Coun- 
try Club. The building will be 
about 170x50 feet and will be built 
directly over the black-top foun- 
dation put in by the Curlers sev- 
eral years ago. They had hoped 
then that there would be enough 
natural ice if there were a shallow 
water-tight foundation for flood- 
ing. This did not work out, both 
because of the mild winters lately 
and the sun-effect on the ice. 

For the past two winters, The 
Country Club (Brookline) Curlers 
have kindly loaned their ice one 
night a week to a limited number 
of Winchester Curlers and this has 
greatly increased the interest of 
other members who have tried it 
once, or even watched it. Now the 
grand game of Curling will be 
available to all members. 

Many of the older Curlers have 
volunteered to act as instructors 
for any interested members. Curl- 
ing is perhaps one of the most 
amateur sports there is — there 
are just no Curling "Pros”. Curl- 
ing by the Ladies will also he en- 
couraged (there are many women 
Curlers at the Country Club and 
Nashua.) Comfortable seating will 
be afforded "behind the glass” for 
those wanting to watch. 

Funds for the construction have 
been raised largely amongst the 
Curling group. The club is also 
investing and the sport will be a 
club operation. The present fine 
restaurant and food at the club will 
undoubtedly be greatly helped over 
the usual dull winter months, if it 
works out at Winchester as it has 
at all other Country Clubs that 
have added Curling as a winter 
sport. 

There are no golf clubs, tennis 
racquets and such things to be 
bought for Curling. Simply add a 
sweater to your business clothes, 
wear rubbers or rubber- soled shoes 
and you are ready “to go” at an 
indoor Curling Rink. 

The Star will give frequent pro- 
gress reports on the building, new 
Curling members, committees and 
of course the game results. The 
ice is expected to be ready for oper- 
ation early in January and prob- 
ably can be kept up until early in 
April, thus assuring a good Curling 
season this winter.

With their minds on Melrose and 
Wakefield, both looming up as im- 
mediate and dangerous threats, 
Winchester’s football team played 
well enough to win last Saturday 
at Stoneham, although out-scored 
in the second half by a scrappy 
Stoneham team sparked by a cool- 
headed quarterback in Saunders 
and a very elusive halfback in 
Lawrence, wearing No. 11 on his 
hlue jersey. 

If Winchester was playing under 
wraps in view of the coming game 
with Melrose this week, there may 
have been some excuse for being 
out-scored, if not out-played, by a 
lighter team during the second half 
of the game; for fumbling the ball 
on key plays; for several sloppy 
tackles; and for permitting young 
Mr. Lawrence, who weighed pos- 
sibly 145 pounds, to waltz through 
their guards and tackles for sev- 
eral important nine or ten-yard 
journeys before being stopped by 
the safety man; for being fooled 
by a delayed forward pass two or 
three times, on one of which only 
a flying interception by Bellino 
saved a touchdown. 

We don’t mean to imply that 
Winchester played a poor game of 
football from whistle to whistle. 
Actually there were several indiv- 
idual contributions worth record- 
ing and worth watching, such as 
excellent blocking on end runs, per- 
haps the best of which were fur- 
nished by Dattilo and Bellino; the 
recovery of four Stoneham fum- 
bles, two by Cullen and two by Dat- 
tilo; two interceptions of Stone- 
ham passes by Murphy and Bellino 
to stop dangerous drives; Mike 
Murphy’s lmttering-ram drives in- 
to the Stoneham hack-field (if Mike 
would learn to use a straight-arm 
against would-be tacklers, he could 
go all the way and also save wear 
and tear on his helmet). 

While each team racked up 13 
first downs, Winchester carried the 
ball by land 235 yards to Stone- 
ham’s 150. Out-weighed man for 
man in both line and back-field, 
Stoneham became air-minded, com- 
pleting six out of 8 passes for 
short distances, although missing 
on three long scoring attempts. 

While missing on three tries, 
Winchester completed three for 28 
yards, 9 yards, and 25 yards respec- 
tively against a total of only 38 
yards in six Stoneham aerials. 

The game was marred by nine 
fumbles, three by Winchester. 
Possibly the loose hall was the re- 


sult of hard tackling or hard-hit- 
ting line play. At any rate, the 
frequent fumbles added a spice of 
excitement to an otherwise often- 
times unexciting contest. 

Winchester’s forward line out- 
charged Stonehnm’s lighter line all 
afternoon, but, as in the Winthrop 
game of the previous week, delayed 
bucks frequently found big holes 
between guard and tackle for dan- 
gerous drives by Stoncham’s left 
halfback Lawrence, who was a hard 
man to keep bottled up. 

As the teams lined up for the 
second half, with the score 20 to 0 
in favor of Winchester, Stoneham 
executed an onside kick which they 
recovered on the Winchester 40 
yard line largely because the Win- 
chester end on that side of the field 
was slow to grasp the situation. 
From then on Stoneham drove 
steadily to a score. 

Winchester Seconds played more 
during the first half than in the 
second, largely due to the fact that 
Stoneham was inspired by its first 
score and was able to control the 
ball a large part of the time. 

The Red and Black should and 
will he up for the game this week 
at Melrose and will have to show a 
much more consistent and wide- 
awake defense than they showed 
against Stoneham. Melrose has 
one back that can go for the dis- 
tance when he gets into the clear, 
and the Wincheester line will he 
forced to drive into the Melrose 
backfield on every play to stop him. 

Stoneham won the toss and elect- 
ed to receive. Riordan kicked to 
Lawrence on the 20 and the run- 
back reached the 27 yard line. 
Saunders passed to Dixon on first 
down for eight yards. On the next 
play Dixon made three yards 
through left guard for a first down 
on the 35 yard line. Saunders made 
one at center and then passed to 
Dixon for seven more. On third 
down Dixon hit right tackle for two 
yards and a first down on the 48. 

Jimmy Cullen recovered a Stone- 
ham fumble of the next play and 
Winchester took over on Stone- 
ham’s 44. Murphy made a yard 
through tackle. Haggerty made 
another through guard. On third 
down Bellino whirled on a delayed 
buck to the 34 and a first down. 

Haggerty lost a yard at left end. 
Murphy made five through center. 
Murphy made one yard through 
right tackle. Pratt passed to 
O’Brien for a touchdown from the 
28 yard line. Riordan kicked the 
extra point. Score: Winchester 7, 
Stoneham 0. 

Riordan kicked to Dixon on the 
five and the Stoneham back ran the 
kickoff hack to the 22. On first 
down Saunders passed to Lawrence 
for six yards. Salera recovered a

After recovering his own fumble 
Pratt sent Murphy through center 
and the big back hulled his way to 
the Stoneham 45 for a first down.

Mr. Greer added that if the town 
voted for the plan set forth by the 
selectmen, and outlined in the war- 
rant for the meeting October 22, 
nnd if no referendum was asked 
for, the selectmen would he em- 
powered to continue negotiations 
with the State and the State would 
begin work immediately, starting 
first work clearing the Railroad 
area near Swanton street, and 
building temporary trestles. The 
Railroad would offer its materials 
needed, Western Union and signal- 
ling equipment would he moved, 
and by Spring, contracts for work 
would be awarded. The town is 
asked for $190,000 — a sum the 
Selectmen assured the audience 
would be a guaranteed figure. In 
the meantime, while the prelim- 
inary building is going on, traffic 
will have to be re-routed, and on 
this subject, help will he asked 
from the Traffic Department of the 
State. 

If the town does not vote to ac- 
cept the plan or appropriate the 
money requested, Mr. Greer made 
it clear that the state could go 
ahead with the plan, and assume 
the entire financial burden. 

Mr. H. G. Wagner asked if the 
selectmen could estimate the defi- 
nite loss in taxes that would incur 
through land-taking, and Mr. Greer 
said that would be brought up at 
town meeting. That was a ques- 
tion others in the audience had 
also planned to ask, feeling that the 
loss of taxable property, or any 
property depreciation, would lie 
felt by the town for years to come. 

Dr. Milton Quinn brought up a 
pertinent problem concerning sani 
tation and while he contributed 
some merriment to the meeting, 
underlying his wit was a definite 
question on the toilet facilities of 
the trains passing through Win- 
chester. Mr. A. J. Hewis brought 
up another pertinent point, on what 
plan the town has for any re-ar 
rangement or disruption of town 
services such as gas, light, wate 
fire, and this question was promis- 
ed an answer at a town meeting.

CHANGE IN TELEPHONE RATES THE PARISIAN MARKET PLACE 


Massachusetts became the 39th 
state in the nntion to adopt a 10- 
ccnt minimum for calls made from 
coin box telephones Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 14th, when the new telephone 
rates approved by the Department 
of Public Utilities October 13th 
went into effect. This increase, plus 
certain increases in monthly base 
rates, complies with the September 
30th order of the DPU. 

Some Massachusetts coin box 
telephones were operating on 
the 10-ccnt minimum basis Wed- 
nesday, hut it may take three days 
to complete the changeover of all 
the 33,000 telephones in the com- 
monwealth, according to Hugh W. 
MacDonald, Massachusetts gene- 
ral manager of the telephone com- 
pany. 

“Telephone coin boxes thnt have 
been changed to a 10-ccnt opera- 
tion will carry signs stating that 
a dime or two nickels will be need- 
ed to complete a call,” Mr. Mac- 
donald explained. “If a telephone 
user drops only a nickel in a coin 
box after the change, he will not 
get dial tone or a response from the 
operator. In such a case, the tele- 
phone user can drop another nickel 
to complete his call, or he can hang 
up and his nickel will ho returned. 
Two nickels or a dime will he need- 
ed to complete a call after a coin 
box telephone has been changed.” 

Mr. Macdonald announced that 
although the telephone company is 
complying with the DPU’s order 
in filing these new rates and put- 
ting them into effect, it will appeal 
from the order to the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court. He pointed 
out that in its order the DPU au- 
thorized the telephone company to 
collect less than half the additional 
revenues it requested nearly a year 
ago.

DISTRICT NURSING ASSOCIATION 


The associate members of the 
Winchester District Nursing Asso- 
ciation met with the hoard on Fri- 
day, October 16th, to discuss the 
budget and plans for the coming 
year. Mrs. Holdsworth presented 
a very carefully worked-out budget 
which was discussed and voted. 

Miss Phyllis Tucker joined the 
staff of the W.D.N.A. on September 
25th, so that with a full comple- 
ment of nurses the Winchester 
District Nursing Association stands 
ready to be of service to any- 
one in the community who is un- 
der a doctor’s care and who needs 
the part-time services of a nurse. 

She will come into the home once 
a day or once a week to carry out 
any nursing procedure ordered by 
the doctor, and to help make the 
patient more comfortable. She will 
at the same time teach the family 
how to care for the patient more 
effectively. Where there is a new- 


born baby the nurse will show the 
mother how to bathe it, care for 
it and make the formula. In the 
field of health guidance she will 
advise on diets and nutrition and 
teach groups in nursing proced- 
ures. Mrs. Wiklund is currently 
teaching a Red Cross course in 
home nursing at the high school, 
and Girl Scout Troop No. 63 will 
visit the office in preparation for 
their Scout Health Badge.

TOWN MEETING 
SUPPORTS SELECTMEN 

$190,000 FOR GRADE CROSSING 
LAND DAMAGES VOTED 

One hundred and eighty-three of 
the limited town meeting's 220 pre- 
cinct members voted overwhelm- 
ingly at a special town meeting last 
week Thursday evening to support 
the Selectmen's endorsement of the 
State Department of Public Works’ 
plan to eliminate the grade cross- 
ing in Winchester Center by rais- 
ing the B & M tracks through 
town, appropriating $190,000 to he 
taken from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Fund of the town to pay for 
land damages incurred in connec- 
tion with the project. 

The vote was 143 in favor and 
23 opposed, leaving 17 who did not 
vote or had left the hall before the 
vote was taken. The hall was well 
filled for the meeting which lasted 
from 7:50 until 11:40 p. m. Moder- 
ator Philip Wadsworth presided. 

In addition to appropriating the 
$190,000 the delegates voted to 
authorize the Selectmen, or the 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
to enter into definite agreements 
with the Commonwealth through 
its Department of Public Works, or 
with uny other parties in interest 
which will provide for the elimina- 
tion of the grade crossing in the 
center and the construction in con- 
nection therewith of a traffic by- 
pass for through traffic around the 
center. 

Chairman Greer of the Board of 
Selectmen spoke first, reviewing 
the history of the grade crossing 
controversy during the last 60 
years and describing briefly some 
of the plans, other than the over- 
head tracks plan which had been 
advocated for the crossing's elim- 
ination. Among those described 
were the Vinal Plan, the Redfern 
Plan, the Stone Arch Bridge Plan, 
the Bruddock-Symmes Plan, the 
Kellaway Plan and others. 

Continuing, Mr. Greer told how 
in 1945 a town meeting voted the 
Selectmen $2,500 to obtain tech- 
nical assistance in their study of 
the elimination problem and of the 
retaining of Col. Moore as advisor 
and consultant. At a hearing held 
in November, 1945, Mr. Greer said, 
a sense of the meeting vote showed 
430 in favor of eliminating the 
grade crossing by raising the 
tracks, seven for the Kellaway 
Plan and one for the Vinal Plan.

REFERENDUM PAPERS OUT 

Papers have been in circulation 
this week petitioning the Select- 
men for a referendum on the recent 
vote of the special town meeting 
appropriating $190,000 as the 
town’s share of the six million 
dollar project to eliminate the 
grade crossing in the center by 
raising the railroad tracks, and 
authorizing the Selectmen, or 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men to enter into definite agree 
ments with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts through the Depart 
ment of Public Works, or with any 
other parties in interest which will 
provide for elimination in this way, 
and for the construction therewith 
of a traffic by-pass for through 
traffic around the center. 

Referendum papers were taken 
out by Arthur J. Hewis, Jr., and 
I.orence M. Woodside. The signa- 
tures of 250 registered voters are 
necessary on the petition which 
must be filed with the Board of 
Selectmen by 4:30 Thursday, Oc 
toher 29. 

If, after check by the registrars 
of voters, the signatures are found 
to be correct and the petition is in 
order, the Selectmen shall hold a 
meeting within ten days of the 
receipt of the petition and then 
shall set a date for the referendum 
which must be within 14 days of 
the Selectmen's meeting. A tenta- 
tive date of November 24 has beep 
set for the referendum with the 
word at the town hall being that it 
can not he held later than that. 

Presuming that the requisite 
number of signatures arc secured 
and the referendum is called, this 
will mark the second time a refer- 
; ondum has been held in connection 
: with the overhead crossing pro- 
I posal. 

At the 1952 town meeting the 
delegates voted 151 to 1 to approve 
the plan to eliminate the grade 
crossing by raising the tracks and 
to authorize the Selectmen to co- 
, operate in any way with state and 
county officials to bring about the 
i elimination. 

A referendum on this vote was 
held, and following a red hot cam- 
paign, those voting sustained the 
town meeting decision by a vote of 
3,120 to 1,744. 

This year’s town meeting vote 
appropriating the $190,000 for land 
damages and authorizing the Se- 
lectmen to make definite agree- 
ments in the matter of the elimin- 
ation was 143 in favor and 23 op- 
posed, with 16 not voting. 

Should the referendum vote 
again to sustain the vote of the 
town meeting delegates there is lit- 
tle doubt that the authorities can 
justifiably feel that a majority of 
the town sufficiently interested to 
vote on the matter, has approved 
the overhead tracks plan to elimin- 
ation. 

What the authorities will feel 
should the opponents of the elim- 
ination by raising the tracks prove 
successful in overthrowing the vote 
of the town meeting by referendum 
is a question. When asked about 
such a contingency in advance of 
the recent hearing and town meet- 
ing the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen quite frankly replied 
that be did not know. 

He felt that the town’s refusal 
to approve the overhead tracks 
plan and to appropriate the funds 
for land damages would put the 
entire matter up to the state, which 
he did not doubt under the law 
would, if it so desired, have the 
right to proceed with the project 
any way. 

The cost of the entire project of 
raising the tracks and providing 
the diversionary highway through 
the Skillings estate is set at six 
million dollars, but since it was 
stated at both the hearing and sub- 
sequent town meeting that the 
plans are not yet entirely complete 
and will he subject to change in the 
actual working phases of the job, 
it can he believed, especially by 
those who have doubted the wisdom 
of the project from the start, that 
the cost will exceed the figure 
named, perhaps by quite a sum. 

Especially have the State author- 
ities been busy with plans for the 
traffic bypass over the old Black 
Ball Portd area, and as late as the 
town meeting is was admitted that 
engineering decisions are still to be 
made before plans for this under- 
taking are in finished form.

Close upon the heels of the spe- 
cial town meeting called to con- 
sider the abolition of the Grade 
Crossing in the Center, the Select- 
men have set the dates for two 
more special meetings, the first for 
Thursday, November 12, and the 
second for Monday, November 16. 

The first of the two meetings 
will consider exclusively the report 
of the Building Committee for 
Additional Facilities for the Senior 
and Junior High Schools and will 
determine whether the town will 
authorize the committee to proceed 
with its plans and specifications to 
remodel and enlarge the present 
junior high school to house a four 
year senior high school and will 
provide funds for the original 
equipment of such an enlarged 
building. 

In the event the meeting does so 
instruct the committee, it will he 
asked to appropriate money from 
the available funds in the Excess 
and Deficiency Account, authorize 
the appropriation and expenditure 
of all or any portion of the Sale of 
Town Property Account, and to 
authorize the borrowing of money 
and the issuance of obligations of 
the town therefor under any pro- 
vision of law. 

No mention is made in the war- 
rant for the November 12 meeting, 
or in fact in either of the two spe- 
cial meetings, to act upon the Com- 
mittee’s previously announced plan 
to remodel and renovate the present 
high school building to house a two- 
year junior high school. 

Twelve articles will he brought 
up for consideration by the Novem- 
ber 16 meeting, the first being to 
hear the report of the Lewis Park- 
hurst School Addition Building 
Committee and to see if the town 
will authorize the construction of a 
six-room addition to the Parkhurst 
School, further authorizing the 
Building Committee to proceed 
with such construction. 

If the Committee is authorized to 
proceed with this construction the 
meeting will be asked to appro- 
priate money from the available 
funds in the Excess and Deficiency 
Account and to authorize the bor- 
rowing of money und issuance of 
obligations of the town for such 
construction under any provision of 
law.

With today’s issue of the Woburn

McKenzie of 24 Symmes road is re- 
tiring from the stall* of the paper 
after an association of 34 years 
as Winchester reporter and repre- 
sentative. Many will miss his col- 
umn in the Times and regret that 
the veteran reporter has finally 
yielded to the repeated urging of 
iiis family to take a well-earned 
rest after his years in harness. 

“Mack” joined the Times stalT 
back in 1919 when the late James 
D. Haggerty, father of the present 
incumbent, was editor. Previous to 
“Mack’s” taking over Winchester, 
Times correspondents had covered 
local news in so-so fashion, but it 
wasn’t long before the new report- 
er was making a full-time job of 
his coverage and through the years 
his column and special stories have 
come to he among the paper’s most 
popular features. 

Day in and day out, come rain 
or high wind, snow, tempest or 
stiffing heat, “Mack” has been eter- 
nally on the job, first at the Times 
office in the morning and back in 
the Center by eight o’clock ready 
to start nosing about for the day’s 
news. Seldom has it been that he 
hasn’t unearthed a good story or 
two during the day. 

Especially interested in sports, 
“Mack” is probably known to more 
old-line spoils characters than any- j 
one hereabouts. Always outspoken 
and fearless in his opinions, his 
prognostications of sports events, 
especially of the yearly Winches- 
tcr-Woburn football games, have 
been eagerly awaited by Times 
readers and have proved the basis 
of many hot arguments, pro and 
con. 

In the field of local politics few 
have been closer to the real picture 
than “Mack,” who has never hesi- 
tated to take a stand with or 
against local department heads, | 
however popular or unpopular they 
might be. “Mack’s” opinions have 
been eagerly sought by politicos 
and laymen alike in advance of lo- 
cal elections and he has been right 
in his predictions many more times 
than he lias been wrong. 

Everybody knows and has known 
“Mack.” Hundreds have talked 
with him daily, discussing or argu- 
ing town topics and finding him al- 
ways ready to defend his views or 
condemn their stand if he thought 
them wrong. 

Through the years he has run 
baseball teams and maintained or- 
der at Fourth of July children’s 
parties, judged doll carriage and 
costume parados, attended com- 
munion breakfasts at the town hall, 
political dinners at the Country 
Club and spaghetti feeds at the 
Sons of Italy clubhouse. A regular 
attendant at policemen’s and fire- 
men’s halls, as well as at local 
sports events, he yearly occupied 
his place at the town meeting press 
table, his running comments on the 
procedures and personalities of 
town meetings being both pene- 
trating and priceless. 

A lifelong resident of Winches- 
ter, “Mack” has always loved the 
town and worked for its best in- 
terests as he has seen them. He is 
something of an authority on old 
Winchester and his knowledge of 
the old families und historic spots 
about town is extensive. Often in 
his column he wrote interesting 
stories about old times or places 
when something occurred to recall 
them to his mind. Long a resident 
of tin* North End and as a young 
man for years a gardener on some 
of the finest places of the West 
Side, “Mack” has known them all, 
high and low, rich and poor, saint 
and sinner. 

Now at the age of 85 “Mack” is 
going to cover his typewriter after 
34 years of hatting out local news. 
Who would deny him the vacation 
lie can now enjoy. His yearly “one- 
day fishing trip” lias been a vaca- 
tion joke the Star has long enjoyed 
with him. He has always been eter- 
nally on the job. 

He deserves unlimited time to 
enjoy the sports events on TV and 
to pick up new Irish song and dance 
numbers. May lie live long to enjoy 
the fruits of labor well done and 
to do the things now that he wants 
to do without regard for making 
his paper’s deadline!

ANNUAL MEETING 

The Annual Meeting of the Mem- 
bers of the Winchester Hospital 
was held in the Nurses’ Home of 
the Hospital, Tuesday, October 27, 
at 8 o’clock p. m. 

Reports were submitted by the; 
officers, the various committees, the 
medical staff and the administra- 
tor. 

At the beginning of his report as 
President, Mr. Edward II. Kenerson 
announced his retirement from the 
Presidency after serving as head 
of the Hospital since 1943. During 
his term of office the Hospital un- 
dertook its recently completed 
building program at a cost of $960,- ; 
000.00 which increased the capacity 
of the hospital from 72 to 110 beds! 
and added new operating, mater- ; 
nity. X-ray and accident suites; a i 
central supply room; kitchens, din- 
ing rooms and store rooms as well 
as remodeling the old Hospital and 
including a gift and coffee shop. 
The Winchester Hospital is now 
equipped and staffed to furnish the 
best of medical, surgical and gen- 
eral hospital service to the people 
of Winchester and neighboring 
communities. In commenting on 
his years as president, Mr. Kener- 
son spoke with appreciation of the 
loyal support he had received dur- 
ing the war years and during the 
construction program and stated 
he was confident that similar loyal- 
ty and support would he given to 
his successor in carrying on the 
work and meeting the problems 
of the years ahead. 

The meeting particularly wished 
to thank the Building Committee 
und a resolution was passed ex- 
pressing deep appreciation for the 
services of Harold B. Richmond, 
chairman of the Building Commit- 
tee and Alfred Denley of the Com- 
mittee in carrying through to com- 
pletion, at close to budget estim- 
ates, the construction program of 
the Hospital during a most difficult 
period which included national 
strikes, labor shortages and rising 
cost s. 

At tlic close of the meeting, Mr. 
Gilbert II. Hood, Jr., Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Hospital, voiced the 
appreciation of the members of the 
Hospital for the accomplishments 
and progress which have taken 
place under Mr. Kenerson’s leader- 
ship and offered the following reso- 
lution which was unanimously 
adopted: 

“Whereas, on the occasion of this 
annual meeting of the members of 
tlie Winchester Hospital, Edward 
II. Kenerson retires as its president 
after serving in that capacity since 
1943, and 

“Whereas, as a member of the 
Building Committee of the Hos- 
pital from 1923 to 1928, Vice-Pres- 
ident from 1939 to 1943 and Pres- 
ident from 1943 to 1953, lie has 
furnished outstanding guidance 
and leadership in the growth and 
management of the Hospital during 
these many years of his service,

FROM THE OFFICE OF

The General Laws of the Coni* 
momvoalth of Massachusetts, Sec- 
tion 57 of Chapter 59, provides 
that: 

“Interest shall be paid at the 
rate of four per cent per an- 
num on all real estate and per- 
sonal property taxes remain- 
ing unpaid after November 
first of the year in which they 
are payable.” 

November 1, 1953, falls on Sun- 
day. It is the opinion of the Com- 
missioner of Corporations and Tax- 
ation, that the Collectors of Mass- 
achusetts should accept payment 
of 1953 taxes on November 2, 1953,. 
without interest. It is to be under- 
stood that payments not received 
by the Collector until November 3, 
1953, are not to be accepted with- 
out required interest computed 
from October 1, 1953. 

Payments of 1953 taxes will be 
taken without interest in the event 
that payment either in the form 
of a check, money order or cash is 
in the Collector’s office before the 
regular closing hours, 4:30 P. M., 
on November 2, 1953.

In a cleanly fought hut bruising 
battle between two well-matched 
teams, Winchester, scored on early 
in the first quarter by a smoothly 
clicking Melrose eleven, roared 
back to tie the score in four plays, 
and from thnt point on to the final 
whistle, although clawed and 
mauled by their hot-nnd-cold oppo- 
nents, had enough drive to score 
two more touchdowns to one for 
Melrose and to stave off a final 
desperate rally by the Red Raiders 
when Pratt intercepted a touch- 
down pass on his own fifteen yard 
line, from which point, with less 
than two minutes of playing time 
remaining, to sweep to the Mel- 
rose 4 yard line, only to be stopped 
from scoring by time running out. 
Certainly Melrose at that point in 
the game couldn’t have stopped 
Bellino, Haggerty, or Murphy from 
scoring on the next play. 

With frequent time-outs called 
because of players on both sides 
being shaken up and temporarily 
in need of fresh air and rest, the 
game turned out to he a test of 
stamina and the will to win. Al- 
though quickly scored on, Win- 
chester refused to admit defeat and 
never for a moment gave the im- 
pression of a team content with 
anything short of a clean-cut vic- 
tory. And after stopping Melrose’s 
final bid for a possible tie, Win- 
chester had enough in reserve to 
drive from its own fifteen to the 
Melrose four yard line before time 
ran out. 

It was a game of offensive thrills 
supplied by left halfback Malone 
of Melrose, who seemed able to find 
an opening between his right tac- 
kle and right end anytime he want- 
ed to and who kept the Winchester 
backs on their toes all afternoon 
with forward pass threats and 
completions; by fullback Cerretani, 
who while he was in the game 
scored the first Melrose touchdown 
and set up another by a long end 
run of 37 yards; by left end Shim- 
min whose end-around reverses 
were a constant threat and sure 
ground-gainers whenever Melrose 
needed yardage for a first down; 
by Joe Bellino, who to quote from 
the Boston Herald was the best 
back on the field; by Mike Murphy, 
whose pile-driving end runs were 
something to watch. But there 
were defensive gems as well. Bel- 
lino on three occasions as safety 
man broke through three Melrose 
interferers to meet the ball carrier 
head-on and save a score. Pratt’s 
interception of a touchdown pass 
came right after he had broken up 
another which threatened to put 
Melrose in a scoring position. 

On the ground Winchester car- 
ried the ball for 284 yards to 204 
for Melrose. In the air, Melrose 
completed three passes for a total 
of 20 yards and one for the point 
after its second touchdown. Win- 
chester tried only three passes and 
complated none of them. 

Oddly enough, pass interference 
was called once against each team 
on important plays. Pratt’s in 
terception with two minutes left to 
play in the game was the only in- 
terception during the afternoon 
and it definitely shut the door on 
Melrose’s hopes for even a tie score. 

Winchester ran back kick-offs for 
12, 29, and 9 yards, although Bel- 
lino ran Melrose’s second kickoff 85 
yards from his own fifteen hut 
stepped out of hounds in the 46 in 
order to side-step a tackier who 
should have been blocked out of the 
play. Melrose returned kickoffs 6, 
15, 14, and 22 yards. Winchester 
returned Melrose’s one punt 47 
yards. Melrose returned one of 
Winchester’s three punts only five 
yards and the other two went out 
of hounds. 

Actually Melrose ran up 12 first 
downs to Winchester’s 11. Like- 
wise Melrose put the ball in play 
from scrimmage 54 times to 48 
plays for Winchester. 

After watching Winchester in its 
last three games against Winthrop 
Stoneham, and Melrose, one can’t 
help hut lie impressed by the fact 
! that while Winchester cannot be 
out-matched in courage and deter- 
mination to win, considerable im- 
provement could be made in the 
play of the line on defense and in 
the close hackers-up on the line. 
For example, at Stoneham a light 
hut fast left-halfback was able on 
a delayed buck to knife through the 
Winchester line between the tac- 
kles consistently for gains of from 
five to ten yards. No one seemed 
to be able to do anything about it. 

At Melrose last Saturday Ma 
lone, another left halfback weigh 
ing 155 pounds found a spot off his 
right tackle that he liked and was

The real fun 
is to stick around and see the con- 
sternation of the owners when they 
find the predicament they're in. In 
this case you hoys hit the jack-pot 
because the owner was a lady in 
her 70\s who had been working at 
the Town Hall since three in the 
afternoon and you’d have died 
laughing to see her, tired and 
just recovering from a sprained 
ankle, get into her car at 9:30 at 
night and try to drive off.

However even 
though not present you were suc- 
cessful in having the rim cut one 
of the tubes. 

I must apologize to you for spoil- 
ing some of the fun by having her 
driven home in my car, hut I did 
feel she should get off that sore 
foot. However it may compensate 
a little for you to know that I had 
been up since six that morning hav- 
ing started fairly busy a day at 
8:15 by speaking to an assembly 
at the Norwood High School. The 
Subject? Ironically its one you 
know all about and couldn’t he less 
interested in — it was about social 
etiquette and the importance of 
having consideration and respect 
for other people and other people’s 
property. 

You will he delighted to know 
however, that there were no service 
stations open to accommodate us 
that night which meant that my 76 
year old dad had to locate a pump 
and valve stems and drive to Win- 
chester where we pumped up the 
undamaged tire and put on the 
spare. It was then after 11 p. m. 
and we still had to drive one car to 
Arlington and the other to Boston. 

I’m sorry to report I didn’t have 
an adult class waiting for me at 
the Arlington Studio as I often 
have had in the past, because then 
your humor could have affected 
that many more people, hut better 
luck next time. 

Sorry also that you weren’t 
around to enjoy the fun, hut per- 
haps this report will help.

In n few months’ time my wife 
nnd I are to emigrate to the States, 
accompanied by our two small sons 
of 2 nnd 4 years’ age. 

We have over there neither rela- 
tives nor friends. Therefore we 
want to get acquainted with friend- 
ly people in this country, who 
might he willing to become kind of 
foster-parents for us, lending their 
helping hands to make us “at 
home” over- there in the foreign 
country, which is to become our 
hoys' homeland nnd to which they 
ought to pledge their loyalty one 
day. 

My wife and I are both 40 years 
old nnd have a fairly good know- 
ledge of school-English. We 
have a typical German name, hut 
we hope to become good American 
citizens with time, and, what’s 
more, assimilate well and wholly. 

To facilitate this process we 
would he glad to find people, pos- 
sibly un elderly couple without 
progeny, who would ho willing to 
adopt me and mine, giving us their 
American name. 

The adoptation of « small child 
is always a great risk, as nobody 
can foretell the further develop- 
ment of the babe, hut with grown- 
up things are different: one knows 
with whom one has to do! 

I venture the somewhat hold 
aflirmation, that nobody would he 
cheated, when becoming our foster- 
parent. 

We are Christians of protestant 
faith, of most honorable, though 
humble families, and made both our 
way with great energy, rising 
steadily to always better life-con- 
ditions. 

I am horn in Czechoslovakia just 
before World War I. After having 
attended elementary schools and 
commercial schools, I started busi- 
ness-life. Before the war I had 
special training as engineer, serv- 
ing with the Czechoslovakian army, 
until the country became part of 
Germany, and I was obliged to join 
the German army. After the war I 
settled as refugee in Wurttemberg 
Germany, and became a writer of 
fiction and publications about prac- 
tical psychology. My wife is 
brought up nicely and was a secre- 
tary for some years. 

We can both prove to have never 
had trouble with law-suits or 
punishments, nor with the author- 
ities, if you won’t consider thus the 
sad fact, that both our parents 
have been killed by the bolshies — 
lienee you may deduce our feelings 
in regard to communists. 

This letter you arc free to send 
to news-agencies or to some lonely 
elderly couple, that would be 
pleased to get grand-children as a 
joy for their old age. 

We do not lay any claim upon 
material support, as we are both 
young enough and ready enough to 
work and to earn our cwn living. 

We plainly were glad to find 
friendly helpers to ease our paths 
in the new land. 

Apologizing for the bother we 
are giving you we send you our 
best greetings and thanks in ad- 
vance for all you might he doing 
on our behalf.

MOTORIST MUST BE ALERT 

“The great beauty and splendor 
to be observed along every Mass- 
achusetts highway during this time 
of year will lure thousands of mo- 
torists into the country seeking the 
ever-changing scenery of early fall. 
It is a traditional migration and a 
true heritage of all New England- 
ers,” state Registrar of Motor Ve- 
hicles Rudolph F. King and Chief 
of Police Charles J. Harrold of 
Winchester in a joint release issued 
today. 

“But, the period also presents 
problems of serious concern to the 
accident prevention agencies of the 
commonwealth and every one of its 
communities. It is a time of special 
hazards created by Mother Nature 
herself in the form of changing 
weather conditions, fallen leaves, 
and early darkness," say these of- 
ficials. 

“The danger of wet, fallen leaves 
creates a hazard from skidding and 
hours of early darkness add to the 
perils which threaten the safety 
of children who use play areas in 
or adjacent to highways. 

“Accidents to children can be 
prevented. Motorists must be alert 
for the pile of leaves along the side 
of the load. In the past, several 
children have been killed while 
playing in this manner; and the 
danger of large paper cartons, 
which years ago proved to be death 
traps for two tiny tots who were 
at play inside them must not be 
overlooked by motorists.

Under Article 3 the meeting will 
he asked to appropriate money 
from the Excess and Deficiency Ac- 
count, in addition to the amount 
already appropriated for land tak- 
ings for the enlargement of the 
Junior High School lot, authorized 
at the special town meeting of No- 
vember 30, 1950. 

Article 4 will decide whether the 
town will reimburse L. P. Yale for 
medical expenses incurred as the j 
result of an injury to his daughter 
in an accident at the Wadlelgh 
School May 9, 1952. 

The meeting will hear and act on 
(he interim report of the Personnel 
Board under Article 5, and will take 
any necessary action in connection 
with temporary salary adjustments 
retroactive to April 1, 1953. 

The Park Commissioners under 
Article 6 will ask the meeting to 
consider the appropriation of 
money from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account to install a new 
water system at the Palmer Street 
Playground to improve the condi- 
tion of the tennis courts there. 

The Water and Sewer Board is 
asking under Article 7 the author- 
ization of a transfer of funds from 
personal services in the water con- 
struction and sewer construction 
accounts to the personal services in 
the water maintenance and sewer 
maintenance accounts.

On lawns, in woodlands, along 
highway edges from Vermont to 
Georgia and west to the Missis- 
sippi, billions of tiny wormlike 
creatures late this summer tumbled 
to the ground from the tips of 
twigs where they were hatched. 

Each gray larva, no more than 
one-twentieth of an inch long, has 
buried itself in the soil. Some are 
only a foot below the surface. 
Others may be still digging and 
will go down to ten or even twenty 
feet. 

When each feels that it is deep 
enough to he safe from the frost, 
it will hollow out a little cave — 
perhaps a quarter of an inch across 
— next to the root of a tree. The 
cave will be its home, says the 
National Geographic Society, and 
the root will he its storehouse, for 
the juice of tree roots is the pap 
of baby cicadas or “17 - year 
locusts.” 

The larva will grow; it may even 
move to another root, and it will 
shed its skin several times before 
next it sees the light of day — on 
a soft May morning in 1970! 

Suspended Drama 

Thus, with the new generation of 
Brood Ten — the Great Brood — of 
periodic cicadas put to bed, one of 
Nature’s longest and strangest 
dramas of the insect world rings 
down the curtain. There will be 
revivals, as there have been from 
time immemorial, but there are 
never more than six revivals in a 
century. 

The 1953 appearance of the 
locusts, hatched from eggs laid in 
1936, came off as scheduled. Last 
May, stirred by some mysterious 
signal, as many as 30,000 cicada 
nymphs emerged from the ground 
in one night under a single large 
oak tree. Stealthily, they moved 
to the nearest bush or tree and 
started to climb. Some reached the 
high limbs but many more got only 
part way up when the heed for one 
last shedding of the skin seized 
them. 

Clinging to the bark with their 
lobsterlike claws, the immature 
cicadas pulsed rhythmically. The 
old skins soon split down the hack 
and out crawled the full grown 17- 
year locusts. By morning, the 
creamy-white creatures had turned 
darw. Their eyes were red as fire 
Their micalike wings — with the 
characteristic black W at the base 
which the superstitious say fore- 
tells war — were dry and ready for 
flight. 

Sound of Drums 

The abdominal drums sported by 
the males were ready to begin their 
tireless sounding of four quite dis- 
tinct notes — the prolonged burr, 
the “Pha-u-a-roah” which remind- 
ed the Pilgrim Fathers of the 
locust plagues of Egypt, the low 
continuous purr, and the loud 
squawk of surprise or fright. 

And presently, after a brief sea- 
son of clumsy flying and frolic, the 
silent females were ready to lay 
their 400 to 600 eggs. With single- 
minded purpose, they sought out 
the tender limb tips of their favor- 
ite trees — oak, hickory, apple and 
peach. With their sharp, two- 
edged ovipositors they made a 
series of gashes in the twigs and 
laid ten to twenty white eggs in 
each small gash. Exhausted from 
their labors, they fell to the ground 
or water, food for birds and squir- 
rels or fish. 

Now, at summer’s end, the eggs 
laid last May and June have hatch- 
ed. Earth itself will shelter and 
nourish the young while a gener- 
ation of men moves and passes 
above them. And when Spring 
comes in 1970, there will be for the 
Great Brood of periodic cicadas a 
not inglorious resurrection. 


CASTERETS RESCUE WAS 
RELIEF TO ’’CAVE MEN” 


Speleologists evevywnere breath- 
ed sighs of relief this summer when 
Norhert Casteret, after anxious 
hours, was brought safely out of 
the earth s deepest known cave, the 
2,395-foot. I.cpineux cavern near 
Pierre St. Martin in the western 
Pyrenees on the Franco-Spanish 
border. 

M. Casteret is a French speleol- ! 
ogist — cave explorer and expert 
— well known in this country 
through translations of his hooks, 
and for illustrated articles publish- 
ed in the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

The first National Geographic 
Magazine story by M. Casteret, 
printed in August, 1924, announced 
the finding, near the French village 
of Montespan in the central Pyre- 
nees, of the world’s oldest statues. 
Clay figures of long extinct 
animals, they were molded by Cro- 
Magnon men and had lain hidden 
for at least 20,000 years in a pitch 
black cave M. Casteret reached 
only by diving at great risk 
through a flooded tunnel. 

Another article appeared in 
March, 1953, and described the 
awesome ice caves of the Pyrenees, 
galleries filled with glacier ice that 
may have been formed in the dawn 
of time. Nino thousand feet up in 
the mountains, “Casteret Grotto” 
and others the explorer found near 
it are the highest known ice caves. 

Speleology has long been a rec- 
ognized science. In addition to es- 
tablishing purely sporting records, 
speleologists have done valuable 
work in geology, anthropology, 
biology and geography. They have 
aided hydroelectric engineers and 
influenced international relations. 

Found Garonne Source 

When Spain planned to divert a 
subterranean river into an electric 
generating plant, these daring men 
explored underground to prove 
their theory that the stream was 
the source of the important Ga- 
ronne River in France. Diversion 
might have curtailed the Garonne’s 
flow and affected the whole econ- 
omy of its valley. 

In Mammoth Cave, Kentucky, 
and Carlsbad Caverns, New Mex- 
ico, the United States has respec- 
tively the largest and second lar- 
gest caves thus far discovered. 
Like most big caves everywhere, 
they were formed by the dissolv- 
ing action of slightiy acid water 
upon limestone. 

In the United States, cave hobby- 
ists call themselves “spelunkers.” 
No claustrophohes need apply for 
membership in their societies, for 
a true spelunker thinks little of 
crawling long distances through 
passages so narrow that movement 
is only possible while the crawler’s 
breath is exhaled. 

For icy calm in such a passage, 
M. Casteret furnished the classic 
example. Ho had a head-on en- 
counter with an irate badger, a 
creature with dangerous teeth and 
claws. Avoiding the panic that 
might have tightened his muscles 
and wedged him in the tunnel, the 
speleologist coolly hacked out as 
fast as he could, leaving the badger 
in full charge of the passage. 


AUSTRALIA MEASURES ITS 
WORMS IN FEET AND POUNDS 

In Australia, where odd Leasts 
are the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, even the lowly earthworm is 
unique. 

Of the world s 1,800 species of j 
worms, the Australian Mcgasro - 1 
lidos holds clear title as the world’s 
largest, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. The giant crawlers 
average four to six feet long and 
occasionally span 1 1 feet. Some 
are an inch thick nnd weigh a 
pound or more. 

Originally believed to exist only 
in Victoria’s fertile Bass Valley, 
the creatures have also been un- 
covered recently in several sections 
of Queensland. Naturalists ex- 
cavated them from tunnels large 
enough to house snakes and lizards. 

Loud gurgles and weird bubbling 
sounds beneath the ground first at- 
tracted the scientists. The groans 
are caused, they later discovered, 
by contractions of the worm’s body 
as it burrows into the soil. 

Pulled from its hole, the crawler 
is apt to break into numerous seg- 
ments. But once unraveled to full 
length above ground, its tough, 
elastic skin is difficult to cut with 
a knife. A muscular, bulbous head 
used in locomotion nnd digging is 
slightly fuller than the rest of the 
body. 

When captured, the giant worm 
sprays jets of fluid like a leaky 
hose. Secreted from dorsal pores, 
the coelomic liquid is normally 
used to lubricate the burrows for 
easier passage. It also serves as 
a defense against soil bacteria and 
parasites. 

Its cocoon or egg capsule, 
measuring up to an inch and a half 
in length, is glossy, sausage- 
shaped, and olive brown in color. 
Newly hatched worms are a mere 
six inches long. 

The giant worms are a favorite 
food of the duck-hilled platypus, 
another member of Australia’s 
cross-word puzzle menagerie. The 
platypus gulps down a half-dozen 
Megaseolides at a sitting. 

To make life at New York’s 
Bronx Zoo worth while for three 
platypuses brought from Australia 
in 1947, the zoo staff developed the 
world’s bigpest earthworm-breed- 
ing farm in the cellar of the lion 
house. 

Proposals to import the Austra- 
lian earthworm to America to help 
fertilize farmlands have been 
vetoed by United States author- 
ities. They fear the giant may 
carry plant diseases inside its body.

PAUL F. BREEN 

Paul F. Breen of 00 .Salisbury 
street, vice-president of the Win- 
chester Lumber Company and vet- 
eran of World War II, died at his 
home Saturday evening, October 
24. 

Mr. Breen was the son of Thom- 
as, and Annie (Cullen) Breen. He 
was born April 19, 1902, in Dor- 
chester and was educated in the 
Dorchester schools and at the High 
School of Commerce in Boston, also 
studying at Boston College.

Besides his wife, he leaves two 
sisters, Miss Margaret Breen of 
Norwood; Miss Agnes Breen of 
New York City; and a brother, 
Philip Breen of Walpole. 

The funeral was held Tuesday 
morning from the late residence 
with solemn requiem high mass 
celebrated at St. Mary’s Church at 
10 o’clock.

RALPH EDGAR HALL 


Ralph Edgar Hall of 10 Elm 
street, a retired chauffeur long in 
the employ of the Moseley and Cut- 
ler Downer families, died early 
Monday morning, October 26, at 
his home. He had not been in good 
health for a year, but his passing 
bail not been expected, he having 
been out about his place on the 
Saturday preceding his death. 

Mr. Hall was the son of David 
B., and Celia (Healey) Hall. He 
was born September 4, 1870, in 
Candia, N. II., and spent his early 
life there, coming to Belmont in 
his late teens and working there 
for four years as a coachman. 

Fifty-one years ago Mr. Hall en- 
tered the employ of the late Frank 
Moseley ns a chauffeur. Mr. Mose- 
ley then made his home in Brook- 
line, but later lived for many yenrs 
on jEverett avenue, Mr. Hall ac- 
companying the family when they 
came to make their home in Win- 
chester. In 1909 he accompanied 
Mr. Moseley on a European trip, 
driving the Moseley Pierce Arrow 
which was taken abroad on the 
boat. 

Following the deatli of Mr. and 
Mrs. Moseley, Mr. Hall became 
chnufTcur for their daughter, Mrs.

PROGRAM OF INSTRUCTION 
FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT 

Jana* .1 Kelly, Special Agent in 
(’hinge of the L-ston Office «»f the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
and Chief Thntna> .1 Maguire of 
Wobuin, Massaehusett s, today an- 
nounced the completion of plans for 
a ptogiam of instruction for law 
enforcement officers to he held at 
Woburn, .Massachusetts, roiilinenc 
ing Tuesday, October 27, 1953. and 
continuing each Tuesday a n d 
Thursday thereafter until its com- 
pletion on December 8, 1953. 

Officers attending the school will 
come from the Wolmin, Winches 
ter, Lexington, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wilmington. Burlington, Wcstford, 
and North Reading Police Depart- 
ments, and the instruction will he 
given in two sessions. There will 
he an afternoon lecture from 2:*0O| 
to 4:30 p. m. and an evening lec- 
ture, a duplicate of the afternoon, 
will he given from 7:00 to 9:30 1 
p. m. 

The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation will provide instruction in j 
connection with general inves- j 
tigativc topics such as general 
principles of evidence; note taking 
and report writing; public relations 
in law enforcement; collection, 
identification, and preservation of 
| evidence; techniques and methods 
of arrests; care and handling of 
firearms and related matters. 
Additional instruction will he given 
by the Middlesex County District 
Attorney’s Office as well as the 
Presiding Justice of the Woburn 
District Court. A special lecture 
on accident investigations will he 
given by Sergeant Edward Bowler 
of the Winchester Police Depart- 
ment with Lieutenant Joseph E. 
Doherty of Woburn also assisting 
in connection with lectures on tire- 
arms. 

In addition to providing Special 
Agent instructors for such schools, 
Mr. Kelly asserted the FBI assists 
police departments and other law 
enforcement agencies in planning 
the curriculum of training schools. 
This is part of a program estab- 
lished under the direction of J. 
Edgar Hoover to further the pro- 
fessionalization of law enforce- 
ment. During the 1952 fiscal year, 
the FBI participated in 2,350 such 
schools and thus has carried its 
cost-free training service to all 
parts of the* United States. The 
Training School to be held at Wo- 
burn, Massachusetts, is part of that 
program which has assisted greatly 
I in the development, expansion and 
improvement of law enforcement 
services.

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TOWN MEETING 
SUPPORTS SELECTMEN

At the March meeting of 1952 the 
town voted to approve the Select- 
men s proposal to eliminate the 
Grade Crossing by raising the 
tracks and empowered the Select- 
men to cooperate to this end with 
State and County officials. A ref- 
erendum failed to set aside this 
limited town meeting vote, and the j 
Selectmen then petitioned the State 
Department of Public Works to, 
eliminate the crossing by raising 
the tracks, studios were begun and 
the firm of Thomas Worcester re- 
tained. 

Mr. Greer snid that the basic en- 
gineering for the project is com- 
plete, though many details of de- 
sign are unfinished, and last minute 
changes on the job will of necessity 
ho made. Adding that the present 
plan is not perfect, he maintained 
it represents the best efforts of i 
many engineers in the Department 
of Public Works and the Worcester t 
Company. 

After his historical review Mr. 
wWr devoted much time to an ex- 
planation of the slides showing 
present conditions and proposed 
changes, notably at Wcdgemcre, at 
the center crossing and at Swnnton 
street. The meeting recessed after | 
he concluded. 

Mr. Volpe, State Commissioner 
of Public Works, congratulated Mr. 
Greer upon his presentation and ex- 
planation of the elimination plan. 
Originally among the doubters and 
Those who believe a better plan can 
l)e found, Mr. Volpe said a review 
of past and present plans for elim- 
ination has convinced him tho 
present plan, calling for raising the 
tracks, is sound. 

He did feel, he said, that the plan 
as first presented was only about 
two-thirds complete since it omit- 
ted a solution to the through traffic 
problem on Route 38. 

The traffic by- pass through the 
Skillings estate is the answer to 
this omission in the original plan, 
and this by-pass should, he said, be 
completed at the same time, or, if 
possible, before the raising of the 
tracks. 

Mr. Volpe said the entire project 
entails a minimum of displacement 
of houses and families which is rare 
in projects of such magnitude. He 
also briefly explained the procedure 
by which the State Right of Way 
Division will take the land needed 
for the project. The final result, 
Mr. Volpe said, will he an asset to 
tho town, both from the point of 
view of beauty as well as safety. 

Chairman George Redding of the 
Finance Committee stated that the 
Committee feels the Selectmen 
have done a wonderful job of nego- 
tiating for the elimination project, 
and that $190,000 can safely he 
taken from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Account without jeopardiz- 
ing the financing of the needed 
school buildings. 

Mr. Hewis asked under what sec- 
tions of Statue law the funds for 
this project will be taken. Mr. 
John McCluskey of the D. P. W. 
was introduced to answer him, but 
asked Commissioner Volpe to reply. 
Mr. Volpe said that the funds will 
he bond issue funds authorized by 
1952 legislation which provided 
200 million dollars for highway 
projects in the state. 

Mr. Wakefield decried the Star’s 
lack of publicity which should have 
been provided so that the average 
voter could have had time to assi- 
milate this tremendous project. He 
reviewed the cost of forthcoming 
school building projects and said 
that, in his opinion, it was unfor- 
tunate that the grade crossing pro- 
ject should he brought in before the 
town’s No. 1 problem, that of new 
schools, has been solved. 

He asked why the Boston and 
Maine has not been asked to re- 
move its freight-switching oper- 
ations from the center, thus great- 


ly reducing the time during which 
the gates have to be down, and said 
he believed the voters are entitled 
to the opportunity of voting on a 
complete alternate plan for cross- 
ing elimination as well as the one 
presently submitted by the Select- 
men. 

“It is shamefully unfair” he said, 
“for the State of Massachusetts 
to presume thnt it has 6 to 10 mil- 
lion dollars to spend on a purely 
local project,” and he asked the 
members to reject “this Trojan 
horse that is being dragged into 
the square.” Mr. Wakefield’s mo- 
tion to postpone any action on the 
grade crossing until the projects 
for needed school buildings are 
completely financed, was voted 
down by the meeting. 

Mrs. McDonald next took the 
microphone (a procedure rare for 
her!) to ask if that motion, just de- 
feated could he added to the refer- 
endum if the ayes and noes were 
not recorded. Town Council Clarke 
answered that in any event Mr. 
Wakefield’s motion could not he in- 
cluded in the referendum vote. 

Mr. Hewis noted that the propos- 
ed street changes have not been ac- 
cepted by the Planning Board, ns 
required by law; and he moved that 
the subject matter of Article 1 he 
referred to the Planning Board and 
acted on by them. Admiral Burac- 
kcr, former Commissioner of Public 
Works, rose to say that the town 
will never again have an oppor- 
tunity such as this to get this pro- 
ject done. Mr. Hewis’ vote was 
defeated. 

Mrs. Woodside asked the Finance 
Committee how the town can fin- 
ance the school program at the 
same time it spends this $190,000, 
hut Mr. Redding considered that 
the question wns irrelevant to tho 
main discussion, noting that he be- 
lieved both were within the town’s 
means. 

Former County Commissioner 
James Cullen expressed his hope 
that the town meeting members 
would make the vote in favor of the 
project as near 100% as possible. 

Mrs. McDonald, in reviewing 
past votes on the grade crossing 
elimination project, said that, al- 
though the 1952 town meeting had 
voted 151 to 1 in favor of raising 
the tracks, the referendum had 
found 1,700 voters, or 34 per cent of 
the votes east, in opposition. The 
proposed overhead railroad, she 
said, will ruin the old plains section 
of the town, nnd went into some de- 
tail in explaining the harm which 
changes to Swanton street will 
cause to the residents of that area. 
Her request to the Moderator to 
permit the people in the hall who 
were opposed to the project to 
stand was courteously denied. Mrs. 
McDonald asked Mr. Greer why the 
sum of $190,000 is being taken 
from Excess and Deficiency, rather

than being raised by a bond issue. 
He replied that the Excess nnd De- 
ficiency Account has been built up 
in recent years, partly with the 
grade crossing elimination in mind. 

Mrs. Woodside said that the town 
fathers are suffering from “dollar 
delirium”, that never once do they 
mention the human equation in this 
matter. She stated that the D. P. 
W. would have given the town any 
plan that the people wanted and 
added that at a hearing before the 
legislative committee last year the 
Selectmen promised that an alter- 
nate plan and a statement of costs 
! would be presented to the town. 

Mr. Bonnell, of the Planning 
! Board expressed his indignation at 
the reflections east upon town 
boards and the implication thnt 
they are not acting in the interest 
of the citizens as they see it. He 
stated that the D. P. W. did make 
a study of alternate plans, includ- 
ing an automobile overpass nnd 
noted in this connection that the 
traffic circles would have required 
an unreasonable amount of land- 
taking. He asked if it were not 
significant that every Board of Se- 
lectmen, many of whom were doubt- 
ful in the beginning, came to sup- 
port the overhead tracks plan 
unanimously. 

Mrs. Warren Whitman asked 
why the auto by-pass could not be 
elevated, and nut in without raising 
the tracks to sec if it alo^o will 
sufficiently aid the traffic jam in 
the center. Mr. Greer replied that 
raising the overpass would entail 
an excessive rate of grade on the 
Blind Bridge end of the overpass. 

Replying to Mrs. Whitman’s 
question regarding the danger to 
pedestrians at the proposed traffic 
circle between the Town Hall and 
the Baptist Church, Mr. Greer stat- 
ed that traffic lights would be in- 
stalled there if they proved neces- 
sary. Provisions are also being 
made for the installation of lights 
in the center, should they be need- 
ed there. 

Mr. Volpe stated that the Win- 
chester grade crossing elimination 
has been placed number 2 on the 
list, second to Lincoln Square in 
Worcester. 

Mr. Hewis questioned the word- 
ing of the motion of the article, 
asking why it should read “Board 
of Selectmen or the Chairman.” 
Town Counsel Clarke replied that 
he was only complying with the 
law in the wording of the motion. 

Following the re-reading of the 
motion at the request of Mrs. 
Woodside a standing vote of the 
town meeting was taken. At its 
conclusion, Mr. Earl Smith rose to 
say that though he was among the 
opposition on the issue of raising 
the tracks, he wanted it made clear 
that no one questioned the honesty 
and sincerity of Mr. Bonnell’s ac- 
tions in supporting the project.

Only one person was injured 
when a Mack truck and three auto- 
mobiles were involved in a colli- 
sion at the intersection of Lake and 
Main streets last Saturday morn- 
ing.

TIME FOR DECISION 

ELIMINATION OF GRADE CROSSING AND 
CONSTRUCTION OF TRAFFIC BY-PASS 

The Town Meeting of October 22, 1953, voted 1 13 to 23 to transfer $190,000 
from available funds to pay Winchester’s entire share of the cost of the com- 
bined crossing elimination and traffic by-pass. A referendum will be held later 
this month to see whether a majority of our citizens agree with their elected 
representatives on this vital issue. 

The basic plan is not new and lias been approved repeatedly in the past, 
even without the feature of the traffic by-pass. 

A history' of the grade crossing problem, and of the various plans which 
have been put forward since 1831 to solve it. appears in a special report of 
the Selectmen issued in connection with the April 1952 referendum and re- 
printed on page 305 of the most recent (1952) Town Reports. 

The principal events leading up to the present referendum have been as 
follows : 

1. March 191-1 l uaiiinious sense of the meeting vote of the town meeting 
that “the public security and convenience require the abolition of the grade 
crossing at the center; and that the Selectmen are requested to take such steps 
a** in their judgment will provide the speedy adoption of a suitable plan of 
abolition ...” and the unanimous vote appropriating $2,500 for the use of the 
Selectmen in procuring engineering assistance for that purpose. 

2. November 19-15 Public Hearing at which those present voted 436 in 
favor of raising the tracks tin accordance with the recommendation of the Se- 
lectmen's consulting engineer) against a total of eight in favor of either of the 
other principal plans, involving diversionary highways only. 

3. August 1950 Decision of the Department of Public \\ ork*. an- 
nounced hy Commissioner William F. Callahan, to eliminate the \\ inchestcr 
Grade Crossing by raising the tracks. 

1. March 1952 151 to 1 vote of the town meeting members approving the 

State’s plan to raise the tracks and directing the Selectmen to continue their 
negotiations with the Department of Public Works. 

5. April 1952 Referendum of April 1952, upholding town meeting action 
to raise tracks by a vote of 3,120 to 1,724 — almost a 2 to 1 majority. 

0. October 1953 — The same project (plus a traffic by-pass from the inter- 
section of Washington and Mt. Vernon Streets to II 1 i fid Rridge Street and Main 
Street north of the center) approved hy town meeting 1 13 to 23, with total 
cost to W inchestcr only $190,000. 

7. November 1953 — Further referendum to he scheduled. 

No plan until now has been able to gather sufficient support to he realized. 

I In* present plan has had the unanimous support of all of the Hoards of 
Selectmen and Planning Hoards who have dealt with it and the very strong 
approval of all the public hearings and town meetings which have voted on it. 

W e hope that our fellow citizens will \>ork for it now and vote for it at the 
coming referendum m» that Winchester's century-old grade crossing problem 
can finally In- solved.

The Board of Selectmen will 
meet Saturday to set the date for 
the referendum to be held on the 
vote of the recent special town 
meeting, appropriating $190,000 as 
the town’s share of the $6,000,000 
project to eliminate the grade 
crossing by raising the railroad 
tracks through Winchester, and 
authorizing the Selectmen, or 
chairman of the Board, to enter in- 
to definite agreements with the 
State or other interested parties 
to bring about elimination by this 
means. 

Referendum petitions were cir- 
culated immediately following the 
meeting, and the petitions were 
filed with the Board of Selectmen 
last week Thursday. Two hundred 
and fifty names were necessary, 
and the Registrars of Voters 
checked 323 with many more ap- 
pended to the petitions. It is es- 
timated that over 500 voters sign- 
ed the papers. 

Under the law the Selectmen 
must set a date for the referendum 
within 14 days of the meeting at 
which the petition is considered. 
That would mean that the referen- 
dum vote must he held not later 
than Saturday, November 21. There 
has been some feeling that the Sat- 
urday date would he a good time 
since many do not work on Satur- 
day. 

Complicating the date setting is 
the fact that there are two special 
town meetings to he held on No- 
vember 12 and 16, to consider the 
report of the Committee for addi- 
tional facilities for the high and 
junior high schools, and the Park- 
hurst School addition committee.

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M. I. A. C. FOOTBALL RATINGS 
STARTLE COACHES AND FANS 


Lnat week, without preliminary 
warning or notiro, the Massachu- 
setts Intel scholastic Athletic Coun- 
cil (advisory group of the head- 
masters’ association) published in 
the Boston papers a radical plan 
for the reclassification of the high 
school football teams of eastern 
Massachusetts. While a great 
many interested fans will agree 
that the system of ratings inaugu- 
rated by the Sports Writers and in 
use for several years now, is far 
from perfect, the immediate re- 
action to the new system proposed 
by the M. 1. A. C. has been wide- 
spread nnd all but violent. From 
coaches in many schools affected 
have come expressions of conster- 
nation, of scorn, of ridicule, of dis- 
belief, of bewilderment, of amuse- 
ment, of disgust, of anguish. 

Conches of schools suddenly ele- 
vated from lowly ('lass C ratings 
to Class A prominence shuddered 
at the unwelcome honor and longed 
for the comfortable obscurity of a 
much humbler rating. Of course,

most of the howls of anguish came 
from the coaches whose teams were 
elevated to higher classifications. 
For example, when Stoneham High 
School was promoted from Class C 
to Class A, Tony PeTeso’s shrieks 
could have been heard in South 
Boston. 

After rending all the pros nnd 
cons on the subject, one is tempted 
to wonder whether any classifica- 
tion is necessary or even useful, and 
whether both of the proposed classi- 
fications do not present a false pic- 
ture of the relative ability of the 
teams rated. Unless a Class B 
team, for example, plays all other 
teams in its class (which is ob- 
viously impossible) how can it pos- 
sibly be rated as ('lass B cham- 
pion?

WINCHESTER WRECKS READING 

REGULARS AND SCRUBS 
DISPLAY AGGRESSIVE 
# TEAM WORK 

Tn n one-sided contest, marked 
however by an unusual nuni be i of 
spectacular individual performan- 
ces on both sides, Winchester’s 
steadily improving football ma- 
chine trnmpled over Reading last 
Saturday afternoon at Manchester 
Field by the score of 30 to G. Read- 
ing’s lone touchdown came as the 
result of a dazzling return ^ of a 
kickoff caught on Reading s 10 
yard line by Tom Murray, whose 
speed nnd footwork enabled him to 
race through the entire Winches- 
ter team (second and third-string 
players) for ninety yards to pay- 
dirt. 

Winchester gave the well- filled 
stands an exhibition of striking 
power, alertness, and improved 
line play, combined with n revela- 
tion of depth at every position. 
Against a weaker-than-average 
Reading eleven, Coach Knowlton 
was able to throw fifty-one boys 
into the game and a few of those 
boys who have been warming the 
bench in previous games wasted no 
time in showing that they appre- 
ciated the chance to show their 
wares. 

In spite of the one-sided score, 
the game was far from colorless. 
For Reading, Tom Murray and 
Eddie Stanton gave their support- 
ers more than one or two thrills 
with their ability to penetrate the 
Winchester line on several occa- 
sions and their excellent open-field 
running. Only last-minute tackles 
by the safety man prevented these 
two good ball-carriers from scor- 
ing. And speaking of safety men, 
perhaps in Joe Bellino, Winchester 
has one of the best. Incidentally, 
young Mr. J. Murphy of the scrubs 
came up with two hard tackles to 
prevent Reading ball carriers from 
scoring against the Seconds. 

An incomplete list of the game- 
highlights from the Winchester 
point of view would have to include 
the following: 

J i m m y Haggerty’s brilliant 
bursts through the Reading line on 
delayed cross-bucks for two touch- 
down runs of 35 and 40 yards 
respectively, while only the slippery 
turf and momentary loss of balance 
prevented him from a third, as he 
, penetrated the Reading forward 
I wall to find himself free with no 
one in front of him. 

Mike Murphy’s G5-yard end run 
to the Reading 2 yard line. Like a 
Mack Truck in high gear, Mike 
ploughed through the opposition, 
using a beautiful straight-arm to 
eliminate one would-be tackier and 
dragging another five or ten yards 
before being dragged down. If 
Mike can keep that straight-arm 
working, he’ll continue cluttering 
up opponents’ backfields with frus- 
trated tacklers from now on. 

Joe Bellino’s adroitness in re 
covering a fumbled kick-off in the 
midst of three Reading tacklers 
and eluding their grasp to race 52 
yards for a touchdown. 

McLaughlin’s 33-yard burst 
through tackle for a score after be- 
ing stopped on the same play on 
the previous down. Also his smooth 
handling of a fifteen yard pass 
from Ross and run of 24 yards to 
the end zone. 

The line’s play in opening up 
wide holes for those cross-bucks by 
Haggerty and McLaughlin. On ail 
three touchdown runs not a Read 
ing player laid a hand on the ball 
carrier. 

The recovery of six Reading 
fumbles by alert Winchester play 
ers. And the forcing of ten Read- 
ing fumbles by aggressive line play 
throughout the game. 

Outstanding individual work in 
the line by Jim Cusack. This vet 
eran has played a stellar game all 
season, but in the thick of the 
scrimmage his work is often un- 
noticed. 

Good quarter-hacking by young 
Bill Ross, who showed good judg- 
ment in calling plays, passed with 
precision, and punted well. 

Fine individual plays by J. Mur 
phy, Quill, and Gould. 

Above all, real teamwork by the 
whole squad. 

We are not attempting to imply 
that mistakes were not made or 
that Winchester has suddenly come 
up with a miracle team or a world- 
beater. But there is no question 
that Coach Knowlton and his as- 
sistants have fashioned a rugged 
and steadily improving machine, 
from the first stringers down to the 
last substitute. Remembering that 
Winchester started the season with 
only two regulars from last year’s 
great team, one is impressed with 
the way in which this year’s team 
has developed from week to week. 
And it will get better. Right now

REFERENDUM ONLY WAY 


Editor of the Star: 

With our present form of Limit- 
ed Town Meeting, many of us never 
have a chance to vote Yes or No on 
town expenditures. Town Meeting 
members do not represent us. They 
vote as they wish not as we wish. 
The most glaring example of this 
was in 1952. A straw vote was 
taken in Precinct 3. A Ninety Per- 
cent coverage of residents was ob- 
tained. To the question, “Are you 
content to see the tracks raised?” 
The Vote was 3 to 1 — No. The 
No cards included the name of our 
present Commissioner! 

A short time after the results of 
this straw vote were made known, 
the Town Meeting members from 
Precinct 3 were required officially 
to vote on the same subject. Their 
official vote was Yes. Not one ex- 
ception that I can remember. This 
made it look as though Precinct 3 
was One Hundred Percent back of 
the plan to raise the tracks! 

Those of us who cannot vote in 
our own right — or even by proxy 
— have only one way to show dis- 
pleasure with a course of action 
adopted by our Town officials; 
namely, we must use the Referen- 
dum. 

At the time this is written, it 
seems likely that Friday, Novem- 
ber 20, 1953, will be the date for a 
Referendum on the Grade Crossing 
appropriation of $190,000 from 
Town funds. At the same time as 
the above sum was voted, the Se- 
lectmen were officially instructed to 
go ahead with a plan to raise the 
tracks and also build a By-Pass 
through the Skillings Estate. Cost 
to State is to be approximately 0 
million. Cost to Winchester is lim- 
ited to $190,000 for property dam- 
ages in Center. Actuul cost is 
known to be nearly twice that, but 
we hope the State will absorb the 
difference. The wording of the 
Article is open to doubt. 

Nt> estimate was mentioned as to 
incidental costs to Winchester for 
getting disrupted streets and ser- 
vices back into order after con- 
tractors have finished. 

Grades at several streets are to 
be changed from an elevation of 25 
feet or more to a depressed area of 
equal amount (Bacon street and 
Swanton street?) You can picture 
the upset to abutters at such points. 
The State is not concerned with 
many of these purely local prob- 
lems; but the costs must be paid by 
individuals or Town. Nothing will 
pay for inconvenience over many 
months. 

Also, the State is not concerned 
at possible tragic results to certain 
business men and women who may 
be forced out of business because 
the Center is to be torn up over a 


two-year period. Did you know 
thnt there are over 80 commercial 
ventures close to the Center? It 
has been estimated that in some of 
these cases, volume of trade will 
fall off 30-40 percent. The Center 
will be dusty, noisy and filled with 
temporary ways for pedestrians 
and vehicles. Parking will be re- 
stricted, even unavailable for near- 
ly two years. Remember, four 
heavy cement piers must be “cast” 
at the center and heavy girders 
swung into place to form the three- 
arch bridge for the double tracks 
of the B. & M. 

At another point, pile drivers 
will shake that area lying over the 
old peat bog. Tons of material 
must be removed and other tons 
brought in. The steady rumble of 
j the contractors huge trucks, bull- 
dozers, cranes, compressors, etc., 
will keep the Center in an uproar 

a true no-man’s land! 

•Shoppers will go elsewhere. Why 
'not? A dozen small businesses 
j will go bankrupt in a two-year 
period. These men and women will 
I had no redress, with their limited 
! means. The “Big Fellows” pos- 
sibly can hire legal help. 

After the job is finished, here 
are some of the points that may 
effect you and me: 

( 1 ) The noise and dust of fast 
express trains will be more in 
, evidence than now. 

(2) We will find two walls with 
the space between filled with gravel 
upon which the double tracks of 
the B. & M. will rest, high in air. 

(3) From a point half-way down 
to Wedgemere to just beyond the 
Woburn Branch, the; wall will be as 
high as the eves of the present 
Traffic Tower. 

(4) At the center, a large traffic 
circle will shimmer in the summer 
heat except where the dark shadow 
of the three-span bridge passes 
over head from North to South. 

(5) Arc these girders to be made 
more conspicuous by a veneer of 
seam-faced stone? The doubtful 
improvement does not justify the 
expense. • 

(6) Ramps are provided for 
young people wishing to reach the 
new train platforms. These ramps 
are long and steep and exposed to 
all winter conditions. They are 
long enough to leave you breathless 
if you hurry from the warm station 
at ground level to catch your train 

| some 20 feet or more higher. 

I (7) Upon your return from Bos- 
! ton on a night of freezing drizzle, 
those long slopes will give you a 
“thrill.” There is no doubt of that. 

(8) During the construction 
period, the temporary tracks will 
probably eliminate the parking 
areas near the station and along 
Common street to its Northen end. 

(9) The other part of Common 
street, serving the stores in the 
Waterfield Block, will be dead-end, 
while the underpass is being built. 

(10) It is hard to see how the 
two rows of trees along the east 
side of the Common can be saved? 
Another gaunt parking lot may be 
planned for this area when tem- 

; porary tracks are removed in 1956? 

(11) Over by the Town Hall the 
; new By-Pass starts at a traffic cir- 
cle (3 times larger than existing 

lone) at the intersection of Wash- 
j ington street and Mt. Vernon street.

"WHEN WILL IT STOP! 


Editor of the Star: 

The property owners of Swanton 
and Spruce streets, attended a 
meeting Friday evening at the re- 
quest of the Board of Selectmen. 
We would appreciate space in your 
column to give our views as to the 
: proceedings. 

All members of the Board of Se- 
lectmen were present with their 
secretary, and Harrison Lyman 
who took notes, and a member of 
the engineering staff of the Wor- 
cester Co., Mr. Barker. 

Mr. Greer opened the meeting, 
stating that the Board was calling 
this conference to explain the plans] 
that had already been voted on at 
the Special Town Meeting; he j 
stated that the Board and the en- 1 
gineer would like to hear any plans 
that might be more acceptable to 
relieve the affected abuttors. 

He continually referred to the 
project as though it were about to 
start, giving scant attention to ob- 
jections that the matter was still | 
to be decided by a referendum. To 
confuse the situation still further I 
and confirm the statements, al- ' 
ready made that the town meeting j 
voted a “final plan” that was not 
even understood by the proponents, j 
it was said that it is thought now • 
that Spruce street (proposed to be | 
closed ut the intersection of Swan- 
ton street) would be twelve feet: 
above Swanton and under any con- ! 
dition could not be left open. On j 
this one point we now have had 
three different figures as to the i 
height of the wall in as many meet- 1 
ings: eight feet at the Public Hear- 
ing, ten feet ut the Town Meeting, 
and now twelve feet. When will it 
stop ? 

It was pointed out (again assum- 
ing that the project was going 
through), that the Board and the 
Department of Public Works would 
spare no expense if by adding a 
few thousand dollars to the cost of 
th eproject it would satisfy these 
abuttors. Several of the property 
owners stated their position to 
, leave the tracks where they are, 
that additional damages was not 
the project it would satisfy these 
were opposed to the plan as it 


stands because it affects them, their 
neighbors and the whole town. 

After considerable prompting by 
the Chnirman requesting sugges- 
tions as to how the abuttors would 
relieve the situation IF the project 
was accepted the people grasped 
the spirit of the affair. In the 
language of the last war — Snafu. 
(Situation Normal, All Fouled Up,) 
and the suggestions came thick and 
fast, always prefaced by a desire 
to leave the tracks where they are. 
Some of the suggestions included. 

1. Taking all the houses in that 
area of Swanton street, 

2. (’losing Swanton street at the 
Bridge (no thought of the affect of 
this on the two largest industries 
in the town, Bcggs & Cobb and the 
International Cooperage, 

3. Moving the houses thirty or 
forty feet back, 

4. Re-routing traffic through the 
side streets to the Shore road nnd 
the Centre area and back up the 
opposite side of the tracks 4o Swan- 
ton street, 

5. Building stairs from the low- 
ered Swanton street to the houses’ 
level in this instance it was 
stated, in some places there would 
be as many as thirty eight steps. 
To chance for baby carriages, 

G. Entering the property from 
the rear which would mean turning 
all the houses around — and on and 
on until the most serious question 
of all brought gasps to everyone: 

What will happen to these houses 
and occupants in case of fire or 
serious accident? What provision 
has been made for safety protec- 
tion on a 15 foot wide service road? 
It was apparent that neither the 
Selectmen nor the engineer had 
figured on getting fire apparatus 
into these dead-end service drive- 
ways or to dead end Spruce street 
area. That serious thought brought 
the residents back from engineer- 
, ing dreams to the practical fact 
that, they did not want the tracks 
raised, no matter what scheme was 
involved. The meeting ended with- 
out a vote being taken but it was 
easy to sense that the owner-resi- 
dents and their representatives 
would have carried the day unani- 
mously.

ROUTINE OF THE 
U. S. MARINE CORPS RECRUIT 

Editor of the Star: 

Having received so many calls 
asking “What becomes of my boy 
after he has enlisted in the Ma- 
rines?” I turned to PIO Sgt. Jack 
(’hi Ids, Room 734, Post Office 
Square, Boston, for verification of 
my understanding of a man’s en- 
trance into the Marine Corps. Here 
goes : 

After being sworn into the Ma- 
rines the man leaves for Parris Is- 
land, S. (’. (He may have enlisted 
for 3, 4 or 6 years). The first af- 
ternoon, about 60 of you will be 
gathered together and told that 
from now on your group will be 
known us a platoon. You’ll train 
together, eat, sleep and work to- 
gether for the next few weeks. 
During this period you will be 
called “Boots” training for specific 
jobs with the Corps. After that 
you’ll be Murines and on your sep- 
arate ways. But going back to the 
beginning, after arrival at Parris 
Island you will be fitted with uni- 
form, clothing, draw a rifle, cart- 
ridge belt, bayonet and various ar- 
ticles known as 782 equipment. The 
second day is filled with physical 
examinations, etc. The platoon to 
which you are assigned will be 
commanded by a non-commissioned 
officer, who is your instructor. Pay 
strict attention to what he tells 
you. He will teach you bayonet 
training, chemical warfare, com- 
bat principles and exercises, drill, 
field fortifications, field sanitation, 
first aid, interior guard duty, mili- 
tary courtesy, parades and cere- 
monies, personal hygiene, physical 
training, scouting and patrolling, 
rifle training, pistol training, and 
grenade and B. A. R. training. 

Catholic, Protestant and Hebrew 
services are held weekly on the Is- 
land. There are chaplains on the 
post who will give you such reli- 
gious advice as you may desire. If 
you should have any complaint to 
make or desire any information, do 
not hesitate to go to your first 
sergeant, who is the representative 
of the commanding officer. 

There seems to be a mistaken 
idea abroad that the Marine Corps 
will take anybody. Let me hasten 
to correct this and give you the 
moral qualifications : 

“Applicants whose record or in- 
terview indicate conviction by a ci- 
vil court, or an adverse record of 
adjudication by a juvenile court for 
any offense within the jurisdiction 
of the respective court, or where 
other evidence indicates commis- 
sion of an act that would render 
the applicant liable to prosecution 
in such a court, will be rejected. 
Waivers may be requested for the 
following cases: 

Applicants with juvenile rec- 
ords, having been on probation 
(or delivered to training schools) 
but who have been off such proba- 
tion for a period of six months 
before making application for 
enlistment. Any applicant who 
has served on probation will re- 
quire waiver clearance from 
II QS, Marine Corps, before being 
accepted for enlistment. All such 
cases will be interviewed by the 
recruiting officer or his assistant 
before waiver is requested.” 

For the first time a Marine re- 
cruiting representative is being as- 
signed to Winchester. He is S Sgt 
John O’Connell. If you see me 
around with the Marines 1 am not 
about to leave for Parris Island. I 
am just introducing him around. I 
hope you will stop him and say 
“hello.” We would like him to feel 
as much at home here as do our Air 
| Force and Army sergeants. 

A hearty welcome to the U. S. 
Marine Corps.

I am absolutely opposed to the 
basic plan of having the tracks 
raised and the Boston and Maine 
trains roaring through the town on 
a high embankment which would 
start from below Wedgemere and 
reach to Cross street. Before this 
plan is considered any further I 
would suggest that the former 
plans be reviewed afid perhaps 
modified to suit new traffic prob- 
lems and the best of these, that do 
not contemplate raising the tracks 
be fairly presented against this 
present plan. We have considered 
this matter so long now, that a lit- 
tle more time to reach a satisfac- 
tory solution will be well spent and 
I believe that the State has an- 
other project ahead of the Win- 
chester problem. Some overhead 
traffic plan may be found that will 
not disfigure the town and create 
such a terrible mess for two years 
or more. Every voter in town who 
wishes to see presented the best of 
the previous plans which do not 
raise the tracks, properly and fair- 
ly presented, so that it can be com- 
pared and studied against the 
present plan, should make it his oi- 
lier special duty to register a vote j 
against the present plan at tin* I 
coming referendum. I think Mrs. I 
Woodside suggested something like 
this in her speech at the last town 
meeting. 

And many people in town, do 
not know that Mr. Elmer Fletcher,! 
who opposes the present plan was 
once town engineer of Winchester 
and his opinion should be given j 
great weight. 

In addition to the mess, caused 
by the temporary tracks and the 
mud in Black Ball Pond, the pro- 
posed plan causes serious compli- 
cations at the Wedgemere station 
and at Swanton street. Further, 
the proposed by-pass, ruins the 
beautiful Skillings lot which might 
in time be used for a new public' 
building for Winchester, and also 
concentrates the ever increasing 
traffic on Washington street to 
route 128, and the heavy Woburn 
traffic, all at the Town Hall, Bap- 
tist Church and Wadleigh School 
and in addition much of the traffic 
from Border road and Highland j 
avenue which comes up and down 
Mt. Vernon street. Then tin* by- 
pass crosses the Mystic Valley 
Parkway at the Library and High 
School causing another problem 
and 1 believe some of the land has 
to be taken from the Library and 
High School to widen Washington 
street. 

For the above reasons I hope 
every voter in town will study this 
situation carefully and then vote, 
so that what is done will be an ex- 
pression of the will of the people 
of Winchester as a whole. It has 
been suggested that the last refer- 
endum was not representative be- 
cause the opposition to the plan 
was not well organized and the 
proponents made every effort pos- 
sible to get the voters to vote their 
way, and this time I hope everyone 
will think for themselves and vote. 
Remember if you voted for it be- 
fore you can always change your 
mind after due consideration.

THEY LIKE WINCHESTER! 

Editor of the Star: 

“How do you like your new home 
— and how do you like living in 
Winchester?” I asked a friend who 
moved to Winchester 3 or 4 years 
ago. 

“I love it,” was the quick reply, 
“and my husband loves it more 
than I. You see, he has heart trou- 
ble and you can’t imagine what a 
blessing it is to him to drive to the 
station and get on the train with- 
out climbing a single step.” 

“It will be quite a change when 
we get the elevated railroad 19 or 
20 it. high in the air — with long 
ramps or steps to climb to the 
platform. In Lynn, with a platform 
of the same height, it is 32 steps 
up to the platform, where there 
are 2 or 3 boards on each side of a 
horizontal stick which they call a 
canopy, and not even a post to hide 
behind or to hold on to in wind or 
rain or sleet or snow.” 

“What do you mean about an 
elevated railroad? All I have ever 
heard about is what they call an 
‘overpass’ for the cars to go under 
without waiting.” 

“This much-advertised ‘overpass’ 
pictured so beautifully with trains 
looking as if they were 2 or 3 feet 
above ground is an optical illusion, 
for in reality the trains will be 19 
or 20 feet high and under this 
beautiful ‘overpass* there will be a 
traffic circle that may rival the one 
at llaymarket, or Sullivan Square. 
You may have to diet to squeeze 
by it from Mt. Vernon to Church 
street, for they say even a corner 
of McCormack’s Drug Store will 
have to be chopped off. And the 
‘overpass* will be only a connecting 
link in the middle of a two or 
three-mile elevated railroad cutting 
the town in two, from Cross street 
to somewhere between Wedgemere 
and Medford. And Wedgemere with 
its interesting setting? All 1 could 
think of during the very clever 
description of it at the recent hear- 
ing (with so many unanswered 
questions) was ‘Waltz Me Around 
Again, Willie.’ It will certainly 
take a guide and plenty of time 
for your first trip if you want to 
catch a train.” 

“Oh, dear, what will my poor 
husband say when he find out, es- 
pecially when his doctor always 
says, ‘now, don’t climb stairs,’ and 
do you know he tells me several of 
his friends have been told the same 
tiling by their doctors. 

“How many steps did you say 
that they have for the overhead in 
Lynn ?” 

“When I went down there last 
spring to investigate I counted 32 
steps up and 32 steps down and 
was told that the height of the 
platform was the same as it would 
lie in Winchester. But I must be 
going! You see, I am out getting 
names for the referendum which 
will give a chance to vote to every- 
one of the approximately ninety 
five hundred voters who had no 
chance to vote in Town .Meeting 
and will have no chance except 
through the referendum! 

“Get the facts as well as you can 
about the confused, misleading

ALL VOTERS 
SHOULD BE RECORDED

Editor of the Star: 

In Winchester, this is the time 
for every citizen to stand up and 
be counted. When the referendum 
on the question of the abolition of 
the grade crossing is held, all vo- 
ters who have any interest in the 
future of their town should go to 
the polls and be recorded. 

It is almost universally agreed 
that the present situation in the 
center is untenable. It is not only 
inconvenient, but it is unsafe. For 
many years there lias been an ex- 
treme hazard. Only diligent pre- 
cautions by town and railroad of- 
ficials have held down fatalities. 
The entrapment of police, fire and 
ambulance equipment in the center 
congestion courts disaster. The 
condition is so well known that no 
additional elaboration is needed. 

As the representative of the peo- 1 
pie in the General Court, 1 have 
always stood ready to cooperate 
fully with any plan that was adopt- 
ed by the town. In order that there 
may be no misunderstanding, how- 
ever, I should, at this time, like to 
declare myself as unequivocally fa- j 
voring the present proposed plan 
put forward by the selectmen and 
adopted in the recent special town 
meeting. 

No plan will provide a perfect 
solution. We must accept that as a 
hypothesis. What plan, then, will 
be most desirable? Every official 
engineering study has returned the 
answer that the only practical way 
to abolish the grade crossing is to 
raise the tracks. In fact, if time I 
is given to a conscientious study of 
costs, limitations and features of 
alternate plans, one need not be an 
engineer to realize that these other 
proposals have far greater objec- 
tions than the one currently offered 
by the selectmen. For my own 
part, I am thoroughly convinced 
that the town now has before it the 
only practical and logical solution 
for abolishing the grade crossing. 
Moreover, while I do not believe 
the town should adopt a poor plan 
under any circumstances, I feel 
that the possibility of securing this 
imperative improvement at a guar- 
anteed total cost of $190,000 to the 
Town of Winchester is an almost 
incredible bargain. The Common- 
wealth recognizes the urgent ne- 
cessity for the abolition of this 
crossing and for that reason is will- 
ing to place its funds behind the 
project. 

After many years of careful 
study and collaboration by the 
town, state and railroad officials, 
the citizens should be highly grati- 
fied that a solution to our vexa- 
tious center problem has been 
agreed upon and is at hand. In my 
opinion, the voters of the town will 
do well to support this plan, and to 
support it in record numbers on 
referendum day!!

ART LECTURE TO FULL HOUSE 


In his talk to the Winchester Art 
Association, Mr. Garabed d e r 
Hohannesian gave a brief historical 
survey of man’s development as a 
creative individual who in terms of 
his own environment expresses the 
thought and spirit of his times. The 
important element in painting, he 
said, is the organization of space, 
"since things are what they are be- 
cause of their relationship to each 
other”. 

Mr. der Hohannesian pointed out 
that anyone who will devote a few 
minutes each day to it can develop 
his appreciation of contemporary 
art without necessarily liking or 
approving of it. At Rhode Island 
School of Design students are 
trained to be creative individuals 
who can express themselves in any 
style without copying, and he be- 
lieves that the personal reaction is 
the most vital contribution the ar- 
tis can make. 

The paintings Mr. der Hohanne- 
sian brought effectively illustrated 
many possibilities of line, texture, 


color and spatial relationships. His 
paintings shared with those of 
Maud Morgan which are on view 
for November the use of an excit- 
ing palette, strong individuality, 
similar abstract design and impres- 
sive variety of composition. Mrs. 
Morgan’s titles suggest biomorphic 
subject matter which was handled 
with force and simplicity in con- 
trast to Mr. der Hohannesian’s 
more objective and more highly or- 
ganized compositions. 

The wall cases in the gallery 
were decorated by Mrs. H. W. 
Nickerson with examples of her fine 
ceramics.

AFRICAN ESPARTO, 

ASIAN ZOYSIA — 
CINDERELLAS OF THE 
GRASS FAMILY 

Two wild grasses from opposite 
sides of the world each offer a story 
| of man’s ingenuity in finding boun- 
ty in improbable places. 

‘ One plant, rapped nnd dry, sup- 
ports a thrivinp business on the 
frinpe of the North African desert, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. The other, whose wiry preen 
sprips were first found in the wilds 
of northeastern Asia, today carpets 
the White House lawn in Washinp- 
ton. 

The first is named _ esparto, or 
Stipa tenacissima in botanical 
terms. The second is called “Meyer 
zovsia.” 

Paper, Rope And Power 

Esparto — also known as Span- 
ish prass, alfa, and halfa — flour- 
ishes bravely in rocky, sun-parched 
soil where almost nothinp else will 
prow. Rapped clusters of reedlike 
stalks, three to four feet hiph, clinp 
to stony foothills and arid plateaus 
from southern Spain across Moroc- 
co, Algeria, and Tunisia. 

Its leaves, tender when younp, 
soon prow too tough for cattle to 
chew. Yet this harsh pray prass 
ranks as one of the world’s most 
valuable uncultivated crops. 

Fine printing papers are made 
from esparto in England and 
France — glossy coated sheets for 
illustrated magazines, crackling 
parchments for college diplomas. 
The Spanish navy makes rope of 
esparto, hawsers so light they will 
float. Baskets, hats, carpets and 
tough desert sandals have been 
women from esparto fiber for 2,0(K) 
years. 

Today its collection is a tightly 
controlled, highly organized in- 
dustry, involving nomadic tribes of 
prass merchants and fleets of plod 
ding camels. Picked by hand and 
brought to remote weighing sta- 
tions on camelback, esparto bales 
travel from hinterland to coast in 
huge 20-ton trailer trucks that fol- 
low dusty, barely marked tracks. 
Eventually thousands of tons of the 
dried grass pile high on wharves 
for shipment to paper mills ns far 
away as Scotland. 

Korean Discovery 

Meyer zoysia is an even more 
recent Cinderella of the grass fam- 
ily. It was discovered in Korea 40 
years ago by a United States De- 
partment of Agriculture plant ex- 
plorer, Frank N. Meyer, who died 
in the Orient after sending home 
many valuable new plants. No one 
then realized its potentiality. 

. Much more recently one parti- 
cular strain of the grasses Meyer 
collected was found to be an amaz- 
ingly tough and adaptable grass 
for American lawns and golf ; 
courses. Tested and developed 
further by plant scientists at the 
government’s experimental farms 
at Bcltsville, Maryland, the grass 
which hears Meyer’s name now is 
being planted by homeowners in all 
parts of the country. 

Meyer zoysia’s asset, s include an 
ability to outgrow erabgrass. It 
thrives in poor soil, resisting dis- 
eases and insects that ruin ordinary 
lawns. Golf greenskeepers call it 
virtually divot-proof, for it quickly 
spreads and fills in any chunks tak- 
en from its thick, springy turf. 

Not that White House gardeners 
expect many divots in their acres 
of manicured lawn — but Meyer 
zoysia now forms a carpet of preen 
beauty around the home of the na- 
tion’s golf-playing President.

AUSTRALIAN SCIENTISTS 
TO ESTABLISH 
FIRST WEATHER STATION 
ON ANTARCTICA 


Ten Australian scientists and 
technicians will sail from Mel- 
bourne in January to set up Aus- 
tralia’s first scientific station on 
the mainland of Antarctica. 

The expedition is expected to 
ljn.se on the coast at a point south- 
west of Western Australia, reports 
the National Geographic Society. 
The advance party will land sup- 
plies, erect buildings, and make a 
limited land survey during the first 
year. 

Detailed weather studies will be- 
pin early in 1955, as will research 
in geology, biology, cosmic rays 
and geophysics. Each expedition 
member will do a 12-month tour of 
duty. The frigid outpost will be 
maintained through 1958. 

Antarctic “Weather Eye** 

The Australian Government be- 
gan its long-range plan to explore 
and develop the neighboring Ant- 
arctic area six years ago, when 
weather stations were established 
at Heard and Macquarie Islunds. 
On these lonely windswept land 
spots meteorologists conduct at 24- 
hour-a-day study of an eight-mile- 
high column of air to classify Ant- 
arctic weather sweeping up into 
the temperate zones. 

Antarctica is known to contain 
huge deposits of coal and other 
valuable minerals — possibly ura- 
nium. Its seas hold tremendous 
food resources in whales, fish, seals, 


i birds and plankton, to which the 
I world might eventually be obliged 
to turn. Flights between South 
America or South Africa and Aus- 
tralia may some day be routed over 
I the Antarctic. 

Australia’s Antarctic territory 
| lies between longitudes 45 degrees 
east and 160 degrees east. The 
I area embraces 2,472,000 square 
| miles and is almost as large as 
j Australia itself. At its nearest 
| point, Antarctica is only 1,500 
miles south of Australia. 

Danish Ship Chartered 

Most of the men in the advance 
party have already served on 
Heard or Macquarie Islunds. They 
will sail to Antarctica in the 1500- 
ton Danish motor vessel, Kistn 
Dan. It has a speed of 12 knots 
when fully loaded, a range of 14,- 
500 miles, and is one of the world’s 
most modern ice ships. 

The Kista Dan is powered by a 
directly reversible six - cylinder 
diesel engine, with propeller and 
rudder protected against ice. It 
will take soundings in uncharted 
coastal waters. 

Strapped to the ship’s decks will 
he two light aircraft. Mounted on 
floats or skis, they will be used for 
reconnaissance flights, flown and 
serviced by Royal Australian Air 
Force personnel. 

Expedition members will be 
equipped with polar ski boots from 
Norway, windproofs of Australian 
design, eiderdown jackets from 
France, and polar tents made in 
Britain. On land they will travel 
in “weasels”, tracked snow vehicles 
manufactured in the United States 
for use in World War II. Dog 
sledges will be hauled by huskies 
bred and trained at Heard Island.

SECOND WINCHESTER MORNING 


Mr. Theodore Wood, Jr., of Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology 
presented a program of American 
Folksongs at the Music Hall on Oc- 
tober 29th for the second Winches- 
ter Morning sponsored by the Win- 
chester Wellesley Club. 

Accompanying himself on the 
guitar, Mr. Wood, whose pleusant 
baritone voice could resound effec- 
tively in a rollicking sea chanty 
or modulate tenderly for a plain- 
tive lovesong, treated an appre- 
ciative audience to a musical saga 
of the American pioneers. Relat- 
ing his songs to their travels, 
he traced their progress from 
the Eastern seaboard to the Pacific 
coust. Commencing with the Pos- 
ton “Come All ’Ye” and some 
typical sea chanties, he sang 
the ballads of the early settlers 
as they moved slowly westward, 
fanning out to the mountains of 
Kentucky, the farmlands of the 
South, and the western prairies. 
Still sung by the mountaineers is 
the old English ballad “Edward”, 
while southern planters recorded 
their problems in the “Boll Weevil 
Song”. Sturdy frontiersmen in 
covered wagons left the Oregon 
Trail as their musical legacy, and 
the cowboys wakened lazy com- 
rades with the “Gittin’ Up Holler”, 
or lulled their cattle with the 
soothing strains of the “Colorado 
Trail”. As an example of one of 
the many railroad songs, Mr. Wood 
sang “John Henry”, which lauds 
the exploits of America’s greatest 
folksong hero. 

For the second half of his pro- 
gram Mr. Wood sang a “Garland of 
Love Songs”, which included the 
familiar “Foggy Foggy Dew” and 
“Frankie and Johnnie”, as well as 
others less well known, such as the 
“Riddle Song”, “Lament for a Lost 
Child” and “Wish I Was Single 
Again”. He concluded with the 
haunting ballad from south of the 
border, “Mi Amor Corazon”. Mr. 
Wood’s program, which was the 
first of its kind to be presented at 
the Mornings was most enthusias- 
tically received. 

The final program of the Win- 
chester Mornings will be on Thurs- 
day, November 12th, when Mr. 
John Ely Burchard, Dean of Hu- 
manities and Social Studies at 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology will speak on Liberal Edu- 
cation. Mr. Burchard received a 
Master’s Degree in civil engineer- 
ing and architecture from M. I. T. 
and has a wide background of ex- 
perience in scientific research. Dur- 
ing World War II he led missions 
to the Caribbean, the Pacific Ocean 
area and Germany for the Office of 
Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment. Author of numerous books 
and pupers, he is widely known as 
a brilliant speaker. « 9

COUNCIL FOUND 
U. N. APPROVAL 

How many Winchester residents 
go along with the principle of the 
United Nations? 25'; ? 60'/< ? 

10 '/r ? 

According to a survey conducted 
during U. N. week by the Winches- 
ter United Nations Council through 
the cooperation of the High school 
and Junior High school, over 80',; 
of the replies approved the prin- 
ciple and purpose of the United 
Nations. These responses were 
from parents of students in both 
schools and from the High School 
students themselves. 

Approval of the U. N. was the 
largest area of agreement disclosed 
hy the poll and the second largest 
was approximately 20'; who were 
disheartened by the conduct of the 
Korean war, whether they approv- 
ed the U. N. or not. Only Vfc of 
1% of the students and 1V6% of 
the parents were totally opposed 
to international cooperation of any 
kind. 1 2 '/<■ of the students and 0'/ 
of the parents approved the United 
Nations but felt that it bad not 
functioned adequately in the Ko- 
rean war. 70' i of the students and 
07',; of the parents were in accord 
with the United Nations principle 
and felt that the U. N. had been of 
use in the Korean war also. In- 
teresting in several ways is the fact 
that 87',; of the students favored 
the U. N. as compared with 81% of 
their parents. 

The quality of response to the 
Council’s questionnaire was sur- 
prising. Many more were returned 
than the Council had expected. A 
large section of those replying had 
generously enlarged on their views, 
pro and con, and these opinions will 
la* of great value to the Council in 
evaluating public feeling about the 
United Nations. The Council is 
also indebted to Mr. Grindle, prin- 
cipal of the High school, and Mr. 
Hickman, principal of the Junior 
High, and to the room teachers for 
their cooperation. 

The Winchester U. N. Council is 
a group of representatives of exist- 
ing organizations in Winchester 
which are interested in building an 
informed public opinion on inter- 
national cooperation. The Council 
is particularly concerned with suit- 
able observance of United Nations 
Day and U. N. Week in Winches- 
ter and is not affiliated with any of 
the various national organizations 
related to the United Nations.

HALLOWEEN 
GENERALLY QUIET HERE 


Police and firefighters character- 
ize Winchester’s Hallowe’en as very 
quiet, and especially not witnessing 
much malicious mischief by com- 
parison with many other commu- 
nities. 

There were individual instances 
of serious mischief, such as throw- 
ing smoke bombs into houses on 
Seneca road and Swan road, and 
throwing one of the bombs through 
the window of a house on Oneida 
road. 

Complaints of stealing and 
breaking ornamental pumpkins at 
a home on Seneca road were made 
to the police, and a house on Church 
street was sputtered with green 
paint, another home on Wildwood 
street being daubed with red paint 
by way of variation.

GAVE PAPER ON ROBERT BURNS

an M. S. and Ph. D. degrees from 
Harvard. He has taught at Fenn 
College in Cleveland, at Worcester 
Academy and at Harvard.

OLD MAP ON DISPLAY 


Realtor Bill Murray of the firm 
of Murray and Gillett has on dis- 
play in his office window on Thomp- 
son street an interesting copy of 
the original plan of the old Boston 
and Lowell Railroad when it was 
laid out through Winchester in 
1836. 

The map once owned by Mr. Mur- 
ray’s grandfather, Martin Murray, 
a veteran of the Civil War, was the 
work of Engineer James F. Bald- 
win and drawn by Henry C. Waters. 
The copy was made in 1893 by H 
P. Yothen. 

Winchester in 1836 was of course 
a part of Woburn and such districts 
as Symmes Corner and Black Horse 
Village were used to designate 
parts of the community. Mystic 
Lakes were called on the map Med- 
ford Ponds and the old Lowell 
Canal route is clearly shown. 

Old timers especially will find 
the map well worth a trip to the 
Murray and Gillett office to see.

Homer Emerson Pendleton, 
known to many in Winchester 
through his long association with 
the Economy Market in the center, 
died early Friday morning, Novem- 
ber 6, at his home, 109 Cambridge 
J street, after a long and painful ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Pendleton was the son of 
Mrs. Susan (Springer) and the 
late Joseph Brooks Pendleton. His 
father, for many years the dean of 
college football officials, was known 
and loved by more college and 
private school football fans than 
any other official in the east. 

Mr. Pendleton, known familiarly 
as “Homer”, was born November 
14, 1911, in New Rochelle, N. Y. 
He came with his family to Win- 
chester the next year and grew up 
in town, attending the Winchester 
schools. For a time he worked in 
the old Hutchinson’s Market, then 
located in the building adjacent to 
the White Building on Main street 
facing the railroad crossing, and 
later he was for 25 years employed 
at the Economy Market, remaining 
there until ill health forced his re- 
tirement in March of 1952. 

His friendliness and willingness 
to serve won him the liking, not 
only of the Economy patrons but of 
bis associates at the market and 
those who knew him around the 
center. This liking grew to a pro- 
found respect and admiration on 
the part of those who knew the 
courageous fight he waged against 
the malady with which he was af- 
flicted and the uncomplaining 
patience with which he endured 
thv suffering he was called upon to 
bear. 

A close follower of sports, Mr. 
Pendleton was a great Bruins and 
Red Sox rooter, being especially 
fond of hockey and a regular at- 
tendant at the games in the Garden 
as long as his health would permit. 
His knowledge of hockey and base- 
ball statistics was surprisingly 
wide and accurate.

GEOkGE r. BARNSTEAD 

George R. Barnstead, for many 
years publisher «»f the Stoneham 
Independent, died Tuesday, No- 
vember 2. His passing removed a 
figure long well known in the local 
weekly newspaper field. 

Born in Watertown in 1873, Mr. 
Barnstead went with his family to 
Stoneham in ’78, his father at 
that time entering the employ of 
the Stoneham Independent, then 
run by Whittier Brothers, from 
whom the late Theodore P. Wilson, 
i father of the present editor and 
i publisher of the Winchester Star, 

1 bought the Star in 1880. Up to 
then the Star had been an offshoot 
of the Independent with a very lim- 
ited circulation in Winchester.

Mr. Barnstead was a veteran of 
the Spanish- American War, return- 
ing from Puerto Rico with the rank 
of captain. He served three terms 
as a Stoneham selectman, was for 
12 years a member of the Stone- 
ham hook and ladder company and 
was a trustee of Lindenwood Cem- 
etery and a director of the Stone- 
ham Cooperative Bank. 

Mr. Barnstead was a widower.

Warrants have been distributed 
and the voters will be asked to en- 
dorse or reject the action of the 
delegates at the recently-held spe- 
cial town meeting, approving the 
overhead plan submitted by the 
Selectmen and authorizing the Se- 
lectmen, or chairman of the Se- 
lectmen, to enter into definite 
agreements with the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts through 
its Department of Public Works, 
or with any other parties in inter- 
! est, which will provide for the eli- 
mination of the crossing in the cen- 
ter and for the construction of a 
traffic bypass around the center. 

The referendum vote will also 
cover the appropriation by the spe- 
cial town meeting of $190,000, to 
be taken from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Account to pay the town’s 
share of the project, this sum to be 
expended for land damages. 

The vote of precinct delegates at 
the town meeting was 143 in favor 
and 23 in opposition. A majority 
vote only is necessary on the refe- 
rendum. 


Most Winchester residents have 
an idea of what the overhead rail- 
road tracks will look like as they 
course through town on their great 
wall of earth and faced stone. The 
general structure of the plan has 
hocn well publicized and more or 
j loss accurate pictures of bridges 
that will carry the rails through 
I the center of the town have been 
j shown. 

What hasn\ been so well pub- 
licized are the temporary tracks, on 
which trains will run while the 
great wall is being built, and since 
these tracks will be in use for about 
two years the Star has felt that 
their location and ramifications are, i 
or should be, of interest. 

Consequently your Star reporter 
visited the Engineer’s office at the 
town hall this week nnd with the 
valuable, nay absolutely essential, 
assistance of former Mayor Nichol- 
as H. Fitzgerald, one of the better 
informed tub-thumpers for the 
overhead plan, attempted to trace 
the progress of the temporary 
roadbed through town. 

As shown on the scale map of 
the overall plan the temporary 
tracks switch from the main line at 
a point about 2,000 feet below Ba- ‘ 
eon street and parallel the regular 
tracks northward, crossing the 
Aberjona on a trestle about 50 feet 
westerly (toward the Parkway) 
from the present tracks as they 
cross the river over the culvert 
just below Wedgemere Station. 
There will be at this point about 
35 feet between the main and tem- 
porary tracks. 

Continuing, the temporary tracks 
pass through the location of the 
westerly wall of the present Wedge- 
mere station with the inbound, or 
most westerly of the temporary , 
tracks about 13 feet from the west- 
erly wall of the station as it now 
stands. The station will of course , 
have to be relocated to the west- 
ward while the temporary tracks 
are in use. 

The temporary tracks as they 
head for Winchester Station are 
located inside the granite wall of 
the old Ginn Estate ofT Bacon 
street, now owned by William C. 
Cusack, being about 35 feet inside 
the wall at a point about opposite 
the former Ginn stable and 18 feet 
from the easterly side of the rail- 
road wall at the Powers property. 
The railroad wall which continues 
from the Ginn wall sets in about 
20 feet from the higher wall of the 
former Ginn property. j

WINCHESTER, 28; BELMONT, 7 

Displaying an overwhelming of- 
fensive superiorly and a tight de- 
fense, Winchester easily defeated 
Belmont High School, 28 to 13, at 
Manchester Field in a postponed 
game, Monday, November 9th. 
With the exception of a startling 
80 yard runlmck of a kickoff from 
his own 2u yard lint* by Wilkins <>f 
Belmont, after fumbling the ball, 
Belmont was able to make little 
headway against the rugged for- 
ward line presented by the Red and 
Black team. Incidentally, Wilkin’s 
long run was mude against the 
Seconds, who got mixed up on their 
defensive work and lost sight of the 
ball until it was too late to stop 
the speedy Belmont carrier. 

Rome indication of thu one-sided- 
ness of the game may be indicated 
by the fact that Winchester made 
eleven first downs to Belmon’t 4; 
gained 193 yards on the ground to 
Belmont’s 51; put the ball in play 
from scrimmage 61 times to Bel- 
mont’s 39, and put together four 
different sustained drives for touch- 
downs of 62 yards, 42 yards, 65 
yards and 33 yards respectively, 
with one 17 yard pass sandwiched 
into the 65 yard drive. 

Neither team resorted to the air 
as often ns one might have expect- 
ed from the score. Winchester com- 
pleted one for 17 yards and one for 
five yards and a touchdown. Bel- 
mont completed one pass for 14 
yards and missed on two other tries. 
Winchester failed to complete four 
passes. 

Belmont’s first score came as the 
direct result of a blocked punt 
which was picked up by Bob Butler 
and carried to the Winchester six 
inch line. On the next play Belmont 
scored. The other score came, as 
previously stated on a runbuck of 
80 yards against the seconds. 

Winchester’s offensive play in 
the 1st half was dominated by Big 
Mike Murphy, who lugged the ball 
for 61 yards on 9 plays, besides 
running back a kickoff for 23 yards. 
Murph was bitting the line with 
power. His work in backing up the 
line was better than anything he 
lias shown before. 

The Seconds played all but a few 
minutes of the entire second half 
and gave a good account of them- 
selves. outside of the one slip-up 
when Belmont scored on a kick-off. 
Ross, at quarterback, bandied the 
team well and tossed a short pass 
over the line to Nelson for a score 
from the five yard line. 

Bob Haggerty played a rugged 
game at his halfback position, but 
was removed from the game with 
a nose injury after being stopped 
on a bard drive over left guard for 
a first down. 

Again as in the Reading game, 
Joe Bellino’s favorite pitchout-end- 


i un-plnv was stopped by lack of 
good blocking nnd by evident scout- 
ing of the play by the Relnmnt 
scouts. In the Belmont stands ono 
could hear cries of “Stop Bcllino!” 
whenever Winchester bad the ball. 
And they stopped Joe, but not until 
be bad fought for every inch he 
could get. 

And once again the replacements! 
had a chance to get some real ox - j 
perienee. That will will mean a lot j 
when Winchester meets Wnkefield i 
tomorrow. Wakefield’s game was 
canceled, and no one can say 
whether they will profit or lose by 
not playing for two weeks. But 
don’t sell Winchester short on that 
game at Wakefield.

Bel- 
mont’s band did a fine job between 
the halves and Winchester’s 
| Tumblers delighted the crowd with 
their clever performance.

The Star opposes the abolition 
of Winchester’s grade crossing by 
raising the tracks through town. 
This will hardly in* news to those 
who have been reading the paper 
for any length of time. We have 
always opposed raising the tracks 
and even the great weight of official 
opinion in favor hasn’t caused us 
to change our mind. We have not, 
however, had much to say about the 
matter recently, feeling that after 
the action of the 1952 and ’53 town 
meetings, and the referendum 
which followed the vote of the 
meeting last April, no good purpose 
would be served by continuing to 
harp upon the subject as it stood 
then. We would have been content 
to let matters take their course 
now, leaving the arguments pro and 
con to those in favor of the great 
wall through Winchester and its 
opponents, hut the argument now- 
being advanced .by the overhead 
crossing proponents that those op- 
posing the project by means of a 
referendum are departing from the 
democratic processes of good gov- 
ernment prompts us to make one 
more observation. From the time 
the arguments for abolishing the 
grade crossing began to crystalize 
into the proposal to raise the tracks 
to this end the chairmen of Select- 
men have assured those opposed to 
the plan that a meeting would have 
to he called for the purpose of hav- 
ing the town appropriate money for 
land damages before a final vote 
on the matter could be taken. At 
a meeting in March of 1952 Mr. 
Freeman asked whether a meeting 
had to be held to appropriate money 
for damages before work could 
commence on the overhead tracks, 
and Mr. Lyman, then chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, said that 
such a meeting would have to he 
held and the town would have an- 
other chance to decide upon the 
i»lan when the necessary funds for 
damages came up for consideration. 
These words stressed are impor- 
tant. At an adjourned session of 
the March town meeting of 1952 an 
article came up for consideration by 
the precinct members to establish a 
committee of three favorable to an 
alternate plan for the abolition of 
the grade crossing with power to 
expend part of the unexpended 
balance of a grade crossing appro- 
priation made in 1944 for study 
and technical advice to prepare an 
alternate plan of abolition and 
present it to the town at the earli- 
est possible date. Mrs. Woodside, 
one of those who inserted the ar- 
ticle in the warrant, consented to 
its being indefinitely postponed, but 
before this was done she was satis- 
fied by Mr. Greer, then chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, that the 
Selectmen would call a meeting at 
which final plans for the overhead 
with costs, and the cost of land 
takings would be submitteed for 
approval by the voters. Again the 
stressed words are important. 
Subsequently a referendum was 
held on the vote of t lie 1953 town 
meeting authorizing the Select- 
men to cooperate with state and 
county officials to bring about the 
abolition of the grade crossing by 
raising the tracks. The referen- 
dum supported the town meeting 
members by a decisive margin, hut 
it should he remembered that at 
the time there was no definite 
plan for acceptance nor cost avail- 
able, either for the entire plan or 
land damages. As a matter of fact 
at the 1952 meeting Mr. Lyman 
stated that the cost for land dam- 
ages, if the temporary tracks went 
to the east of the present road-lied, 
would be about $63,365.00. But 
this is beside the point. What is 
important is that until the recently 
held special town meeting oppo- 
nents of the overhead plan for abo- 
lition of the grade crossing had no 
finished plan presented for their I 
approval, nor definite cost given 
them for land damages or for tin* 
entire plun, which hud in the in- ' 
terim been altered to include a div , 
ersionnry highway, one of the 


! things for which opponents of the 
overhead plan of abolition have al- 
ways stood. So it would seem to 
the Star, at least, that nt the spe- 
cial town meeting for the first time, 
h specific plan of abolition nnd 
definite (we hope) costs were pre- 
sented, as promised by Mr. Ly- 
nmn and Mr. Greer in their capa- 
cities as chairmen of their Boards 
of Selectmen. The meeting was 
called for but one purpose, to con- 
sider definite* commitment to the 
overhead plan and to appropriate 
money for land damages. The dele- 
gates voted by an overwhelming 
majority of those present nnd vot- 
ing to authorize the Selectmen to 
m a k e definite agreements to 
abolish the crossing by raising the 
tracks and to appropriate the $190,- 
000 necessary for land damages. 

| Those who drew* up our limited 
form of town meeting wrote into 
it the referendum clause as a 
check against important questions 
being decided by too small a num- 
ber of the town’s voters. There- 
for we see nothing undemocratic 
in those dissatisfied with a vote of 
town meeting members invoking a 
referendum to make sure that the 
town as a whole agrees or dis- 
agrees. That is what has been 
done in this instance. We can see 
no flouting of the democratic pro- 
cesses in so doing. Perhaps we do 
not understand democracy at work! 
That could he, hut if we do, we feel 
strongly that the opponents of the 
overhead had, on the assurance of 
two Chairmen of Selectmen, the 
right to believe that the recently 
held special town meeting was call- 
ed to |fre sent for their approval 
final plans for the overhead and 
cost to the town. No one can deny 
that this special meeting is the first 
at which such costs have been pre- 
sented and more or less finished 
plans have been shown. Opponents 
of the plun do not feel that the vote 
of the precinct members is repre- 
sentative of the feeling of the en- 
tire town. They have consequently 
invoked a referendum as provided 
by our town meeting bylaw. The 
Star is glad that they have. It 
hopes that every one, eligible to 
vote and able- to do so, will cast his 
ballot on this important question 
which will affect the town material- 
ly for all time. So far nothing like 
a majority of the tow*n’s electorate 
has voted on the overhead tracks 
proposal. Let us have the thing 
really decided beyond argument this 
[ time! 


WINCHESTER TUBERCULOSIS 
COMMITTEE MEETING 

A review of thr activities for 
tuberculosis control being conduct- 
ed in Winchester through the Win- 
chester Tuberculosis Committee nnd 
an announcement of the coming 
1953 Christmas Seal Sale were 
presented by Mrs. Harlow Russell, 
chairman of the committee nt its 
recent meeting on October 23. 
Member* of the committee also in- 
clude Mrs. Franklin J. Lane, Treas- 
urer; Mrs. Richard J. Clark, Mrs. 
John I. Donovan, Mrs. Philip C. 
Efromson, Mrs. R. Darrell Harvey, 
Mrs. Henry Moffotte, Mrs. Sanford 
H. Moses, Jr., past chairman; and 
Mrs. William Spaulding. Among 
the programs being carried on in 
Winchester which Mrs. Russell re- 
viewed were chest X-rays for em- 
ployees in industries in town. As 
part of this current program for in- 
dustries, 600 X-rays were taken at 
the Boggs & Cobh Company when 
an X-ray van recently visited the 
company. 

Mrs. Russell also explained the 
scholarship funds which are avail- 
able for nurses as another part of 
the activities sponsored by the com- 
mittee. Through Mrs. Russell’s 
committee, a program is being con- 
ducted to provide scholarships for 
courses which will help school and 
public health nurses in their jobs. 

Mrs. Russell also announced nt 
the meeting that the 1953 Christ- 
mast Seal Sale will open on No- 
vember 16 with the mailing of 
Christmas Seals to all residents of 
Winchester. Through the Win- 
chester Tuberculosis Committee the 
Seals will be mailed to local resi- 
dents as part of the yearly distribu- 
tion of Christmas Seals by tubercu- 
losis associations throughout the 
country. 

In announcing the opening of this 
year’s Christmas seal sale, Mrs. 
Russell said, “If anyone does not re- 
ceive Christmas Seals in their mail 
during the week of November 16, 
they can get a supply at Ruth Por- 
ter’s Real Estate office at 33 
Thompson street.

TEMPORARY TRACKS LOCATED 


(C’ontirned from Page It 

As it heads for Winchester Sta- 
tion the temporary tracks cut 
through the properties of the Fitz- 
gerald Brothers, Powers, McCart- 
ney, McGrath, Roberts, Hurley, 
Harrington, Grant, Powell, Burns 
and Marchant, the encroachment 
decreasing from 18 feet at the 
Powers property to 8 feet at the 
middle of the Marchant land 

Reaching the signal control build- 
ing to the south of the \\ inchester 
Station the temporary tracks pass 
to the east, or in front of the build- 
ing by some three feet at the nar- 
rowest point, passing through the 
present parking lot adjacent to the 
present inbound tracks nt tin sta- 
tion and light through the middle 
of the present Station building 
which will be temporarily moved 
back to occupy a part of the present 
parking lot behind the station. 

From the station the temporary 
tracks continue through the easter- 
i ly side of Common street toward 
the square, approximately 30 foot 
from the present inbound roadbed 
with a distance of from 20 to 25 
feet between the temporary in- 
bound, or westerly tracks, and the 
curb along the easterly side of the 
Common. The trees located on the 
common will not be disturbed by 
the location of the temporary 
tracks, but some seven or so trees 
on railroad property along the 
present tracks will have to he re- 
moved. 

At the junction of Common and 
Church streets in the center the 
temporary tracks will he 31 feet 
from the present inbound tracks 
and 15 feet from the present grano- 
lithic apron at the tip of the Com- 
mon where Church and Common 
streets meet. The removal of this 
apron, which seems likely, will in- 
crease this space to 27 feet and one 
way traffic to the station should he 
possible along Common street west 
of the temporary tracks. 

Through the center the tempor- 
ary tracks go to the west of the 
gate control and traffic tower, the 
outbound track being two feet 
from the tower at the nearest point. 
At the Shell Gas Station the tem- 
porary track cut through the 
present yard to a depth of 3fi feet 
and take 17 feet from the building. 
At the First National store the 
tracks go through the southeasterly 
part of the building to a depth of 
33 feet and at the parking lot the 
taking tapers from 33 feet to zero 
along a distance of 100 feet. There 
are practically no other takings at 
that point. 

The temporary tracks cross the 
Woburn loop at the rear of the First 
National Parking area and proceed 
northerly beside the present tracks 
approximately 29 feet from the 
present inbound rails. For the most 
part the temporary roadbed goes 
through Town of Winchester Park- 
land. At the culvert on Shore road 
the temporary tracks are located 
32 feet west of the culvert and will 
pass over the Aberjona at that 
point on a trestle. 

Continuing northerly the tem- 
porary tracks go past the freight 
yard off Summer street, using the 
existing siding tracks with a 
switchover at about the location of 
the one in use there. 

At Swanton street where the 
road is to be depressed, as Bacon 
street is to he lowered, the tem- 
oorary tracks will he eight feet 
from the present tracks and there 
are shown on the map tracks al- 
ready substantially in this location. 
From this point the temporary 
tracks veer toward the present 
tracks until they meet about 1,400 
feet north of Swanton street. 

No land takings are necessary 
at Bacon street, and there as at 
Swanton street the depressed road 
will be in the same location as the 
present road. 


At the Swanton street depression 
an access road is necessary for 
abuttors to the north of the road 
east of the tracks. For this pur- 
pose a trip of land 15 feet wide 
must be taken for a distance of 340 
feet from property owned by Stra- 
nieri, Marehesi. Maffio, Vozzella, 
I.uongo and McCarthy. On the 
southerly side of the road a retain- 
ing wall must be built below ground 
level to a width of two feet. Little, 
if any taking will be necessary in 
this location but Spruce street will 
become a dead-end street at Swan- 
ton street. 

To the west of the underpass 
there must be access highways on 
both sides of the street, takings on 
the southerly side varying in depth 
from 13 to 1 1 feet, and coming from 
land of Penta, Michienzi and Lynch. 
Takings on the northerly side vary 
from 8 to 10 feet and come from 
land of Mole, Bordinaro, Violante, 
Fitzgerald Fuel Company and the 
Aberjona Civic Association. An 
access roadway to the dump will go 
from Swanton street between the 
Fuel Company nnd Civic Associa- 
tion land. 

The map which the Star reporter 
looked at did not show the location 
of any temporary tracks beside 
those of the present Woburn loop, 
hut if there : . re to he temporary 
tracks there, ♦here would he little 
if any land taking. 

Other items of interest in con- 
nection with the overhead scheme 
is the construction of a traffic cir- 
cle in the center, 100 feet at its 
widest part from east to west and 
130 feet at the widest part from 
north to south. Westerly from the 
circle to the new sidewalk at Mc- 
Cormack’s Pharmacy will he 34 
feet, and five feet will he taken 
from the width of the present side- 
walk at McCormack’s, this taking 
widening to a depth of ten feet at 
Park street in front of the Hillside 
Paint and Wallpaper Company. 

At the Winchester Drug Com- 
pany corner a triangular piece is 
taken about 10 by 10 feet, including 
both the sidewalk and a part of the 
existing building. With the taking 
the roadway from the circle to the 
Winchester Drug sidewalk will he 
36 feet, and from the circle to the 
sidewalk at Lyceum Building in 
front of the Foley Office it will he 
33 feet. The sidewalk at Hevey’s 
corner will be 65 feet from the cir- 
cle. 

The new overhead tracks through 
the center will be about the same 
width as they are now. The stone 
wall of the overhead commences 
about 120 feet below the present 
Winchester Station and extends 
through the center to a point some 
300 feet north of the present cross- 
ing, or so it appears from the map. 
Beyond the extremities of the wall 
the tracks will he supported by fill. 

The street under the tracks at 1 
Winchester Station joining Com- 
mon street with Waterficld road 
will be 40 feet wide with a span of 
54 feet above the road to cover 
sidewalks. Chairman Greer of the 
Selectmen expects that this street 
will be of great value while the 
heaviest of the work is being done 
in the center, and points out that 
although the entire project will 
take some two years to complete, 
the area will not he torn up over 
its entire length during all of that 
time, it being the plan to proceed 
gradually with as little disruption 
to business and traffic as possible. 

With the tracks raised at Wedge- 
mere Station there will have to be 
retaining walls on both sides of 
Bacon street as it will be depressed, 
hut no access roads are needed 
there, though there will he an un- 
derpass for pedestrians at the sta- 
tion.

MONTICEI LO DUE 
FOR RENOVATION 

Historic Monticello, crammed by 
builder Thomas Jefferson with in- 
genious devices for comfort and 
convenience, will soon be fitted with 
two modern facilities air con- 
ditioning and central heating. 

The 180-year-old showplace is to 
be renovated from roof to cellar 
this fall. Basement rooms, includ- 
ing Jefferson’s renowned wine and 
beer cellars, will be restored for 
the first time. Work will be direct- 
ed by the Thomas Jefferson Memo- 
rial Foundation, which bought 
Monticello in 1023 and maintains it 
as a national shrine, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. 

Sky-top Home 

Last year 200,000 visitors toured 
the house that was Jefferson’s home 
from 1770 until bis death in 1826. 
Located on a leveled mountain top, 
it looks down on Charlottesville, 
home of the University of Virginia 
which Jefferson founded, and the 
distant Blue Ridge Mountains. 

Jefferson spent 30 years build- 
ing, changing, adding to, and sub- 
tracting from stately Monticello, 
which means “little mountain’’ in 
Italian. His designs, derived from 
those of the Italian architect An- 
drea Palladio, helped introduce 
Roman classical architecture to 
America. 

Built of native red brick and tim- 
bers hewed on the property, Monti- 
cello boasts Roman-Doric porticos 
on both west and east fronts — one 
for receiving public figures and the 
other for family friends and guests. 
Three presidents — John Adams, 
James Madison and James Monroe 
— were among the mansion’s fre- 
quent house guests. 

Monticello has three stories and 
basement with a total of 35 rooms. 
Kitchens, servant quarters, stables, 
dairy and other utility rooms are in 
extensive basement wings, partial- 
ly buried under terraces and 
promenades which make them al- 
most invisible from both fronts. 

Many Innovations 

In the mansion’s 13 bedrooms 
there is not a single bedstead; al- 
coves provided with wall hooks for 
mattress supports of rope were de- 
vised by Jefferson. His own bed 
was in an alcove between study and 
bedroom. It was so rigged that it 
could he raised to the ceiling hy 
day, permitting him to walk be- 
tween the two rooms. 

Other Jeffersonian “gadgets” in- 
clude hidden stairways; folding 
glass doors that move in unison 
when only one is touched; dumb- 
waiters concealed in the dining 
room mantelpiece for direct two- 
way traffic with the wine cellar; an 
interior weather vane connected 
with one on the roof-top; and a 
clock than can be lead from inside 
or outside the house and marks the 
days of the week as well as the 
hour. 

Monticello also contains what are 
said to he the first storm windows 
ever used in America, and the 
countrys’ first parquet floors — 
lustrous 10-inch squares of rose- 
wood, satimvood, walnut and 
cherry. The library held almost 
10,000 volumes in 1814. Sold to 
Congress, it was the foundation of 
the present Library of Congress.

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WINCHESTER GRADE CROSSING 

the argi mknts answered 


Editor of the Stnr: 

The m Kuments against the plan 
for the abolition of the grade 
crossing R seems to me me based j 
solely on criticism and objection. | 
The opponents offer nothing con- , 
structivc; they have no different 
or better plan. The chief reasons 
which they give for voting against 
the plan now before us are stated 
below. 

First: The opponents say that 

there will be great inconvenience 
and disturbance during the period 
of construction, and that hardship 
will fall on numerous citizens 
whose property will he affected. 

It is comon knowledge that this 
happens hi most instances when an 
important public improvement is 
made. If similar arguments had 
prevailed in the past our sewer 
and water systems and many of 
our public school buildings would 
never have been constructed. It is 
of course unfortunate that changes 
must be made at Swanton street 
which will be detrimental to some 
of the residents there, but many 
of them will benefit by a wider and 
safer street. And it should be borne 
in mind that all those whose prop- 
erty is injured will he entitled un- 
der the law to just compensation. 

Second: The opponents say that 

schools should come first; that this 
appropriation may jeopardize our 
school building program. 

School building projects, to my 
own knowledge, have been on the 
agenda in Winchester ever since 
1918. Such projects involving large 
expenditures have been included on 
the Six-Year Program of Public 
Work: in every year since the pro- 
gram was first set up in 1939. In 
this town, whose population is 
bound to grow, we shall continually 
he fa ' -d with school building pro- 
jects. To await the day when no 
such expenditures are in prospect 
mean postponing the grade cross- 
ing abolition for all the forsee- 
able future — a prospect seriously 
prejudi* ial to the proper develop- 
ment «>f the center and wise plan- 
ing for the future of Winchester, 
a prospect discouraging to all for- 
ward looking citizens. 

Our financial house is now in or- 
der, thanks to the foresight of 
boards of selectmen, finance com- 
mittee .and planning boards. Now 
is the time to dispose of the grade 
crossing matter for all time, when 
we can do so at a relatively small 
cost which we are assured will not 
impair our ability to finance the 
school building projects immediate- 
ly in prospect. 

Third: The opponents say — 

"Let’s build that by-pass first and 
see if that won’t solve the prob- 
lem/’ 

The proposed by-pass under the 
complete abolition plan now pre- 
sented will cross the Skillings lot 
and intersect Main street at grade 
at a point near Blind Bridge street, 
passing underneath the main line 
and the Woburn branch of the ele- 
vated railroad. If it is not built ns 
a part of the abolition plan, of 
course it must cross the rail- 
road tracks either by means of 
bridges above the tracks or at 
grade. If by means of bridges, get- 
ting down to the present grade of 
Main street would require the con- 
struction of a bridge over Main 
street and a traffic circle on the 
west side of the street, with ap- 
proaches, and several expensive 
land takings would be necessary. 

If the by-pass were built at 
grade over the tracks, we would 
then have two more grade cross- 
ings on our hands, one at the high- 
way crossing over the main line of 
the railroad, and another at the 
crossing over the Woburn branch. 
These two additional grade cross- 
ings would compound the present 
nuisance and danger. Such a plan 
is unthinkable. And indeed it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that the State De- 
partment of Public Utilities and 
the County Commissioner would 
permit it. 

Moreover, if ihe town wishes to 
construct the by-pass independent- 
ly of the grade crossing abolition, 
the cost to us would be many times 
the $190,000 which we are now ask- 
ed to contribute toward the com- 
plete project, 
plete abolition project. 

Fourth: The opponents say that 
the plan is too expensive, and that 
the state is not justified in spend- 
ing so much money for a local pro- 
ject. 

A strange argument indeed. This 
improvement is not for Winchester 
alone; it is for the benefit of all 
the traveling public. This principle 
has been recognized ever since 
1890, when the first general statute 
of the Commonwealth providing 
for the abolition of grade crossings 
was enacted. Throughout the years 
public funds have always been used 
in part to defray the cost; and the 
contribution of the local munici- 
pality hus been relatively small, ne- 
ver more than ten per cent. 

It has been stated by the oppo- 
sition that Winchester is able to 
finance its own public improve- 
ments and should refuse to accept 
a "handout." But the taxpayers of 
Winchester have paid and will con- 
tinue to pay their part of the taxes 
for similar improvements, not only 
in Metropolitan Boston, but 
throughout the state. In plain jus- 
tice we are entitled to an allocation 
of funds for a long overdue aboli- : 
tion of a grade crossing which is 
conceded by state authorities to be, 
if not the most dangerous and ob- 
jectionable in the state, then next 
to it. 

Fifth: The opponents say that 

former plans should be revived and 
that more time is needed to reach 
a satisfactory solution. 

A revival of old plans will ac- 
complish nothing. During the last 
•17 years every conceivable plan 
has been studied. A tunnel for the 
railroad underneath the center, 
which to laymen would seem an at- 
tractive solution but which, inci- 
dentally, would require longer 
ramps or stairways, has been re- 
jected as not feasible by every 
qualified engineer who has studied 
it. The only practicable schemes 
of abolition in the opinion of Col- 
onel Moore, the town’s own engin- 
eering consultant, whose wide ex- 
perience and national reputation 
give weight to his judgment, and 
in the opinion of the state engin- 
eers, arc three in number: (1) an 


overhead bridge for a new highway 
north of the crossing, (a modified 
Kellaway plan),' (2> an overhead 
bridge for a new highway south 
of the crossing (a modified Yinal 
plan) and (3) an elevation of the 
railroad as now proposed. 

All three plans have been fully 
explained and publicized to the 
voters and citizens at public hear- 
ings, at town meetings, in the town 
reports and the Star. The first two 
have been rejected repeatedly. But 
for the benefit primarily of the 
newer voters a brief explanation 
may be in order. 

The scheme involving an over- 
head bridge to be built about 400 
feet north of the crossing would 
include a new highway across the 
Skillings lot and to Main street, 
but p; <\ ent-day state and federal 
construction standards would make 
necessary a traffic circle with ap- 
proaches in the vicinity of Elm- 
wood uvenue, Vine street and 
Wedge I’ond road, requiring about 
20 tukings of property, including 
the whole or parts of some 16 
buildings, most of which are resi- 
dences, and about half of the front 
lawn of the Congregational Church. 
It would result in injury to prop- 
erty owners of staggering propor- 
tions. It would involge the com- 
plete blocking off and closing of the 
present grude crossing. It would 
result in irreparable injury to the 
business center and great incon- 
venience to local inhabitants by 
reason of the long and circuitous 
routes necessary to pass from one 
side of the center to the other. 

The scheme involving an over- 
head bridge south of the crossing 
contemplates a bridge a few feet 
south of the Winchester railroad 
station. This plan also would re- 
quire the blocking ofT of the exist- 
ing crossing. It would make neces- 
ary the demolition of several busi- 
ness blocks and houses on Church 
street and Main street, a large traf- 
fic circle at Church street, and the 
construction of a new highway be- 
tween those two streets. The high- 
way would cross Manchester Field, 
the new athletic field, and the jun- 
ior high school athletic field, with 
embankments and approaches uti- 
lizing a large part of those areas. 
A less elaborate plan involving a 
bridge south of the center pro- 
posed in 191G was judicially con- 
sidered and rejected by the State 
Public Service Commission because 
it was so inconvenient and did not 
provide an adequate substitute for 
existing facilities. 

Sixth: The opponents say that 

the elevation of the railroad will 
"divide” the town and set up a 
wall between the east and west. 

Existing conditions, with the 
crossing blocked much of the time 
and no other means of passing, ex- 
cept at Bacon street or Swanton 
street, no matter what the emer- 
gency may be, constitute a division 
and a barrier far more real and 
more serious than an embankment 
with underpasses which will permit 
unobstructed passage at all times, 
not only at the present site of the 
crossing, but for good measure at 
a new and additional crossing place 
at Common street and Waterfield 
road. 

The oponents also paint a pic- 
ture of unsightly bridges and walls. 
The present grade crossing with its 
multiple gates, gate stands and 
control tower are not things of 
beauty; but we are assured, if such 
assurance in these days is neces- 
sary, that in the new construction 
attention will be paid to aesthetic 
features. The attractive appearance 
of bridges and walls separating 
grades under present construction 
practices of the state gives us no 
cause to fear that we shall see here 
the unsightly structures built when 
grade crossings were abolished a 
generation ago. 

It is reassuring to know that our 
abolition plan will be carried out by 
the State Dept, of Public Works 
under the direction of our esteemed 
fellow - townsman, Commissioner 
Volpe, who recommends the plan, 
who has the welfare of his commu- 
nity as well as the state at heart 
and whose sound judgment we all 
have reason to respect. 

Those who would reject this plan 
are arguing in effect for a continu- 
ance of existing conditions. It is 
difficult to believe that any fully- 
informed citizen would vote to per- 
petuate this well-nigh intolerable 
grade crossing, the abolition of 
which has been so long sought and 
is so plainly required in the inter- 
ests of the public convenience and 
the public safety. 

A "Yes” vote at the referendum 
next Friday, the 20th, will be a 
vote for the everlasting benefit of 
the town. The result of the voting 
should leave no doubt that this is 
the plan which Winchester wants 
and that Winchester wants it now.

HAS CHANGED HIS MIND 


Editor of the Star: 

Two or so years ago I was one of 
a group who signed nn appeal to 
the voters in favor of raising the 
tracks. Since then I have changed 
my mind. 1 had intended to say so 
at the special town meeting, but I 
understand I am not the only per- 
son who refrained from doing so 
because of the personal attacks and 
innuendos launched at the pro- 
ponents of the plan. 

The men who for many years 
have served our town and our Com- 
monwealth, and are in favor of this 
plan, are of the highest integrity 
and have unselfishly given their 
time and ability in public service 
without hope or thought of gain or 
reward. Present difference of 
opinion does not lessen my regard 
for them or my confidence in them. 

The controversy should he based 
on facts not personalities. 

Recently, looking at the hideous 
overhead structure in Lynn made 
me realize that, of necessity ours 
could not be much better. If there 
were no alternative we should ac- 
cept it, even with reluctance. But 
it is my opinion that raising the 
tracks should he only the last re- 
sort if there were no other method. 
Once raised they are there forever. 
They will not he changed or taken 
down until the railroad goes out of 
business. Overpasses or under- 
passes can be changed or modified 
at any time. Highways can he laid 
out and relocated at any time but 
the raised tracks would be irre- 
vocable. 

The problem of abolishing the 
crossing involves not only public 
safety but the flow of traffic. Traf- 
fic through our town has increased 
tremendously in the past twenty 
years. Our streets were not built 
to carry the volume. In the next 
twenty years there will be further 
increase. I suggest that the over- 
all problem involves not only the 
center of Winchester but its bor- 
ders. We need a highway to the 
east which would carry the traffic 
around us. In the old days there 
was only a trickle on North Wash- 
ington street. Today, with Route 
128 in operation, there is a flood 
poured through Winchester. Like- 
wist* we need a highway to the west, 
which, perhaps, may be provided by 
the completion of Route 3. 

Under the present plan all of the 
present traffic, and all of the in- 
evitable increase, will still travel 
the same narrow streets right 
through the center of our town. It 
is possible that the raising of the 
tracks, plus the overpass, will at- 
tract even more traffic through 
Winchester, in which case, Sym- 
mes corner, Main street, and Wash- 
ington street will be even more 
over-burdened. 

When 1 contemplate that after 
raising the tracks we shall stand 
on Mount Vernon street and see 
railway trains cutting off the bel- 
fry of the First Congregational 
Church, I have come to believe that 
we should do it only as a last re- 
sort without other alternatives.

A CALAMITY THREATENS 


Editor of the Star: 

Since we are to have another 
referendum which, though indirect- 
ly, will determine whether the rail- 
road crossing at the Center shall he 
eliminated by elevating the tracks, 
I beg you to publish the present 
communication as my contribution 
towards the defense of this town 
against the calamity that is threat- 
ening it. 

Before casting his vote every 
citizen should ask himself the three 
following questions: Would the 

construction of the projected wall 
add to the beauty of the town ? 
Would it increase real estate 
values? Would it solve the traffic 
problem? His vote should be de- 
termined by the answers to those 
questions. 

The wall, no matter how clothed 
or disguised by its proponents, 
would deface Winchester from the 
Medford to the Woburn line, by the 
ugliness that is characteristic of 
such walls and by the noise and 
dust caused by the many trains 
that would run on top of it. I can- 
not understand how the citizens of 
Winchester, so many of whom have 
traveled thousands of miles over 
land and sea to admire beauty in 
Europe or America, can be recon- 
ciled with the idea of having their 
home town permanently scarred. 

Moreover, the unattractive sight, 
the louder noise, and larger clouds 
of dust would reduce the value of 
many fine homes for a distance of 
at least half a mile on each side of 
the tracks, and this devaluation 
would eventually result in greatly 
reduced tax revenue for the town. 
And at the Center it is extremely 
unlikely that anybody would be 
rush enough to construct another 
commercial building like Filene’s 
with trains running parallel to 
third story windows. 

Finully, would the projected 
elimination really solve the traffic 
problem? No doubt truck drivers 
traveling between Woburn and 
Medford would save as much as 
five minutes of their time, and the 
Winchester shoppers who refuse to 
use either Palmer or Bacon street 
would have fewer occasions to he 
impatient. But the problem would 
still be with us, whether the traffic 
continued on Main street or should 
be detoured to Washington street. 

We are told that it would cost 
six million dollars to build the wall 
and put the tracks on top. The 
state would pay the six million, but 
exactly what benefits would Win- 
chester derive from this expense? 
More and heavier through traffic, 
more dust and noise, greater 
danger to the lives of our school 
children, more insomnia for the 
adults, more ugliness to feed our 
eyes upon, and less revenue for the 
town treasury. Not only do I think 
it would be folly to spend six mil- 
lion dollars for such a wall, but I 
fear that later the town would want 
to spend another six million to have 
it removed. If our officials can’t 
think of a better plan, let them 
leave the center as it is.

SCHOOLS PRIMARY PROBLEM 


Editor of the Star: 

A resident and a taxpayer in 
Winchester for nearly eleven years, 
I am somewhat discouraged by the 
grade crossing controversy and by 
what in my opinion appears to be 
a lack of clear thinking on the 
subject. Admittedly, my large fam- 
ily and my experience of nearly 
twenty years in engineering acti- 
vity affect the views that I express. 

Winchester is without question 
one of the most desirable commu- 
nities in which to live and to bring 
up a family, large or small. Yet, 
we must all accept the fact that the 
physical plant provided for our jun- 
ior and senior high school students 
is not adequate. This is our pri- 
mary responsibility and should be 
fully discharged before any other 
program is activated. All Winches- 
ter parents, I am certain, are 
thankful that plans are well under 
way to correct the shortcomings of 
the school plant. 

I am not certain that the elimi- 
nation of the grade crossing is as 
important as many appear to claim. 
It is not my purpose to discuss the 
merits or demerits of the many 
plans suggested. The point I wish 
to make is that our town has a 
greater need for additional school 
facilities than for the grade cross- 
ing elimination. It is doubtful that 
we can afford both. 

It is well to remember that 
whether the federal government, 
the state, the town or the B. & 
M. provides the working capital is 
of no real significance. It ultimate- 
ly comes from the residents of 
Winchester in higher taxes or in- 
creased comutation fares. 

Construction estimates for pro- 
jects such as the grade crossing 
are difficult to prepare and few 
engineering projects of this nature 
can be fully completed under cur- 
rent conditions without exceeding 
the estimated amounts. 

It appears thut a clear cut an- 
swer is needed as to why we should 
become involved in such an expen- 
I sive undertaking at the same time 
that the more pressing problem of 
improved school facilities must be 
solved. The elimination of railroad 


time for both vehicles and pedes 
trians under the tracks from Com 
mon street to Waterfield Road. 

The question of cost has bother- 
ed many. State funds earmarked 
for this project will come from 
money already appropriated by the 
highway bond issue of 1952 and 
will be financed by revenues from 
the gasoline tax. No burden from 
the state’s share will fall on real 
estate. 

The excess and deficiency fund 
from which $190,000 was transfer- 
red as tiie entire cost of the town’s 
share in the project is money which 
the town has saved for capital im- 
provements such as this. It is avail- 
able and will entail no future tax- 
es. It is in existence to meet just 
such contingencies as the crossing 
project. It is not earmarked for any 
one project nor for any one depart- 
ment. This appropriation will not 
wipe out the fund, which now 
stands in excess of a half million 
dollars and it need not affect our 
school program. 

Acceptance of this project now 
will end the long period of indeci- 
sion. The money is available now 
from appropriations already made,, 
and if we in Winchester do not ap- 
prove tli is plan the state’s money 
will be spent for a similar project 
in some other comunity. 

If we do not accept this project 
now, it will be extremely difficult 
to convince any state body in the 
future that Winchester will ever 
agree on a crossing elimination or 
a traffic by-pass. 

We urge all voters to VOTE 
"YES” on November 20.

A STAGGERING LOAD 
CONFRONTS US 


Editor of the Star: 

At the last Town Meeting I gave 
the following reasons in support 
of my stand in opposition to the 
present plan for the elimination of 
the grade crossing: 

( 1 ) The damage to homes and 
consequent depreciation in proper- 1 
ty values in the Rangeley section 
of our town. 

(2) The plain fnct that several 
homes on Swanton and Spruce 
streets will he so ruinously affected 
by the present plan: 

(a) Spruce street under the 
plan will for two years or more 
have temporary tracks placed 
close to the back doors of the 
houses. Replacing these tracks 
the overhead structure will 
rise, its sides composed of 
cinders and fill. This structure 
will be n detriment to health, 
to safety, and to property 
valuation. Spruce street at its 
junction with Swanton will be- 
come dead-end as it meets a 
wall 12 feet in height. 

(b) Swanton street will be, 
from Cedar to Holland streets, 
a depressed roadway, its sides 
supported by thick, high re- 
taining walls. The several 
houses in this affected area will 
be down behind the retaining 
walls, some at a depth of 18 to 
20 feet. The front yards of 
these homes will be taken to 
form part of narrow 15-foot 
service roads by which the 
people will get necessary 
deliveries. 

I deeply resent the fact that the 
citizens in charge of promoting the 
overhead and depressed road 
structure had no meeting with these 
people before the voting on this 
matter at the* two Town Meetings 
and one previous referendum to 
show t hem just what they could 
expect in the event of the passage 
of this plan. 

(c) I sympathize with our 
merchants in the Square who 
will lose their business in- 
comes, practically, during the 
necessary upheaval in their 
midst for two years or more. 

Now, we have received two more 
notices to attend Town Meetings 
anil vote money for two school pro- 
jects and other less important un- 
dertakings. 

The sums to be expended for 
these school projects are: 

(1) Building present Junior 
High School over to house the 
Senior High School pupils $1,957,- 
000 . 

(2) Addition to Park hurst School 
$225,000. 

And, although it is not being voted 
upon at this time there is, as part 
of this picture, the remodeling of 
the present Senior High School to 
house the Junior High pupils. This 
figure is now $300,000. 

Adding up these three items we 
get $2,482,000. This is just for 
schools alone, a drain on our tax 
burdens for 20 years. During those 
years there will he the regular 
running expenses of the town and 
other necessary projects that may 
arise, such as a new fire house on 
the West side which the proposed 
busy traffic circle in the center 
would seem to make mandatory. 

If we could retrieve from the 
Excess and Deficiency fund the 
$190,000 which is proposed to aid 
building the overhead railway, that 
sum would mean a reduction of 
$4.90 per thousand on the tax rate. 
This, I think, is worth our serious 
consideration. We must not let the 
staggering load which confronts us 
knock out of balance not only our 
personal budgets but the Town’s 
finances as well. 

In the old days of economy-mind- 
ed Town Meetings many of us can 
recall John Carr, Dr. Harper 
Rlaisdell, and several other care- 
ful, conscientious chairmen of 
former Finance Committees stand- 
ing before us, explaining, caution- 
ing us, exhorting us, and warning 
us to keep in mind as we voted, 
the taxpayers and their hard-earn- 
ed savings. 

Those men and many others like 
them helped to make Winchester 
the town it is. Let us work to keep 
it that way.

WINCHESTER— A TOWN 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

ITS MOST VEXING PROBLEM 

Editor of the Star: 

Tliis town is one of the most 
beautiful in all New England. Its 
setting most desirable in every 
way I know. Woods and streams 
and lakes and hills. Part of the 
valley of Merrimac of ancient pre- 
glacial times. The Merrimac Falls 
at Lowell powered the mills that 
worked the cotton thnt made the 
cloth thnt went to Boston, and so 
on, all in a railroad train. It was a 
fast train — they nil were. Faster 
than the canal boat, or ox or ass or 
even horse. Dangerous too. No 
wonder, running on steel rails. 
Fifteen miles and more an hour! 

There was a town along the way. 
A large town, so extensive even as 
to have reached almost to Charles- 
town. Woburn, they called it. The 
South Woburn crowd got so inde- 
pendent and stubborn they even 
wanted a separate church to save 
walking a mere four or five miles 
every Sunday. Got away with it. 
Then the place was so crowded 
after a while with aristocrats and 
such from Boston they became real 
"snooty” and wouldn’t associate 
with those tanners and shoemakers 
up in Woburn and actually wanted 
to be a separate town. Didn’t know 
what to call it even. Smart, 
though! Sort of hinted round and 
got three thousand dollars for nam- 
ing it "Winchester”. (F. O. Prince’s 
friend Colonel Winchester, of 
Watertown.) Have some of the 
money yet. Ever since 1850! 

Trouble was, they hadn’t enough 
foresight! Couldn’t get together 
and keep the streets off the rail- 
road. Boston and Lowell road start- 
ed to build in 1831 and South Wo- 
burn got in trouble with railroad 
crossing almost before it started. 
November 21, 1834 the County 

Commissioners ordered relocation 
of streets to save life. That’s a 
hundred and nineteen years ago. 
Not done yet. 

Found papers on the doorstep 
Armistice day showing plan for 
final all-time settlement. Trouble 

is, none of the selectmen’s meetings 
and deliberations have gone far 
enough. Half the crowd in a town 
meeting "don’t know what it’s all 
about.” Same with town meeting 
members. Ever hear of one of 
them explaining anything to any- 
body? Voters need very clear in- 
formation on paper right in their 
homes so they can ponder it and 
discuss it. 

These papers are the most in- 
formative of their kind I have ever 
seen. The explanations are cical- 
as to when meetings were held; 

I how many votes. November 1945, 

I 436 votes. But the trouble is the 
explanations are not complete en- 
ough, and nine thousand or more 
people want to be shown. "Write, 
not so that the reader may under- 
stand if he will, but that he shall 
understand you whether he will or 
not.” 

Winchester is still a town of 
homes, and doubtless will remain 
so. I do not believe 30,000 vehicles 
should be allowed to cross the 
tracks every 24 hours, — nor any 
vehicles. All of the studies have 
been on the assumption that to raise 
the tracks was the only solution. 
Why? Fences like the ones be- 
tween the tracks would surely stop 
vehicles. If not, why not stronger, 
with base-wall sufficient to be elim- 
ination ? 

It is not a matter of "just for to- 
day”. Who can tell the increase in 
weight and volume of future traffic 
to concentrate in this small space! 
The shopping centre does not de- 
serve it. The through traffic does 
not belong in ’the heart of a resi- 
dential town. 

If some device were placed be- 
hind the few buildings which back 
toward the tracks on the East side 
showing the 19-foot level of the 
proposed new tracks, and the train 
or freight car height, I am sure 
it would be an awful shock to many 
people. 

Think of the extra volume of 
rest-destroying noise by reason of 
the greater height of roadbed. 

I do not minimize the amount of 
faithful thought and effort that has 
been given, nor the monetary cost. 
I do, however, sincerely feel that 
the way out is not to say "Go 
ahead” at this time with the track- 
raising plan, hut to fence off the 
tracks and detour the traffic, with 
conviction that there is land-sur- 
face enough in or near the right 
places for permanent roads of suf- 
ficient width. 

Why ruin a lot of business 
people ? 

Why clutter up a lovely district 
for two and a half years? 

To raise the Winchester railroad 
tracks now could be a mistuke be- 
yond recovery. Please do not risk 

it. First detour the traffic for a 
period. Then, — say after a few 
months — it there's no other way, 
THEN raise the tracks.

the Town of Winchester are taking 
advantage of your free letters 
column in an attempt to obstruct 
this progress. 

For those of us who have suffer- 
ed for years with this antiquated 
intersection of the Railroad and 
Motor traffic, it is hard to believe 
that any group in town is willing 
to oppose a project so long needed. 

1 fail to see why they cannot ap- 
preciate that many hundreds of 
hours of engineering research, plus 
the combined studies and efforts of 
elected town officials over a span of 
probably fifty years, have finally 
resulted in action to rid the town of 
this traffic menace. 

I feel fairly sure in the state- 
ment that the relief of the hazards 
from the transportation bottleneck 
of Winchester Center is but a small 
part of a great program of com- 
bined State and Local officials to 
bring Massachusetts communities 
up to present day standards of 
transportation arteries. It might 
be well to note that this program 
may have far-reaching effect on 
our individual nervous systems. It 
seems to me very possible that the 
combination of bumper-to-bumper 
traffic lines with the attendant gas 
fumes, plus the rod, green and am- 
ber traffic lights, might alone be 
more serious than annoying. How- 
ever, when you add to this the main 
artery of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, the situation then is both 
serious and dangerous. 

However, the point of this letter 
is that a great majority of us are 
truly thankful that we have men, 
represented by our Board of Select- 
men, both past and present, who, 
with the fine cooperation of officials 
from both the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, have found a solu- 
tion to this problem.

A LETTER TO YOU MR. HOME OWNER & TAXPAYER of WINCHESTER 


HEAR SIR: 

On November lfitli Winchester will hold a Town Meeting 
lo vote on tin* question of Rent Control for Winchester. V Ol . as 
a HOME OWNER and TAXPAYER OE WINCHESTER should 
KNOW WHAT YOUR TOW N MEETING MEMBERS ARE NOT- 
ING FOR. 

Last spring the Massachusetts Legislature passed a Rent Con- 
trol Gill. Let me quote some of the portions of this hill. 

Section 2 (Definitions of Housing Accommodations and 
Controlled Housing Accommodations) states in item (h): 
“Controlled Housing Accommodations,” all housing accommo- 
dations except: (Then follow six classifications of exceptions, 
of which we, as a whole, are interested mainly in the 6th. 
which reads: “On or after JULN THIRTY-FIRST, nineteen 
hundred and fifty-three, ALL housing accommodations in 
EVERY city and town in this commonwealth EXCEPT the 
housing accommodations in those cities and towns which AC- 
CEPT the provisions of THIS act IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
SECTION TWELVE,” which reads: 

“Any city or town in which federal rent controls exist 
at the time of tin* passage of this act MAY, between the date of 
said passage and JUNE THIRTIETH, NINETEEN HUN- 
DRED AND EIFTY-EOl R, by VOTE of the CITY COUN- 
CIL, if a CITY, or of a TOWN MEETING CALLED FOR 
THE PURPOSE, if a TOWN, accept the provisions of this act. 
Such VOTE SHALL INCLUDE a DECLARATION that a 
SUBSTANTIAL SHORTAGE of RENTAL housing accom- 
modations EXISTS in SUCH CITY or TOWN and that the 
CONTROL OF RENTS therein IS NECESSARY in the PUR- 
LIC INTEREST.” 

Section 4 la) reads: “Upon the ACCEITANCE of THIS 
ACT as set forth in section TWELVE, the hoard of selectmen 
SHALL appoint a rent hoard of at least five members. A ma- 
jority of said hoard shall he representatives of the PI RLIC 
INTEREST and the REMAINDER shall he EQUALLY REP- 
RESENTATIVES of the LANDLORDS and TENANTS” 
(Note: This last sentence defines what is meant hy “public 
interest,” i. e., it means neither the landlord nor the tenant, i 
A RENT BOARD may EMPLOY and FIX the SAFA- 
RI FS of such assistants and clerical aid AS IT DFFMS NEC- 
ESSARY. During the CURRENT FISCAL YFAR, rent 
hoards are AUTHORIZED to INCUR LIABILITIES in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act and l*AV MEATS therefor 
SHALL RE MADE FROM THE TOW N TREASURE FROM 
ANY AVAILABLE FUNDS THEREIN, and the SI MS SO 
EXPENDED in that period SHALL In* certified hy tin* treas- 
urer of the town in January of nineteen hundred and fifly- 
four to the hoard of assessors w ho SHALL, W III I < H I II R- 
I HER VOTE of the TOWN, RAISE SUCH SI MS in the 
TAX LENA OF NINETEEN 111 NDRED and EIFTN-EOl R. 
To PROVIDE FI NILS for meeting SI IISEyi ENT EX PEN- 
Dili RES authorized hereunder, a town may RAISE SI (!ll 
SUMS AS MAN BE NECESSARN UN TAXATION. to Forty 
* per cent of the amounts expended hy tin* cities and towns for 
tin* purposes of this act with tin* approval of the rent hoards 
^ shall hi* reimbursed bv the commonwealth upon upprmal 
and CERTIFICATION to the COMPTROLLER In the CO- 
ORDINATOR.” 


The Rent Board is subject to legal action. 

Section 6 lai reads in part: “ANY PERSON who is AC- 
GR1EVED hy ANY ACTION, REGULATION or ORDER of 
the RENT HOARD may FILE A COMPLAINT AGAINST 
THE RENT HOARD in the DISTRICT COl RT for the ju- 
dicial district within which is located the controlled housing 
accommodation affected hy such action, regulation or order, 
and thereupon an order of notice SHALL be issued hy such 
court and SERVED on the RENT BOARD” 

These are a few of the highlights of the hill. Think them over 
well. Do you want any police state such as that in your commu- 
nity? Now let us analyze the above sections. 

I nder Section 12 of the layv, Winchester took no action prior 
to July 31. 1953. In accordance with the law all rents became de- 
controlled oil August 1st of this year. Adjustments in rents, in 
W inehester. if any, have already been made. What purpose can 
he served hy controlling rents at present levels? Dissatisfied 
tenants have already found other quarters and under the rent con- 
trol law a vacated apartment is automatically decontrolled. The 
law does not stale that rents may he rolled hack and if 'this were 
done, it might lead to endless confusion and even lawsuits. W hy 
raise the issue now, after adjustments have already been completed? 

lip to July 31, 1953, a centralized government in Washington, 
with billions at its command, paid the cost of rent control. Now, 
however, under this hill, you, the local taxpayer, must pay the 
cost. Read Section 4 quoted above. 

The Rent Hoard may employ assistants and clerical aid. They 
may well he involved in lawsuits with corresponding legal ex- 
penses. They may have to employ operators to enforce their rul- 
ings. And the final hill to the community, regardless of the 
amount. MUST RE certified hy the treasurer in January. 1954, to 
the hoard of assessors, who SHALL, WITHOUT FURTHER VOTE 
of the town, RAISE SUCH SUMS in the TAX LEVY of 1954. I 
doubt if our taxpayers, with the interest in present high taxi's and 
pressing problems in school conditions, municipal salaries and the 
like, will care to endorse any blank cheek like* that to keep a con- 
trol no longer needed, especially as ALL other controls in the 
country have been removed. Do you want your lax rale to go up 
in order to form a bureaucracy in Winchester? 

This rent hill says that a vote SHALL include a DECLARA- 
TION that a SUBSTANTIAL SHORTAGE of RENTAL llol S- 
ING ACCOMMODATIONS EXISTS in Winchester and that the 
CONTROL OF BENI'S therein IS NFCESSARN in the PI RLIC 
l\ I IBIS I . J list what does this mean? It it not just a meaning- 
le*s phrase; it means that such a declaration must he based oil irre- 
futable facts, a truthful slatemeul that such a condition doe* exist. 
No Mir\e\ has yet been made in \\ inehester to find out if this need 
exists. 


W’liat are the facts? According to the 1950 census there were, 
in Winchester, 4160 occupied dwelling units Of these. 3180 were 
owner-occupied and only 980 were renter-occupied. These are 
the figures of 1950, compiled from a disinterested Government 
source, and do not include the additional dwelling UMTS made 
available hy the building boom of the last three years. In 1950, 
again according to the census, there were 67 vacant rental units, 
or a vacancy ratio of 6.8.% A vacancy ratio of 3% lias been ac- 
cepted as the limit beyond which rent controls are no longer neces- 
sary. In 1940 the population of Winchester, according to the 
census of that year, was 15,081, the increase in population from 
1940 to 1950 was 428 or 2.85%. The number of dwellings in Win- 
chester in 1940 was 3687, the increase in dwellings from 1910 to 
1950 was 550 or 14.9%. In 1950 there were more dwelling units 
per person than in 1940, and no controls were needed in 1940. And 
these figures do NOT include the building boom of the last three 
years. 

Rut this is not all. The Declaration must also state that CON- 
TROL OF RENTS therein is NECESSARY in the PUBLIC IN- 
TEREST. Blit what is meant hy PUBLIC INTEREST lias already 
been set forth in the hill. PUBLIC INTEREST is not the interest 
of either tin* landlord or the tenant, hut the interest of the citizens 
of the Town as a whole. How, then, can any such statement he 
substantiated, when all advocates of the hill claim it is for the 
“poor, defenseless tenants” to protect them against the “avaricious” 
landlords. When will the citizens of this Town wake up and be- 
come Americans again? 

Fellow townsmen, landlords are no different than other busi- 
nessmen; all they want is fair play. No landlord is going to raise 
his rents to unwarranted levels. If lie did. lie would soon have 
empty apartments and he out of business. The same laws govern 
renting as govern other businesses. The average landlord takes 
pride in his property, pride in his community, and yes, pride 
in his tenants, too. And if, occasionally a misguided indivi- 
dual among landlords acts unwisely, his own industry and fellow' 
citizens can quickly bring him into line. There is no reason for the 
class hatred that lias been built up ill this country between land- 
lords and tenants. Any landlord lias t lit* privilege of becoming a 
tenant and any tenant of becoming a landlord. 'I ll in is supposed 
to he a nation of free enterprise. 

November 16th Winchester will DECIDE between AMER- 
ICANISM and SOCIALISM, whether they will govern themselves 
or delegate part of that power to a Bureaucracy. That is the real 
question before you. One Hundred Seventy-Eight years ago the 
citizens of Winchester were faced with a similar problem. They 
voted with their Idood on tin* battlefield of G*xington. Their sacri- 
fice made it possible for you to go to a Town Meeting today and 
vote. Have your Town Meeting Members go the the Town Meet- 
ing November Ifilli and VOTE NO to Rent Control. VOTE NO, 
because your liberty is not an inherited privilege, hill something 
for which you must certainly fight. VOTE NO. for today oppres- 
sion of landlords may tomorrow mean oppression of you.

Dr. Frederick Wulsin, speaking 
to a large group of College Club 
Members nnd guests last Monday 
evening, made ancient Babylon 
i nme vividly alive. Tracing the 
development of Babylon from its 
beginnings ns one of the earliest 
experiments in city living. Dr. Wul- 
sin pictured finally an empire of 
vast scope and influence. 

Because of its geographical 
location, and s&crcity of native raw 
materials, large-scale commerce be- 
came a necessity to the Babylonian 
empire. This in turn required 
strong government organization 
and unified large areas. Businesses 
throve; hanking firms were busy 
and well-organized. There was 
speculation and development in real 
estate no different than that of a 
fancy Florida boom! 

The small family unit prevailed 
as it does today, with neighborhood 
squabbles just as typical; women 
were active not only in home-man- 
agement but in business affairs. 
Education was wide-spread. Legal 
thought and practice was mature, 
as evidenced by numerous wills and 
deeds recorded in well-preserved 
clay tablets. In short, Dr. Wulsin 
brought his audience to realize that 
life in Babylon in 1850 B. C. did not 
differ essentially from life in 1950

whether in “Babylon or Boston”.

ANIMAL RESCUE LEAGUE FAIR 


For the 51st consecutive year the 
Animal Rescue League of Boston is 
presenting its Annual Fair.

At the present time 
ambulances visit not only the area 
around Winchester, but all the 
other communities which are in- 
cluded in the Boston telephone dir- 
ectory. 

No charge is made for this ser- 
vice; it is free for the asking. How- 
ever, the price of this service is 
constantly increasing, yet the ser- 
vice has never been decreased. If 
it were not for the generosity of 
citizens who wish to see suffering 
of any kind alleviated, the service 
would necessarily have to he dis- 
continued.

With world attention focused on 
Korea and Indochina, the National 
Geographic Society has issued a 
new map of the strategic lands 
along a 2,200-mile sweep of the 
Far East. 

“China Coast and Korea” is the 
title of the 10-color, 26-by-41 , /2 
inch map. It covers an area from 
Russia’s port of Vladivostok south 
to Laos State in Indochina, and 
from northern Japan to Manila. It 
shows the Sea of Japan, the Yellow 
Sea, the East and South China 
Seas, and far reaches of the Pacific. 

Battle Landmarks 

Splitting Korea, a red line indi- 
cates the 2 V& -mile- wide buffer zone 
established by the truce signed last 
July 27 at Panmunjon. Heart- 
break Ridge, Old Baldy, Bunker 
Hill, the Punch Bowl, Sniper Ridge 
and other scenes of hitter and cost- 
ly fighting along this line are pin- 
pointed. 

To the south, the map charts the 
three main offshore garrisons that 
serve as springboards for Chinese 
Nationalist guerrila raids on Red- 
held China. They are the Tachen 
Archipelago, Matsu Island, and the 
neighboring islands of Quemoy and 
Little Quemoy — all in the For- 
mosa Strait. Nationalist forces 
additionally hold some 30 other 
islands off the China coast, plus 
Formosa and its offshore lands. 

The Viet Nam towns of Hanoi 
and Dien Bien Phu in Indochina’s 
northernmost corner are focal 
points of fighting between Commu- 
nist forces and French troops. 
Here, in the rice rich Rouge River 
Delta, as many as 1,400 persons 
crowd the square mile. 

Slant Technique 

The new map marks the first 
time the Society’s cartographers 
have used an oblique Mercator pro- 
jection, computed for the great cir- 
cle running through the center. 

Because the maximum map size 
is fixed by the size of the presses, 
cartographers put China on an 
angle to increase the scale to 55 
miles to the inch. If China had 
been shown the usual way, with 
north at the top, the scale would 
have been considerably smaller — 
about 100 miles to the inch. 

A novel relief method was also 
employed. Mountains are shaded 
in blue and yellow — blue on the 
shadow side and yellow on the 
light, assuming the light comes 
from the northwest. In the Far 
East, where mountains dominate 
the lund, the color scheme aids 
visuul interpretation. 

In water areas, six shades of blue 
are used to indicate depth contours 
, of the ocean floor — the lightest 
for the shallow continental shelf, 
j darker shades for the deeper 
waters. 

The new map carries 6,234 place 
! names. Multiplicity of place-name 
i spellings provided a major problem 
for National Geographic carto- 
• graphers. Tientsin, for example, 
may be spelled three different 
ways; for Penki, in Manchuria, 
there are a dozen other spellings. 

The Society's 2,150,000 members 
have sent the map as a supplement 
to the October issue of the National 
Geographic Magazine.

WINCHESTER HISTORICAL 
SPEAKER GAVE FINE TALK 

“China of the White House”, a 
dramatic and enlightening talk on 
t lie story of the table china selected 
by various Presidents and their 
ladies — with many “behind the 
scenes” stories of those presidents 
and their times — provided the 
opening meeting of the Winchester 
Historical Society, Saturday after- 
noon, November 7, with a wealth of 
historical information. The speak- 
er was Mrs. Dorothy Waterhouse 
of Boston, who had acquired slides 
of the White House china, from Mr. 
Washington to Mr. Truman, by 
diligent research in every part of 
the country, from museums and 
desccndents. Mrs. Waterhouse her- 
self owns several fine pieces of 
White House china, which she ex- 
hibited last Saturday. Miss Clara 
R. Russell presided. In spite of the 
heavy rains and wind, the meeting 
was well attended by members and 
guests. 

Mrs. Waterhouse’s first slide was 
of two rare Canton salts, owned by 
George Washington, followed by the 
renowned Sunburst Pattern china 
(cup and saucer) of Martha Wash- 
ington. From Abigail Adams 
regime, she showed the exquisite 
corn-flower pattern French china; 
from the beauty Dolly Madison, she 
showed the Madison china pattern, 
abetted by several delightful stories 
of this social leader and charmer of 
her day; James Monroe’s famed 
china with the eagle design, Jack- 
son's heavy gold-rimmed china, and 
Van Buren’s most elegant French 
china all were shown to the au- 
dience. Lincoln’s china which he 
chose for the White House was fas- 
cinating, and tinged with sadness, 
for on his china there was the proud 
American eagle, with a cloud over 
its head, a sun breaking through 
in the distance, and the eagle faced 
the arrows in its claw, a symbol of 
war. 

It was Woodrpw Wilson who first 
used American china in the White 
House, Lenox china, a fine porcelain 
ordered by succeeding Presidents; 
and F. D. R. was the first President 
to use his family coat of arms plus 
the national emblem on his china. 
To Mrs. Benjamin Harrison, Mrs. 
Waterhouse gave full credit for a 
superb and unpublicized task, that 
of assembling odd pieces of White 
House china, and cataloging them 
for posterity.

It took 147 town meeting mem- 
bers 45 minutes at a special ses- 
sion Monday evening to vote 
unanimously to appropriate $1»- 
886,256.00 to remodel and construct 
additions to the present junior high 
school building which is now to be- 
come a four year senior high school. 

Those in the balconies and rear 
of the ball burst into applause as 
they saw all the town meeting 
members on their feet when the 
vote was put. No one spoke in 
opposition to the recommendations 
of the Building Committee for Ad- 
ditional facilities for the Senior 
and Junior High schools, which 
were virtually accepted last March, 
when their plans for the secondary 
schools were explained in detail. 
Thursday’s meeting was called :<> 
appropriate the funds necessary to 
do the actual work involved in the 
change-over. 

Mr. Speers, chairman of the 
Building Committee, did a masterly 
job of explaining the ramifications 
of the plan’s financing, so as to take 
advantage of State aid. He ex- 
plained that the cost of the work 
greater than estimated, but stated 
that in any construction, from a 
small house up, the cost of actual 
construction is always greater, 
sometimes by as much as 100 per- 
cent. 

In case of the school addition Mr. 
Speers felt the increase very rea- 
sonable and he also felt that with 
ten bidders, the low bidder, low by

within a span of $50,000 the con 
tractors were unusually close to- 
gether in their estimates of the 
cost of the job. Low bidder wa 
J. F. Rand & Son. 

Mr. Speers explained that the 
cost of the school construction over 
the 20 year period covered by the 
bond issue will add an estimated top 
$2.78 to the tax rate the first year 
and will taper off to $1.83 in 1974, 
though he expects the actual in- 
crease in tax rate will be less. 

The plans for the remodelling 
and new construction have not been 
materially changed from those pre- 
sented to the last March meeting. 
There have been some changes, but 
they are in all cases minor and 
more in the nature of refinements 
or improvements suggested as the 
actual working specifications were 
produced. The speaker was very 
positive on this point and also on 
the remodelling of the Senior High 
School to house a two year junior 
high school. He scored the reports 
that the senior high work is to be 
abandoned to force the construction 
of an entirely new building and ex- 
plained the delay in the senior high 
work is for the purpose of having 
a place to put pupils while the 
work at the junior high building is 
in progress. 

In connection with the remodel- 
ling of the present high school Mr. 
Speers said that Architect Jerome 
Bailey Foster has been instructed 
to have his plans and specifications 
ready by February 1, although the 
job can not be done prior to 1955. 
Estimated cost of this work is 
$300,000, and it is believed that the 
actual cost will be very close to this 
figure. Unfortunately the job is 
going to take much longer to do 
than the original estimate of a 
single summer.

A fine cast brought “The Male 
Animal” to the stage of the Uni- 
tarian Church Inst Friday and Sat- 
urday nights.

his bewilderment at that uncertain 
quantity, his wife. Bettina Har- 
rison was very much at ease in the 
role of pretty, practical Ellen Tur- 
ner, who tended to patronize her 
absent-minded husband and then 
woke up to find that he was a hero 
in his own quiet hut articulate way. 
Completing this triangle was Joe 
Ferguson, the former football star, 
who thought he was returning to 
his alma mater for a carefree week 
end and suddenly found himself en- 
tangled in the Turners’ marital 
affairs. Thornton Stearns made 
Joe a very appealing figure, obtuse 
at times, gregarious and unwary 
as a puppy dog, hut always thor- 
oughly likable. As Ed Keller, the 
college trustee who thought he 
could dictate his own version of 
“Americanism”, Harry Wood gave 
a funny hut sometimes frightening 
picture of a man insulated against 
all new ideas. 

The younger generation in the 
play did not lack for emotional 
crises. William Symmes inter- 
preted with a fine troubled earnest- 
ness the role of Michael Barnes, the 
young student whose fiery editorial 
started the trouble at Midwestern. 
Diana Mansfield added just the 
right touch of teenage superiority 
as Ellen’s kid sister, and Robert 
McMaster played the current foot- 
ball hero in relaxed fashion. 

Robert Eddy was convincing as 
an older faculty member hesitat- 
ing between caution and courage.

JIM CUSACK BREAKS LEG 
IN GREAT 28-13 VICTOR* 

Completely undisturbed by con- 
stant reports of Wakefield’s invin- 
cibility, of Wakefield’s mighty line, 
of Wakefield’s elusive hall carriers, 
and of Wakefield’s supreme confi- 
dence, Uenny Knowfton'a team, 
moving with the power and preci- 
sion of a well-oiled machine, crush- 
ed Wakefield with a display of pow- 
er and determination against which 
the boys from Wakefield were all 
hut helpless. The final score of 28 
j to 13 was not a true index of the 
j relative ability of the two teams. 
Even the highly partisan crowd of 
hopeful Wakefield fans were will- 
| ing to concede that their favorites 
| were lucky to score at all. 

This was no victory of individual 
stars, although Joe Bellino. Mike 
, Murphy, Boh Haggerty, and Pave 
; Pratt played stellar roles in touch- 
| down drives. This was a team vic- 
tory from start to finish. 

Facing what was reputed to he 
the best line and the two best de- 
fensive ends in high school ranks 
hereabouts, Dave Pratt, Winches- 
ter quarterback, calmly called lor 
cross bucks through the tackle and 
guard positions and for pitchouts 
to Bellino and Murphy for a grand 
total of 228 yards advance from 
scrimmage. 

On each of sixteen ground plays 
through Wakefield’s line or around 
the ends, Bellino, Murphy, Hagger- 
ty, and Pratt racked up five yards 
or better, the longest drive being 
Bob Haggerty’s flash through left 
tackle on a cross buck for 45 yards. 
In contrast, Wakefield’s highly 
scouted scatbacks were able to pick 
Up a total of only 78 yards. 

As far as Winchester fans are 
concerned, they can throw away 
all Class B ratings. Winchester will 
not be awarded the Class B. cham- 
pionship this fall, but those who 
saw the game last Saturday at 
Wakefield, whether they were 
Wakefield or Winchester support- 
ers, came away aware of the fact 
that they had seen the best foot- 
ball team in Class B on that day. 

Perhaps one little incident among 
many might be cited as a clue to 
the character of Winchester’s play 
from the beginning of the game. 
On the very first play Mike Murphy 
was forced to retire to the side- 
lines for treatment of a bloody cut 
in the face, and at once there were 
some who were predicting “cur- 
tains” for Winchester. 

On the -third play after that, the 
same Mr. Murphy, who had return- 
ed to the game unnoticed by your 
reporter, broke into the Wakefield 
hackfield and stopped left halfback 
Jeffrey in hi» tracks with a jolting 
tackle, which prompted the 145- 
pound scat-hack to remain prone 
on the ground while he tried to 
remember what day of the week it 
was. 

On both ofTensc and defense, 
Mike was a bearcat, ploughing 
roughshod through the Wakefield 
line for consistent gains and raging 
up and down behind his own line 
on defense, snarling at his mates to 
do their stuff, with the result that 
the Winchester line gave the crowd 
the finest sample of rugged line 
play seen this season.

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Even the loss of Jim Cusack, 
veteran star guard from the line 
near the close of the first half did- 
n’t discourage his mates. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it may have added to 
their determination to “win this 
one tor Jim.” Denny Doucette, who 
replaced Jim at guard and who had 
had the misfortune to suffer a 
broken front tooth in scrimmage 
two days before, did a fine job fill- 
ing Jim’s shoes for the remainder 
of the game. 

It is not the purpose of the writ- 
er to suggest that Wakefield field- 
ed a weak or a poorly coached team 
last Saturday. Any team which is 
scored upon only once in six games 
can’t he laughed off. 

Wakefield fans had every reason 
to be proud of their team and to 
anticipate another victory as the 
two teams lined up for the kick- 
oil’. W akefield had scored 137 points 
m six games against only 6 by 
their opponents. Winchester in se- 
ven games had totaled 167 points 
against 77 by opponents Wakefield 
had beaten Stoneham by three 
touchdowns, while Winchester had 
beaten the same team by only two. 
Wakefield trounced Melrose 34 to 
0, while Winchester had squeezed 
by Melrose with a 20 to 13 score. 

Most of Wakefield’s first team 
had journeyed to Winchester on 
Monday to watch Winchester heat 
Belmont 28 to 13, hut because our 1 
seconds played most of the second 
half, the hoys from Wakefield may | 
well have carried away a false idea 
of Winchester’s power. They may : 
have been over-confident last Sat- 1 
urday — and who could blame 
them ? It just wasn’t Wakefield’s 
day for football. They couldn’t have 
realized what kind of football team 
they were facing when the whistle 
blew for the first kick-off, hut the 
game wasn’t many minutes old be- 
fore they were aware of- the fact 
that they has been tossed into a 
cage of wildcats. 

In Ralph Tropeano, 143-pound 
right halfback, Wakefield showed a 
clever and shifty open-field runner, 
hut he was able to flash on only 
one occasion, so successfully wus 
he bottled up by Winchester’s 
charging ends and tackles. On his 
one successful dash of 28 yards into 
the clear his scoring plans were 
rudely upset by a fine saving tackle 
by Dave Pratt. 

Winchester wasted little time in 
the first quarter. After forcing 
Wakefield to punt twice, the In- 
dians showed their offensive power 
in a 56-yard drive from their own 
10-yard line to score on a pretty 
pitchout to Bellino from the one- 
yard line. This scoring play had 
been set up by a 36-yard pass to 
Bellino, who caught the hall over 
his shoulder and caromed off two 
defenders to the one-yard line. 

Wakefield’s first score came in 
the second quarter when, after 
Tropeano’s 28-yard end sweep, in- 
terference by Winchester was call- 
ed on a pass into the end zone, giv- 
ing Wakefield a first down on 
Winchester’s one-yard line. Boh 
Bisaere scored through the line on 
second down. Wakefield’s final 
score came as the result of rather 
sketchy pass defense on the part 
of the Winchester substitute hacks 
in the final quarter. 

Dave Rotundi, substitute full- 
back for Winchester, kicked four 
consecutive goals after touchdowns. 
And that was on top of kicking 
four straight against Belmont on 
the previous Monday! Eight 
straight isn’t bad! Bill Ross piloted 
the seconds during much of the 
final quarter and, while Wakefield 
was able to score on them, the sec- 
onds played as if they meant busi- 
ness. 

A great deal of credit should be 
given to the officials of the game: 
James Jordan, Roco Lasala, James 
McGuinness, and Joseph Duffy, all 
of whom did a fine job in keeping 
the game in control from stall to 
finish, in spite of the intense feel- 
ing which the game had inspired 
and in spite of the hard-hitting 
tactics used by both teams. The 
game was cleanly played, although 
seventeen penalties were handed 
out for various offenses, with Win- 
chester receiving the lion’s share 
of twelve. Of the seventeen penal- 
ties, only two were for unnecessary 
roughness. 

During the game Winchester 
used thirty-four players as against 
Wakefield’s twenty-one. And once 
more, let it be remembered that 
this was u team victory and a mag- 
nificent one, reflecting great credit 
on players and coaches alike, 
j Which brings us down to the last 
game of the season, the annual 
Thanksgiving Day game with Wo- 
burn. It will he our last chance to 
watch a team that started slow 
hut that has improved rapidly and 
tremendously from game to game 
until they can hold up their heads 
with any team which has repre- 
sented Winchester for many years. 

Wakefield won the toss and 
chose to receive.

Editor of the Star: 

The first big announcement by 
the promoters of our Elevated 
Railroad appearing in all the Bos- 
ton and local papers and repeatedly 
circulated was: ‘*100 Deaths in a 
100 Years”, featured below a pic- 
I ture of our Railroad Crossing in 
the Square. 

The most recent frightening ver- 
sion of the Crossing danger ap- 
peared in last week’s Star signed 
by “Chairman of the Committee for 
Grade Crossing Elimination and 
Traffic By-Pass” and reads: “At 
Least 43 Deaths As Result Of Ac- 
cidents The Past 10 Years.” “Rail- 
road Tracks’’- Where? Between 
Here and Boston or Here and New 
York? The Question Concerns The 
Railroad Crossing in Winchester 
Center Only.” “43 Deaths Includ- 
ing 2 Fatalities” — fortunate that 
the remaining 41 deaths were 
imaginary. 

When I stated during our pre- 
vious Referendum that 3 deaths in 
50 years was the accurate number 
I quoted from a letter from the 
general counsel for the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, one of our own 
residents. With thanks to Mr.

Further investigation has in- 
creased the number to forty-seven. 
This list has been compiled from 
police records, old copies of the 
Star and other Bourses which show 
that a majority of the accidents 
occurred in the near vicinity of the 
center. Probably most of them in- 
volved no legal liability on the part 
of the railroad but they are none- 
the-less fatalities resulting from 
accidents on the tracks. 

The list does not include injuries 
or narrow escapes of which there 
have been many.

Doubtless there is much to be 
said on both sides of the question 
of the removal of soil for sale or 
other purpose from land not in the 
public use. There have very prob- 
ably been abuses of the public in- 
terest in such removal and there 
may be a great need for clarifying 
and, within reason, restricting the 
statute governing such removal in 
Winchester. It was well, we think, 
that the much more stringent re- 
strictions incorporated in the arti- 
cle that came up at Monday’s spe- 
cial town meeting were referred to 
a committee for study and report 
with recommendations; and while 
the committee is at it they should 
carefully consider the advisability 
of having the Board of Appeal ac- 
tually issue permits for soil re- 
moval in the future. The Board of 
Appeul has been and, it would 
seem, should he a judicial body re- 
viewing applications for relief 
from rulings believed too arbitrary 
by those refused permission to do 
this or that by duly constituted 
town officials, a review board, if 
you please, to determine wheth- 
er justice to the community and the 
individual petitioner has been done. 
To have the Appeal Board actually 
issue permits for soil removal 
would seem to leave the petitioner 
with no recourse outside court ae- 
tion should the Board decide not to 
grant his original request. The 
committee studying the proposed 
new law ought to be quite sure this 
is going to work out well.

Dear Mrs. Woodside: 

You have requested information 
with reference to what the Rail- 
road’s records show as to accidents 
occurring on the Church and Main 
street crossings in the center of 
Winchester. This information as 
drawn from the records of the Rail- 
roads is as follows: 

Our records as to death cases go 
back to 1805. During this time 
there have been three fatal acci- 
dents on the crossing, all caused by 
collisions between trains and high- 
way vehicles. The dates of these 
three are: October 2(’», 1904; Octo- 
, ber 18, 1913, and January 21, 1944. 
| In addition, on November 23, 1949, 
a Miss Elizabeth O’Mally was 
struck by a train and killed near 
the crossing when she was walking 
around the fence in the course of 
an attempt to cross from the out- 
bound to the inbound platform. We 
do not consider that this should bo 
classed as a crossing accident. 

Commencing in 1923, we have 
records of accidents resulting in 
serious injury or damage to prop- 
erty. During the period to 1937 
there were no such found in our 
records. 

Commencing January 1, 1937, we 
have detailed records of all types 
of mishaps. From that date to the 
present, there have been nine in- 
stances of injuries due to pedes- 
trians slipping or stumbling and 
falling while walking across the 
tracks at the crossing, and two in- 
stances of pedestrians being struck 
by the gates coming down. 

In the accident of January 21, 
1944 one person was killed, another 
seriously injured. On November 3, 
1951 there was an automobile col- 
lision on the crossing injuring five 
persons, but so far as our records 
show, there was no train involved. 
In addition, on November 15, 1945 
a train struck a stalled automobile 
on the crossing doing considerable 
damage but not resulting in any 
personal injury. 

In addition to the above, there 
have been several instances of 
automobiles damaging the crossing 
gates or signs, and a few instances 
of malicious mischief by boys. 

The above is the complete story 
so far as it can be ascertained from 
the Railroad’s records.

Winchester followers of the high 
school football team were impress- 
ed with the way the Wakefield po- 
lice handled the serious accident 
which befell Jim Cusack, guard on 
the local team, who had the misfor- 
tune to break his leg toward the 
end of the second quarter of play 
in the Wakefield game Saturday.

tained. Wakefield keeps its ambu- 
lance at the football field each Sat- 
urday that a football game is play- 
ed there, to be ready in case there 
is injury to the players or illness 
or accident in the stands. With two- 
way radio the ambulance is equally 
available for any other use for 
which it may be needed, even 
though it is in readiness at the 
football field. It is simply taken 
there to stand instead of being left 
in the garage. Last Saturday its 
availability meant much to Jim Cu- 
sack, his parents and every Win- 
chester follower of the team. It 
must have given the Wakefield peo- 
ple a lift, too, to know that a boy 
who was an athletic guest of the 
town was being given very neces- 
sary emergency service with the 
least possible delay.

Editor of the Star: 

One of the best letters in the Star 
for November Sixth accented the 
point that alternative plans for the 
Grade-Crossing had not been given 
sufficient study. In some cases, 
good ideas have been “brushed 
aside” with the remark, “Ramps 
too steep”. 

From 1945, the writer has given 
more hours, probably to this prob- 
lem, than the average citizen has. 
After all, most of our Town Offi- 
cials do not claim to be engineers 
and have no special qualifications 
enabling them to decide this prob- 
lem for us. The experts do not 
agree, even. 

There are good alternative plans. 
Mr. Kellaway gave generously of 
time and money. Many of us feel 
he had the makings of the best so- 
lution in his plans. His ideas were 
so sound that the B. & M. Engin- 
eering Department based their plan 
on the Kellaway idea of an Over- 
pass (Vehicular) just north of the 
Center. (See Star for January 10, 
1947). 

At about that same time the 
writer offered a plan based on the 
same idea but modified to meet 
changed property conditions over 
the past twenty years. The Mott 
Plan was an attempt to correlate 
several needs that were confronting 
us at the same time, namely, The 
Grade-Crossing Elimination, The 
New High School, a centralized 
school area serving Junior and Se- 
nior High Schools by closing a part 
of south Main street, a Centralized 
Bus Transfer Point and greatly in- 
creased efficiency for the Fire De- 
j partment. The Mott Plan gave a 
quick get-a-way to all parts of 
town. This can still be done if the 
new By-Pass is planned to run from 
the eastern end of old Town Hall 
to a new traffic circle west of the 
Winchester Theatre.

i Editor of the Star: 

In your editorial of last Friday, 
i you say: “As a matter of fact at 
the 1952 meeting Mr. Lyman stated 
! that the cost for land damages, if 
the temporary tracks went to the 
east of the present road-bed, would 
be about $03,365.00.” 

The only figures then reported by 
me to the town were the assessed 
valuations of the property expected 
to be taken under each of the alter- 
native routes for the temporary 
tracks. Certainly I did not intend 
to suggest that those figures would 
be the cost for land damages and 
I feel sure that if any other mem- 
ber of the Selectmen or the Plan- 
ning .Board (or the Town Counsel 
for that matter) had thought that 
this distinction was not being clear- 
ly stated he would have corrected 
me at the meeting. 

It is a matter of common know- 
ledge that there is no telling what 
the cost of land damages is going 
to be in any particular case until 
an agreement has been reached or 
until a jury has made its award in 
a court proceeding. 

Assessed valuations were stated 
for the purpose of bringing all 
available information before the 
meeting, but I did not speculate 
upon what the eventual amount of 
damages might he. 

We have, in fact, a record of 
what the Selectmen told the town 
about the grade crossing project in 
1952 in the form of the Special Re- 
port of the Selectmen, written by 
me, signed by all members of that 
Board, printed on the Star’s press- 
es, and delivered to every home 
with the warrant for the 1952 
referendum which followed the 
town meeting in question. 

In that report (which is re- 
printed beginning at page 305 of 
the 1952 Town Reports) there ap- 
peared the following statement: 
“The only figures which are obtain- 
able at this time, and they do not 
hear any controlling relation to the 
extent of damages, are the assessed 
valuations of the property which 
would be taken under each of the 
alternative methods of temporarily 
relocating the tracks. The assessed 
value of the property which would 
be taken were the tracks to be 
temporarily relocated on the west 
side of the Center is $02,307. The 
assessed value of the property 
which would be taken were the 
tracks to be temporarily relocated 
entirely to the east of the present 
line, so that it would be necessary 
to demolish the buildings on the 
west side of Thompson street, would 
be $172,850.” 

That 1952 report went on to say: 
“Commissioner Callahan is expect- 
ed to announce bis decision shortly 
with regard to temporary reloca- 
tion of the tracks. It may then he 
possible for the Board of Select- 
men to arrive at a tentative agree- 
ment with the Commonwealth lim- 
iting to some definite figure the ex- 
tent of Winchester’s liability to re- 
imburse the State for damages. As 
was pointed out at the Town Meet- 
ing, it will then in any event he 
necessary for the Selectmen to 
present such a proposed agreement 
to another Town Meeting for ap- 
proval and appropriation of what- 
ever funds are needed.”

GOING TO BE SNOW! 


Chief of Police Charles J. Har- 
rold watched a load of Thanksgiv- 
ing pumpkins going by yesterday, 
and through a process of logical 
deduction, lie saw in them a warn- 
ing to motorists. 

“When the frost is on the pump- 
kin,” the chief said, “it means that 
pretty soon there’s going to he 
snow.” 

November snowstorms, Chief 
Harrold said, can he more hazard- 
ous to motorists than January bliz- 
zards, for the reason that they 
come unexpectedly and find many 
motorists unprepared both mechan- 
ically and psychologically for the 
problems that snow driving brings. 

Right now is the time, Chief Har- 
rold emphasized for all wise 
motorists to observe the following 
safety rules: 

1. Don’t blame accidents on the 
weather; be prepared for had 
weather. 

2. When snow comes, get the 
“feel” of the road when starting 
out. 

3. Keep the windshield clear of 
fog and frost, and be sure head- 
lights, windshield wiper blades, and 
defrosters are working. 

4. On snow and ice, use tire 
chains. They cut stopping distance 
in half, and give 4 to 7 times great- 
er traction. 

5. When you have to stop, don’t 
jam on the brakes. “Pump” your 
brakes to avoid skids. 

6. Follow other cars at a safe 
distance. Give yourself room in 
which to stop. 

Asked if tire chains are neces- 
sary if a car has ‘winterized” tires, 
Chief Harrold said that the report 
of the National Safety Council’s 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards has found that snow tires 
with special treads cannot approach 
tire chains for safety. 

Even less reliable, Chief Har- 
rold added, are so called “inertia 
or gyro type anti-skid devices.” 
These, he explained, are mysterious 
pipe-like gadgets which are being 
widely sold and installed under the 
rear frame or luggage trunk of 
automobiles, on the claim that they 
prevent winter skids. National 
Safety Council tests, the chief said, 
show these so-called “stabilizing” 
devices to he of no help whatever 
on snow or ice. He warned against 
being misled into trouble by a false 
sense of security.

TOWN MEETING VOTE 
SCHOOL FUND 

(Continued from Page 1) 

It is hoped thnt the classrooms 
at the revamped junior high school 
will be ready for occupancy by se- 
nior high pupils next September 
and that the entire work nt the 
building will be completed by the 
Christmas vacation next year. 

Mr. Speers admitted thnt the new 
high school may not he large en- 
ough for long, although his com- 
mittee’s best judgment based on 
available figures, is thnt there will 
soon be a leveling off in school 
population. How long the new 
building will be adequate is any 
one’s guess, but in the committee’s 
judgment it will not be feasible to 
add to the building again. 

As a consequence, if and when 
the building becomes overcrowded 
the solution, in the Committee’s 
opinion, would seem to be to put 
the town on the educator-favored 
6-3-3 plan, having the high school 
house three grades, and the junior 
high school, three grades. In the 
event of this operating plan, it 
would he necessary to construct a 
new junior high school for use with 
the junior high to he remodelled 
from the present senior high build- 
ing. With these two junior high 
buildings and a three year senior 
high school the Building Commit- 
tee believes the schools can func- 
tion adequately until the town’s 
population reaches 21,000. 

Mr. Speers explained that of the 
$1,886,250.00 appropriated for the 
junior high school job, $1,700,000 
will be by bond issue, $1,000,000 
within the debt limit of the town, 
and $700,000 outside the debt limit. 
Added to this sum is $20,743.20 
from the Sale of Town Property 
Fund, and two transfers from the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund, $15,- 
512.80 as down-payment on the 
bond issue and $60,000 for remodel- 
ling, this breakdown being neces- 
sary to comply with State-aid fin- 
ancing. 

Mr. Redding followed Mr. Speers, 
giving the plan the Finance Com- 
mittee's blessing, and Mrs. Wood- 
ward added the endorsement of the 
School Committee, praising the 
Building Committee highly for its 
cooperation and fine job done. Mr. 
Greer expressed the Selectmen’s 
approval nnd Mr. Lane, that of the 
Planning Board. 

For a breathless moment the hall 
was absolutely quiet as Mr. Wads- 
worth asked for any additional 
speakers. None arising, the vote 
was taken and announced as 147 
affirmative and none in opposition. 

Mr. Harold Farnsworth then 
arose and said that inasmuch as 
this marked the first time a school 
vote had gone through unanimous- 
ly since 1922 he felt a rising vote 
of thanks was due the Building 
Committee and Mr. Speers. The 
meeting concurred and dissolved at 
8:47 p. m.

Survivors of the Worcester 
County tornado disaster may re- 
ceive an estimated total of $120,000 
in social security insurance pay- 
ments. according to a statement 
made today by the Social Security 
office. 

This total of eventual benefits 
will he in the form of monthly in- 
surance payments to entitled sur- 
vivors of family breadwinners, and 
lump sum death payments to 
families or adminstrators who paid 
burial expenses. 

Of the 87 victims of the tornado, 
nearly one-half, 38, were in- 
sured under the old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance provisions of the 
social security law. Many of those 
killed were women and children, as 
the twister struck hardest in resi- 
dential sections just before most 
wage earners bad returned home at 
the end of the work day. Social 
security insurance benefits are pay- 
able only to entitled survivors of 
insured workers. 

There arc six widows, one aged 
dependent parent, and ten children 
now getting monthly survivors in- 
surance* payments based on the so- 
cial security wage records of work- 
ers killed in the disaster. Three of 
the widows are not yet 65 but were 
entitled to immediate benefit pay- 
ments because they have minoT 
children of the deceased worker in 
their care. These widows will con- 
tinue to get monthly payments un- 


til the youngest child in the family 
reaches 18, or marries before that 
«ge. 

Three widows of the tornado 
victims who are now 65 or over are 
getting monthly payments totaling 
$125.50 per month. Another widow, 
aged 70, is getting $40.20 monthly, 
i About $6,800 in lumpsum death 
i payments will have been paid when 
all applications for such payments 
have been bled by the families or 
administrators of the insured tor- 
nado victims. 

The same protection illustrated in 
this community when the disaster 


struck among heads of families is 
now covering over four out of five 
of the mothers and children in the 
country in case the family bread- 
winner should die under any cir- 
cumstances.

John Ely Burchnrd, dean of hu- 
manities and social studies at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, was the speaker for the 
third Winchester Morning on 
Thursday, November 12th, at the 
Music Hall. 

Discussing liberal education, he 
said there are four major problems 
facing American education today. 
First he urged that more attention 
he given to the gifted child. Far 
too often, under our present sys- 
tem, the talented child is in danger 
of succumbing to boredom. Our ed- 
ucational system should make pro- 
visions for his fullest development. 
Next, he discussed mass education, 
and the tremendous problem of 
providing adequately for the vari- 
ous aims of the increasing number 
of students enrolled in our colleges, 
lie mentioned the difficulty of se- 
curing qualified teachers, especially 
in such subjects as English and 
History. The third point stressed 
by Mr. Burchard was the overem- 
phasis on the desire for security 
which is characteristic of present 
day American society. He cited the 
tendency to consider certain pro- 
fessions, such as science and en- 
gineering, as useful, while others, 
for example, literature and art, are 
useless. This selective choice of 
useful people, he believes, presents 
a threat to democracy. Finally, he 
I spoke of the specialists themselves, 
and what we should ask of them 
beyond their specialties. He warned 
, of the danger of looking to scien- 
1 tists for solutions of problems out- 
side their field. 

Mr. Burchnrd’s lucid analysis of 
these educational problems, high- 
lighted by apt references to litera- 
ture and the arts, history ami phi- 
losophy, as well as by delightful 
anecdotes from his own experience, 
provided his audience with a most 
stimulating and thought-provoking 
lecture. 

This was the final program of 
the sixth annual series of Winches- 
ter Mornings, sponsored by the 
Winchester Wellesley Club for the 
benefit of the Wellesley College 
Development Fund and the Win- 
chester Scholarship Foundation.

LOU FARRELL CAPTURES 
STATE HARRIER TITLE 

Lou Farrell, local Red nnd Black 
runner, raced to the State Class D 
championship on November 11.

This victory was a fitting climax

CUSACK BADLY INJURED 


STAR Rt’ARn BREAKS I.EG IN 
W AKKKlKl.il GAME 

Jim Cusack, son of Selectman 
and Mrs. William C. Cusack of 
Lakeview road, who sustained a 
badly broken right leg in the Win- 
choster-Wakefield football game 
last Saturday afternoon at Wake- 
field, was reported the first of the 
week at the Winchester Hospital 
ns getting along nicely. 

Jim, outstanding lineman of this 
year's team and a two-year veteran 
of the line wars, was injured 
toward the end of the second period 
when a Wakefield hoy threw a ter- 
rific block on his right leg as 
Cusack wns running laterally in an 
attempt to tackle the Wakefield hall 
carrier. Witnesses, who know foot- 
ball and saw the block, felt it was 
legitimate and not a clip, Jim’s 
weight being on his right leg and 
thus preventing his cleats from 
giving when the block was thrown. 

It could immediately he seen that 
Cusack was Imdly hurt, and after 
examination by Team Physician 
William D. Barone lie was placed 
on a stretcher by the Wakefield Po- 
lice and taken to the Winchester 
Hospital in the Wakefield ambu- 
lance, which is stationed at the 
Wakefield field each Saturday there 
is a football game there. 

Mr. Cusack accompanied his son 
to the hospital and Mrs. Cusack, 
who was also at the game, her first 
after her recent operation, was 
driven to the hospital by Mrs. 
Philip Woodward, chairman of the 
School Committee. 

Meanwhile Dr. Barone had tele- 
phoned ahead nnd when the in- 
jured hoy arrived at the hospital 
Dr. H. K. Magill, an orthopedic 
physician and Dr. Wiliam F. Hic- 
key, Jr., surgeon, were ready to 
work upon him immediately. It 
was found that Jim had a compound 
fracture of both the tibia and fibula 
bones of the right leg above the 
ankle. 

Unless unforeseen complications 
arise the physicians believe that 
there will he no permanent ill 
effects of the injury, which threw a 
pall over the big crowd, both on the 
Wakefield and Winchester sides of 
the field. 

At the hospital Jim’s principal 
concern was the progress of the 
game, and when he finally learned 
that Winchester had won beyond 
doubt the star guard was happy 
despite his discomfort. His chief 
worry now is missing the Woburn 
game and his natural disappoint- 
ment is shared by all Winchester 
fans who have appreciated Jim’s 
sterling play in the center of the 
Indians' line.

TOWN MEETING SUPPORTED 
SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


(Continued from Pagj 1) 


Mr. Greer stated in this connec- 
tion that the entire cost of land 
takings for the school would be 
$42,000, adding a few dollars for 
odds and ends. 

The meeting voted $48 from the 
Excess and Deficiency Account to 
reimburse L. P. Yale for medical 
expenses resulting from an injury 
to his daughter at the Wadleigh 
school May 9, 1962. It was ex- 
plained at the March meeting that 
Mr. Yale’s daughter had broken 
through a floor ventilator at the 
school, and that until an enabling 
act of Legislature was passed the 
town could not appropriate money 
to reimburse him for medical ex- 
penses incurred. 

Mr. Crockett reported at some 
length for the Personnel Board 
which is still engaged in setting up 
an adequate wage schedule for the 
town. Using grafs, he explained 
the wage differential and told how 
his committee had arrived at the 
wage schedule they recommended. 

He told of the difficulty encount- 
ered by the committee, of the time 
its members have spent in confer- 
ence with town department heads 
and the town accountant and of 
their good fortune in acquiring the 
services of an expert in the field of 
job evaluation whose assistance has 
proven invaluable. 

Mr. Crockett stressed the fact 
that in arriving at its wage sched- 
ule the committee had considered 
jobs and not individuals, and that 
its plan is an attempt at positive 
job evaluation by an expert so as 
to establish an adequate wage 
scale. 

He made clear that his remarks 
at the meeting were an interim re- 
port, and expressed the hope that 
before the Personnel Committeee 
concludes its study of the problem 
a wage scale will have been worked 
out of which the town can be proud. 

Mr. Crockett stated in reply to a 
question that the wage scale of 
which he spoke at Monday’s meet- 
ing did not include any cost of liv- 
ing money, but did explain how such 
a cost of living increase could be 
applied to two random wage units 
taken for demonstration. He also 
recommended that the town have 
a permanent Personnel Board to 
correlate and keep up to date wage 
and hour schedules for public em- 
ployees. 

Two motions introduced by the 
Personnel Committee were passed 
by the meeting, without opposition, 
both the Selectmen and Finance 
Committee voicing approval. 

The first was that the Wage and 
Salary Guide as published by the 
Finance Committee in 1950, and as 
later amended, be further amended 
by making the changes and addi- 
tions herein stated: 


Article 6 was inserted in the war- 
rant to see if the town would appro- 
priate money from the Excess and 
Deficiency Account to install a new 
water system at Palmer Play- 
ground to improved the playing 
condition of the tennis court there. 
The sum of $2,000 was originally 
asked for this article, hut upon the 
motion of the Finance Committee 
action upon it was indefinitely post- 
poned. Mr. Redding told the meet- 
ing the funds would not be neces- 
sary to effect the needed water im- 
provement at the tennis courts 
since the Water Department had 
agreed to furnish the necessary 
pipe for the installation with the 
Park Department supplying the 
labor. 

The meeting voted to authorize 
the Water and Sewer Board to 
transfer $4,000 from the personal 
services in the Water Department 
construction account to personal 
services in the Water Department 
maintenance account, and also the 
transfer of $2,500 from the personal 
services in the Sewer Department 
construction account to personal 
services in the Sewer Department 
maintenance account. 

Mr. Dwinell explained in this con- 
nection that the Board in estimat- 
ing the amounts needed for per- 
sonal services at the beginning of 
the year had overestimated the 
amount necessary for construction 
in both the Water and Sewer De- 
partments and underestimated the 
amount necessary for maintenance. 

Mr. Greer explained the request 
of the Selectmen for authority to 
add a new police officer to the de- 
partment, explaining that the great 
increase in motor traffic makes one 
or two new officers necessary for 
traffic law enforcement. 

The new officer asked for would 
he the beginning of a local traffic 
department and will devote his en- 
tire time to traffic enforcement, the 
Board considering also the appoint- 
ment of a new sergeant to devote a 
part of his time solely to traffic. 

The sum of $3,068 to be taken 
from the long suffering Excess and 
Deficiency Account was asked for 
the expense of the new officer, and 
after the Finance Committee flash- 
ed the green light, the sum was 
voted. 

Under Article 9 the sum of $215 
was asked to be transferred from 
Excess and Deficiency to make it 
possible for the clerk now working 
part time in the Accountant’s de- 
partment to become a full time 
clerk at a salary of $2,000. Mr. 
Greer and Mr. Redding argued the 
necessity for the full time clerk to 
relieve the accountant of routine 
work so that he can devote more 
time to the analytical work needed 
to assist department heads and 
committees such as the Personnel 
Committee. 

The meeting voted the money and 
also voted to accept the provisions 
of the General Laws permitting 
town officers and employees to be 


paid for their vacation before they 
lenve to enjoy it. 

The supposedly controversial ar- 
ticle dealing with more stringent 
regulation of the removal of soil 
from private property was referred 
to a committee of three to be ap- 
pointed by the moderator to study 
the proposed new law and make 
recommendations at a subsequent 
town meeting. 

The article dealing with rent con- 
trol was indefinitely postponed upon 
the recommendation of the Select- 
men, Mr. Greer feeling that from 
the Board’s experience there is lit- 
tle call for rent control in Win- 
chester at present. The Selectmen 
do feel, however, if the action on 
control is indefinitely postponed, it 
can he brought up for action at any 
time should there he evidence of 
abuse on the part of landlords. 

Mr. Hewis made the actual mo- 
tion for postponement, and after 
it had been carried the meeting was 
dissolved at 10:55 p. m.

After the business meeting we 
were addressed by Mr. John C. 
Macfarlane who is the director of 
New England Livestock Conserva- 
tion Inc., the office being at 180 
Longwood avenue, Boston, the 
M. S. P. C. A. building. 

He told us about the great need 
for improved equipment and better 
handling methods for livestock in 
our region, and said that consider- 
able advance has been made in the 
Brighton stock yards. 

“When livestock bruises, every- 
body loses”, is his slogan. 

Many old cows are taken to the 
market in trucks with sharp nails 
sticking out, as the trucks swerve 
the unfortunate animals are bruised 
by the nails even through their 
hides. After a long life giving 
calves and milk for people they are 
sold to make frankforts as the meat 
is too inferior for other use. 

Ignorance and thoughtlessness 
are responsible for most of the suf- 
fering of our food animals. They 
are kicked and beaten and prodded 
by rods which give electric shocks, 
as they are being loaded and un- 
loaded and hurried beyond reason. 

Money is constantly needed to 
carry on the human education so 
urgently needed in our rural areas. 

Much better methods of transpor- 
tation have been devised, so that 
the loss by bruises will not he so 
great. The result of bruised ani- 
mals, cows, calves, pigs and lambs, 
is poorer quality meat and less 
money for the one who has raised 
them. 

It is important to teach the far- 
mers particularly boys in 4H clubs, 
and other groups, the better 
methods.

the facts in connection with a mat- 
ter on which the town was voting 
the day the announcement of new 
plans appeared in the Star. 

Don did admit that wherever two 
interested people had gotten to- 
gether to discuss the overhead new 
plans had been born, but that these 
plans have been in form to merit 
consideration he questioned, and 
that they had ever been presented 
to the Board for study he denied. 

The Star surely hod no intention 
of putting the Selectmen in a false 
position and we have for a long, 
long time known the Board’s atti- 
tude on the elimination of the grade 
crossing in the square. They have 
made their position very clear! 
The article was given us by a citizen 
opposed to the overhead who asked 
us to publish it to let the public 
know that opponents were even 
then attempting to find an alter- 
nate solution. 

The idea seemed to be that in the 
event the referendum did not sup- 
port the overhead plan the town 
might know that there would be 
other plans forthcoming. We knew 
nothing more than that, and had 
nothing more sinister in mind.

There appears to be some mis- 
understanding in the town as to the 
use of the town-owned and-operated 
leaf collectors. 

These large machines which act 
like oversized vacuum cleaners do 
an excellent job of removing leaves, 
particularly when dry. They have 
been of great value to the street 
department in speeding up this 
operation and facilitating the dis- 
posal of the leaves. 

Many Winchester landowners, 
seeing the ease with which this de- 
vice is clearing the gutters of 
leaves, have adopted the practice of 
raking all the leaves from their 
property into the streets. This has 
multiplied the work of the leaf col- 
lecting crews manyfold. 

This equipment was purchased to 
take care of the leaves that normal- 
ly fall into the public ways. The 
two leaf collectors the town owns 
are barely adequate to keep up with 
this work. If property owners con- 
tinue to add to the burden by plac- 
ing their own leaves in the public 
ways it is obvious that the town’s 
equipment cannot hope to collect 
all the leaves before snow flies. 

It is doubtful that the town will 
buy as many additional leaf collec- 
tors as would be required to collect 
everyone’s leaves. 

Furthermore, the placing of 
leaves and other such material in 
the streets from private properties 
is illegal according to Article III, 
section 6 of the General By-laws 
of the Town. 

The attention of all residents is 
called to this practice which should 
he discontinued immediately.

OPEN HOUSE AT CALIDYNE 

The Calidyne Company, one of 
Winchester’s new businesses, held 
open house all last week at their 
fine new plant at 120 Cross street 
near the railroad bridge. Custom- 
ers and sules representatives, the 
people who actually deal with Cali- 
dyne, were entertained during the 
first three days of the week, and 
were absorbed in the various steps 
and processes that go into the ma- 
chines they buy. 

Thursday evening the company 
was host to its employees and their 
families and friends, and last Fri- 
day afternoon from 4:30 until 6 
o’clock local businessmen and non- 
business friends of the company 
were shown through the plant. 

Several hundred enjoyed the 
company’s hospitality, and a de- 
licious buffet luncheon waiting for 
the guests after they had made the 
round of the plant. The young 
ladies of the office staff with color- 
ful corsages met the guests as they 
entered and after signing the guest 
book, the visitors, in small groups, 
picked up a company employee 
serving as guide and began their 
tour, going first through the draft- 
ing rooms and from there to the 
machine and assembling rooms, the 
winding room, power plant, ship- 
ping and receiving room, coordinat- 
ing room and back to the general 
offices and private offices of the 
company owners, Robert C. Lewis 
of 41 Wildwood street, Thomas 
Gouzoule of 108 Arlington street, 
and Philip C. Efromson of 22 Hill- 
side avenue. L. W. Kelpley of 
Waltham is plant manager. 

A lay man, such as your Star 
reporter, was more or less mysti- 
fied by such machines as breakers, 
shearers, shapers and vibrators, 
one of which was by means of 
vibration actually playing music 
while making it possible for the 
listener to see the sound delcibels 
going up and down, now showing 
faintly, now sharply, in a small red 
finder. 

Even a layman can appreciate 
the precision work done in the 
clean, attractively laid-out plant, 
the fine mill work and the individ- 
ual assembling of the attractive 
consoles and chassis with their 
mystifying dials and controls. Here 
are machines that measure the 
vibration of airplane wings before 
they are sent into the air, there are 
other machines used in the new 
radar field. Some are made for 
the government, others for those 
who produce for the government. 
Everywhere is evidence of rigid 
precision. 

Aside from care-takers and 
janitors, there is no unskilled labor 
at Calidyne, and many of the em- 
ployees have engineering degrees 
from leading universities and 
technical schools. They were 
present on Friday and busy 
answering the questions of the 
more technically erudite of the 
visitors. 

While your Star reporter was 
there he saw many familiar faces, 
including Dr. Nelson Fontneau, 
who knew a surprising lot about 
the various machines in the shop; 
Horace Ford of Horace Ford’s res- 
taurant, Chief Charles J. Harrold 
of the Police Department, Select- 
men William C. Cusack and J. 
Joseph Tansey, former Selectman 
Harry Chefalo, local plumbing 
contractor; Vin Ambrose of Win- 
chester Trust Company, Billy Sul- 
livan of the Winchester National 
Bank, Jack Chitel of ChitePs Men’s 
Shop, and his father-in-law, Sam 
Alman, Don Simonds of Don-0 
products and Ted Burleigh, also 
Walter and Mrs. Hawkes. Others 
were coming and going all the time. 

So many have asked what Cali- 
dyne is that we print below: 

“The Calidyne Story” 

The Beginning 

It started with an idea. And, in 
January 1948, Robert C. Lewis and 
Philip C. Efromson formed a 
partnership to design, manufacture 
and sell electro-dynamic instru- 
ments to he used for vibration- 
testing of industrial, military and 
commercial products. Some six 
months luter, Thomas Gouzoule 
joined forces with Lewis and 
Efromson to complete the partner- 
ship as it exists today. 

The Name 

It is claimed that “Calidyne” is 
a coined word pulled out of thin 
air. But, its implications combine 
the words “Calibrate” and “dy- 
j namics.” From this the inference 
j can be drawn that it means the 
| “measurement of a dynamic force” 
! such as Vibration. 

Early Years 

For many months, Calidyne had 
no employees. The partners did all 
the work including engineering, 
purchasing, manufacturing and 
; selling. But, by January I960, two 
; years later, two machinists, a 
stenographer and a part-time elec- 
trical technician were on the pay- 
roll. The “plant” consisted of a 
small part of an old garage at 751 
Main street in Winchester. The 
first machine tool was a second- 
hand bench milling machine.

REFERENDUM VOTE BY PRECINCTS 

Elimination of Grade Crossing in the Centro 
and Construction of n Tra flic Bypass 


SURVEYORS 
AT SWANTON STREET

area shortly after the town meeting 
of October 22nd at which the grade 
crossing project was approved, the 
Selectmen made* certain sugges- 
tions and recommendations to the 
State Department of Public Works.

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OVERHEAD VOTED 


REFERENDUM SUPPORTED 
LIMITED TOWN MEETING 


MESSIAH TO BE PRESENTED 


By a vote of 2,982 to 2,109 the 
referendum election held last Fri- 
day, supported the members of the 
limited town meeting, held October 
22, when it was voted 143 to 23, to 
approve the overhead tracks plan 
for the elimination of the grade 
crossing und to authorize the Se- 
lectmen, or chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, to enter into definite 
agreements with the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works and any other 
parties in interest which will bring 
about the elimination of the grade 
crossing and provide therewith a 
traffic bypass around the center; 
and to appropriate $190,000 as the 
town’s entire share of the expense 
of the project. 

This is the second referendum 
held on the overhead plan for the 
elimination of the grade crossing, 
a previous one having been held in 
April of 1952. At that time the 
overhead plan won out 3,120 to 
1,742, the referendum supporting 
the action of the March* town meet- 
ing. the members of which voted 
for the overhead 151 to 1. 

Last Friday’s referendum shows 
a loss in votes for the overhead of 
138 and a gain of 367 for those op- 
posing the plan. The total vote 
this time was larger, 5,096 going to 
the polls last Friday and 4,862 in 
April, 1952. In that year slightly 
more than 54 percent of the 9,000 
voters expressed their preference, 
and this year’s vote was no better 
percentage-wise, in fact it was just 
the same, 54 percent plus. 

In view of the advance interest, 
and the heat of the campaign over 
the weeks since the special meeting 
in October it does not speak too 
well for the voters’ interest in a 
major project having a lasting in- 
fluence on the future of the town 
that only 54 percent of the elect- 
orate would take the trouble to 
vote. 

This year’s campaign was fully 
as hot as its predecessor, with 
every possible effort being made to 
ic*..h the voters, including adver- 
tising in the newspapers, telephone 
solicitation and the distribution of 
pamphlets and flyers to the house- 
holders. 

The Selectmen had distributed 
with the warrants for the referen- 
dum a pamphlet explaining the 
overhead and giving the reasons 
leading them to recommend it to 
the town. This was countered by a 
flyer fairly widely circulated by 
John C. Wakefield, Mrs. Alonzo 
Woodside and a group of opponents 
of the plan. 

The going got pretty heavy 
toward the end of the campaign 
with each side accusing the other 
of misrepresentation and each side 
battling hard right up to the very 
last minute. 

As before, Mrs. Woodside was the 
chief leader of the opposition to 
the overhead, though this time she 
was accorded rather more support 
than last year. She faced a hercu- 
lean task in opposing the Select- 
men, Finance Committee, Planning 
Board and a large and prominent 
body of former town officials, hut 
she and her supporters went down 
fighting, and even as late as noon 
time on the day of the referendum 
advocutes of the overhead were in- 
dulging in few very long breaths. 

This year’s referendum vote ran 
consistently ahead of the vote in 
’52, according to Town Clerk Mabel 
W. Stinson. Following are the 
votes cast by times:

In another column the referen- 
dum vote is given by precincts and 
doubtless this tabulation will prove 
interesting to those who like to 
analyze u vote and see where the 
pros and cons are located. 

Only two precincts, 1 and 6, had 
a majority against the overhead, 
and in neither was the majority 
heavy, 81 votes in 1 and 32 in 6. 
This last majority was a hit sur- 
prising as was the 138 majority 
for the overhead in Precinct 2, the 
Plains precinct, where opposition 
to the overhead was said to be 
strong. 


Sunday, December 13, at four o’- 
clock in the Winchester Unitarian 
Church, will be the occasion of the 
second public performance in Win- 
chester of the Christmas section 
and the Hallelujah Chorus of Han- 
del’s “Messiah”. That will be ex- 
actly 211 years and 8 months from 
the time of its first performance 
anywhere, which happened to be at 
a concert in Dublin, Ireland. As 
the story goes, Handel wrote this 
oratorio — in 24 days, incidentally, 
generally considered to be a record 
for the course — with a thoughtful 
regard for certain distinct limita- 
tions in Dublin’s orchestral and 
choral resources. The “Messiah” 
is not a particularly complex piece. 
It has the size and dignity and 
melodic beauty which have made it 
perhaps the one great classic work 
of music automatically connected 
with Christmas in the minds of 
many people for many years; but 
its theme is fundamentally simple 
rather than elaborate, philosophical 
rather than emotional. 

The “Messiah” was a tremendous 
popular success from the beginning. 
Handel, until his death, brought it 
out every year in London to great 
applause; it is the work by which 
he is most familiarly known to 
most of us; and most of us know 
about the tradition, presumably 
started by King George II of Eng- 
land, that the congregation rises 
and remains standing through the 
Hallelujah Chorus. Also, it has 
been the subject of much editing, 
re-arranging, and “interpretation” 
in vocal and orchestral parts alike, 
by Handelian scholars of vast cate- 
gory from Mozart to Vincent No- 
vello, all doubtless convinced that 
they were improving on the ori- 
ginal. 

However that may be, the ver- 
sion to be presented December 13, 
by the augmented Winchester Uni- 
tarian Choir is authentically re- 
ported to be virtually as Handel 
originally composed it. The “Mes- 
siah” is so traditional an associa- 
tion of the Christmas season that 
there is no need to emphasize here 
that this forthcoming performance 
should not be missed.

“The nation’s railroads are tak- 
ing a highly important part in the 
vast dispersal of industry for de- 
fense movement,” an industry 
spokesman said in Woburn Wed- 
nesday evening, November 18. 

Charles P. O’Rourke, Jr., of 
Symmes road, former Winchester 
High athlete, a member of the 
freight traffic department of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, told 
members of the Woburn “Y” 
Men’s Club how the railroads’ 
industrial departments help locate 
new industries and relocate old 
ones. 

“One Eastern railroad helped lo- 
cate and relocate 336 permanent in- 
dustries along its lines in 1952,” he 
said. 

Mr. O’Rourke spoke under the 
auspices of the Railroad Commu- 
nity Committee of Greater Boston, 
recently organized by the Eastern 
Railroad Presidents Conference. 
The meeting was held in the Wo- 
burn YMCA. 

The speaker emphasized the es- 
sential nature of the railroads’ par- 
ticipation in the industry dispersal 
trend. “Many large firms have re- 
located with the help of engineers 
in our industrial departments,” he 
said. 

“They not only help choose a 
proper location for the firm, but 
handle problems of light, power 
and other utilities, survey labor 
markets and availability of hous- 
ing, schools, stores and other nec- 
essary items. 

“We have a number of new 
industries located in Woburn and 
Wilmington and other areas along 
the road’s right of way. And, of 
course, while we are helping the 
new industries we are also helping 
ourselves — but the end in view is 
much more far reaching than n 
railroad grab for business.” 

.»lr. O’Rourke outlined the 
growth and development of the 
railroads and said thut they are 
now spending more than $1 billion 
a year on improvement and moder- 
nization — $8 billion in eight years, 
“more than what the country has 
spent on atomic power.” 

He told his hearers that nearly 
j all of them, as insurance policy 
holders at least, are investors in 
the nation’s railroads. 

As investors, he told them they 
should be interested in such things 
as the number of rail employees — 
1,226,000 in the country, 12,600 on 
the B & M — and the annual payroll, 
which runs to nearly $5 and 1/3 
billion nationally. 

He said it takes an average of 
$21,436 to start one railroad man 
on his job, exclusive of wages. 

The railroad tax bill for last 
year, he said, came to $1 Vfe billion. 
“On the local level,” he said, “the 
Boston & Maine alone paid out 
$2,944,000 in taxes, both state and 
municipal.” 

As for the national railroad tax 
bill, Mr. O’Rourke said: 

“In terms of money the railroads 
took in, this means that all their 
revenue from passenger traffic, plus 
all the money they received for ex- 
press shipments, plus two-thirds of 
their revenue for carrying mail 
were required to pay their local, 
state and federal taxes.”

ing factor in Inst Friday’s refer- 
endum. There were other factors 
of course. The proponents made 
much of the argument that those 
opposing the overhead had no other 
plan to offer, while the opposition 
countered with the claim that no 
plan hut the overhead would he 
ronsidered. Some undoubtedly vot- 
ed against the plan to save the 
$100,000 which is the town’s share 
of the six million dollar project, 
while others argued that to get six 
million dollars worth of construc- 
tion for $100,000 is a good deal. 
Some were undoubtedly influenced 
by the warning of overhead pro- 
ponents that if Winchester did not 
tnkc the six million, it would go to 
some other community. Each side 
accused the other of misrepresen- 
tation and very probably neither 
was wholly blameless in this re- 
pect. For example the proponents’ 
claim of deaths due t«» the rail- 
road differed widely from that 
of the legal department of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad published by 
the other side. Some of the claims 
were not pretty, and undoubtedly 
personalities entered into the final 
decision of the voters to far too 
great an extent. From all the argu- 
ments, pro and con, one fact 
emerges clearly. The limited town 
meeting delegates can not be 
argued to represent the feelings of 
their respective precincts when a 
vote passed by a limited town 
meeting with the overwhelming 
majority of 143 to ‘23 can get by in 
a referendum vote, under the most 
favorable of conditions, by only 
873 votes out of 5,096 cast. 


The Star was interested this week 
to be told that because of the “land 
takings” involved in the overhead 
tracks and diversionary highway 
project the vote, both at town meet- 
ing and in referendum should have 
required a two-thirds majority to 
pass. The town meeting vote was 
away in excess of two thirds, but 
the referendum would have deci- 
sively beaten the proposal to raise 
the tracks had a two thirds vote 
been necessary. The Star, when 
told of the two-thirds vote angle, 
felt that perhaps such a vote would 
not apply in the case of the over- 
head since the land money was ap- 
propriated for damages and not 
takings. As we understand it, ex- 
cept for a small bit at the Win- 
chester Drug corner all the land to 
he used for the temporary tracks 
and permanent construction of the 
overnead can he returned to the 
owners. In the case of the diver- 
sionary highway some of the abut- 
tors are losing strips of land per- 
manently, and if the town was tak- 
ing the land, a two-thirds vote 
would be necessary. In every in- 
stance however, the State is taking 
the land, permanently or other- 
wise, so that the town has nothing 
to say about the matter, except to 
pay the $190,000 which the State 
has designated as our portion of 
the land damages. The State of 
course needs no vote by a city or 
town to take land, either tempor- 
arily or permanently. 

The votes are in and counted 
and it now looks definitely as 
though we are going to have the 
railroad tracks raised from ap- 
proximately the Medford to the 
Woburn line to eliminate the grade 
crossing in the center. The pro- 
ponents of the overhead plan are 
now rejoicing in their victory and 
those opposed to the great wall 
through town are dreading its com- 
ing erection. As opposing the 
overhead, the Star would feel a lot 
better about the outcome of last 
week’s referendum if a larger pro- 
portion of the town's citizens had 
evinced a greater interest in rais- 
ing the tracks through town and a 
greater proportion of the town’s 
electorate had voted for the scheme. 
At the time of the previous referen- 
dum on the overhead only a little 
more than 54 percent of the town’s 
registered voters went to the polls, 
and many were disturbed over 
what was thought to be an inexcus- 
able apathy over a matter of im- 
portance affecting the town for all 
time. This year’s vote, though 
larger, 5,096 to 4,869 in April of 
’52, is still no better percentage 
wise than the previous 54 percent, 
being virtually the same. As a 
matter of fact, and in spite of re- 
peated announcements that a great 
majority of the citizens of the town 
favor the overhead, only about 32 
percent of the 9,421 registered 
voters have been recorded in favor. 
Actually more than 33 percent of 
the approximately 9,000 voters in 
April, ’52, voted for the overhead 
at the previous referendum. The 
official census figures of 1950 total 
the town’s population at 15,567, and 
even with this figure, which of 
course is too low, even for 1950, 
slightly less than 13 percent of the 
town’s inhabitants want the over- 
head tracks. Granting, of course, 
that all the town’s population is not 
adult and eligible to vote, the per- 
centage of those who want the 
great wall through town still is not 
impressive, though we will have to 
admit it is greater than those who 
by their vote at least have signified 
that they do not want it. The pro- 
ponents had a strong hand to play 
from. With the Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board, Finance Committee and 
the State Commissioner of Public 
Works recorded for raising the 
tracks, not to mention the last 
minute boost from the Assessors, 
those leuding the opposition had a 
really tough row to hoe, particular- 
ly in view of the gospel that had 
been widely spread to the effect 
that it was the “overhead or noth- 
ing”. Undoubtedly those who felt 
strongly enough that something 
had to be done about traffic in the 
square, went for this reasoning, 
and we believe this was the deeid- 


MOZART LIKE MAPLE SYRUP! 


Editor of the Star: 

Every fall hundreds of hopeful 
parents arrange for music lessons 
with enthusiastic teachers, and 
hundreds of children, with dreams 
of making music, go to their first 
lesson. How many teacher hours 
and little boy and girl hours are 
needed to make one dream come 
true ? 

Judging by the innumerable 
adults who had music lessons in 
their youth but now “Can’t play a 
note”, who wish their parents had 
made them practice, who wish their 
parents had not forced them to 
practice, there has been an enor- 
mous waste of time, effort, and 
money, and this waste, with ac- 
companying feelings of regret or 
resentment, will go on unless cer- 
tain facts are recognized and cer- 
tain things brought under control. 

A Mozart sonata is like maple 
syrup. It takes five gallons of 
technique to produce one pint of 
pure Mozart. Let’s face the first 
fact. The child has to practice, and 
practice every day. The other fact is 
that the teacher sees her pupil once 
a week, or at best, twice, and, if she 
is worth her salt, will send the 
child home full of ambition ana 
enthusiasm. What happens to that 
enthusiasm? Is it put to work and 
kept alive, or allowed to evaporate 
through lack of planning, or stifled 
by a multiplicity of other matters 
clamoring for the child’s attention? 
Who is responsible for it, 

If a parent assumes this respon- 
sibility, good! Heifetz, himself a 
parent, believes that “the parental 
attitude is the main factor in mak- 
ing the difference between a suc- 
cessful musical education and a 
botched-up business, in which the 
child resents the parents, and the 
parents feel they are wasting 
money on the lessons, and the prac- 
tice hour becomes a pitched battle.” 

We all know those pitched bat- 
tles! How can they be avoided? 
But remember, the child wants 
music. He himself probably asked 
for the lessons. Every child under- 
stands the need for practice in 
games and sports, and not one be- 
grudges the hours of practice on 
the playing field or in the gymna- 
sium. He has already accepted the 
idea of practicing and certainly at 
first he is willing and eager to 
practice. Then how do we keep 
him eager and willing? Here is 
where careful planning and cooper- 
ation is needed. 

Help the child choose a con- 
venient time for practicing, and a 


place too, if the instrument is not 
the piano, then stick to it. Protect 
that time and the child from en- 
croachments and distractions. Like 
a dental appointment, there simply 
are no arguments against keeping 
it. Also, decide with him in ad : 
vance how he is to he reminded, 
should he forget. A gentle re- 1 
minder, even a look, can he turned 
into “nngging” by a guilty mind. 
He may prefer to keep his own 
practice chart. 

By all means surround him with 
music to keep his goal in sight and 
remind him what the practice is for. 
Play with him. Play for him. Play 
for yourself. It will do you good 
as well ns him. Take him to con- 
certs. Tune in to the wonderful 
concerts offered by TV and radio. 
Buy him records. Don’t ask him if 
he had a “good lesson”, but show 
genuine interest in what he is 
learning, and why, and how. Cu- 
riosity stimulates, enthusiasm is 
contagious, and appreciation and 
encouragement work wonders. 

Today’s competition for time and 
attention is not confined to our 
children. Aren’t we all in the same 
maddening dilemma of having con- 
stantly to choose what we consider 
most worth our tiipe and attention 
and letting less important things 
go? Perhaps if we help our chil 
dren to learn to make a wise sclec 
tion of activities they will not have 
ulcers and break -clowns when they 
reach our age. 

There is no age limit to the mak- 
ing of music. The practice and 
playing of the game is more impor 
tant than the outcome. Time spent 
now in practicing and playing 
music is an adventure into the 
world of sound — a world of time- 
less beauty with no boundaries, no 
tensions, and is an investment for 
an enriched life to the t>nd.

Expansion 

In January 1951, there were still 
only nine employees but it was in 
this year that the company became 
known and recognized.

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Men and women who remain in 
active military service after De- 
cember 31, 1953, or enter service 
after that date will get social 
security wage credits under the 
old-age ami suvivors insurance 
program, the Cambridge social 
security office, declared today. 

A newly enacted amendment to 
the law extends the period of mili- 
tary service coverage to July 1, 
1955. Persons in service will get 
$160 a month social security wage 
credits for each month of active 
duty until that date. Under the 
previous law, social security mili- 
tary wage credits did not apply to 
months of active service after De- 
cember 31, 1953. 

The Manager of the Cambridge 
office pointed out that this amend- 
ment to the Social Security Act is 
of particular value to those who 
will not complete their period of 
active military service this year, 
and to those newly entering mili- 
tary service. It will be of advan- 
tage also to some career service 
persons who completed their 30 
years of service during the World 
War II period and who are still on 
active duty. They will continue to 
get $160 a month social security 
wage credits until mid-1955. 

Another provision of the amend- 
ed law extends the time for filing 
application for lump-sum death 
payments. This is of interest to 
survivors of service persons who 
die outside the United States after 
December 1953, and whose remains 
are returned to any one of the 48 
States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico, or the Virgin Islands for 
burial or reburial. Under the 
amended law, lump-sum payments 
may he made in case death occurred 
in active service abroad before 
July 1955 provided application 
for the payment is made within 
two years of the date of burial or 
reburial.

The city council, notes the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, has ask- 
ed to annex more than 1,000 acres 
of the surrounding Wiltshire coun- 
tryside. And in the 1,000 acres 
lies Old Sarum, from which the 
populace followed their clergy 
more than 700 years ago to found 
nearby New Sarum, now called 
Salisbury. 

G. I. Memories 

American soldiers of two wars, 
training on the grassy Salisbury 
Plain to fight in France and Ger- 
many, well remember the pictur- 
esque city. Through 13th century 
gateways, they passed on their 
short days of leave into narrow 
streets flanked by small neat 
houses with red roofs. Warm and 
friendly townspeople welcomed 
them. 

In beamed public rooms of an- 
cient inns — tte White Hart, the 
Rose and Crown and the Old 
George — they lolled on Jacobean 
furniture before crackling log fires 
while they learned the pleasant 
British custom of tea at 4 p. m. 

They fed the friendly ducks and 
swans in the clean, weedy rivers, 
one of them the Avon, that come 
together at Salisbury. Returning 
to barracks in the misty dark, they 
met the cheerful little owls of rural 
England, hooting unafraid beside 
the winding lanes. 

Hundreds of them, on sunny 
Sundays and moon-drenched nights, 
climbed the green slopes of the 
great mound that is Old Sarum to- 
day. But few knew they lolled and 
romanced on the original Salisbury. 

Men of prehistory who carried 
huge stones down from Wales to 
build Stonehenge a few miles away 
may also have built at Old Sarum. 
Whatever its origin, Roman in- 
vaders took over a town in being 
and called it Sorbiodunum. 

Home of Kings 

Kings of Wessex followed to 
erect a moated castle, a cathedral 
and homes for their followers. 
Jammed closely together, clergy 
and soldiery squabbled continually. 
One day the soldiers locked out the 
priests, who promptly started 
building New Sarum. The people 
deserted the soldiers for the priests, 
and by the 16th century, Old Sarum 
was a deserted ruin. 

The church of St. Mary, known 
the world over as the Salisbury 
Cathedral, subject of paintings by 
John Constable, was 38 years build- 
ing. The time was the 13th cen- 
tury, when Henry III was king. 
Somewhat severe inside, but re- 
garded as one of the finest ex- 
amples of English Gothic archi- 
tecture, the narrow, cruciform 
cathedral has the tallest spire in 
England. 

Standing atop a tower not en- 
gineered to support such a great 
weight, the 404-foot landmark has 
been a worry for 600 years. Re-

pairmen have worked on it many 
times. In 1668, Sir Christopher 
Wren found it leaning almost two 
feet out of plumb. Even the rever- 
berations of the church organ have j 
caused fear for its stability. 

Following World War II, crafts- 
men in stone spent two years re- 
building the topmost 25 feet in a 
major renovation financed in part 
by American gifts. Two German 
fighter-bombers in 1942 almost 
saved them the effort. Swooping 
low on one of the few occasions 
Salisbury heard guns fired in 
anger, they narrowly missed run- 
ning into the spire in the low over- 
cast. Several homes and the city’s 
domestic gas holder were hit that 
day.

The tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier in Arlington National Cem- 
etery has one of the largest single 
blocks of marble quarried in Amer- 
ica, says the National Geographic 
Society.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
MEN S CLUB MEETING 

The speaker for the second meet- 
; ng of the Men’s Club, of the First 
i Congregational Church to be held 
Tuesday, December 1, will be Dr. 
John S. Badeau, President of the 
Near East Foundation, New York 
City. 

The title of Dr. Badeau’s talk will 
be "Watch The Middle East — 
World Danger Zone”. 

Dr. Badeau has just returned to 
this country from an extensive trip 
through the Near East where he 
has visited at length with the 
leaders of government and public 
life in Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, Iran, 
and Greece. 

Dr. Badeau is one of the best in- 
formed Americans on affairs in the 
Near and Middle East. For the 
past seveh years he has been the 
President of the American Univer- 
sity at Cairo, Egypt, the lending 
educational institution of that 
strategic land. 

During the war Dr. Badeau was 
chief of the Middle Eastern Affairs 
division of the U. S. Office of War 
Information. 

Following graduation from Union 
College in 1924 ns an engineer, Dr. 
Badeau decided to turn to education 
and missionary work in the Near 
East. Accordingly, he gave up en- 
gineering to attend Union Theo- 
logical Seminary from which he re- 
ceived the Master’s degree in reli- 
gion and philosophy in 1928. From 
that time to the present his life has 
been spent in the Near East. He 
has taught in schools and colleges 
in Mesopotamia, Mosul, Bagdad, 
and Cairo. From 1938-1942 he was 
Dean of the Faculty of the Amer- 
ican University at Cairo. 

Dr. Badeau is the author of two 
recent studies on the Near East 
published by the Foreign Policy 
Association. One is entitled "East 
and West of Suez”. The other is 
"Modern Egypt. 

Our guest is no stranger to Win 
Chester, having spoken to the an- 
nual meeting of the College Club 
two years ago. He is one of the 
most dynamic speakers on world 
affairs and is in heavy demand 
among American colleges and For- 
eign Policy Association gatherings. 
This should he one of the year’s 
most worthwhile evenings. 

The meeting will start with sup- 
per at G:30 p. m. 

Following supper there will be a 
program of music by Miss Dorothy 
E. Brandt and the Male Chorus of 
the Senior Choir.

"THE IMPORTANCE 
OF BEING EARNEST" 

A comedy of manners by Oscar 
Wilde was presented by the Parish 
Players of the First Congregation- 
al Church under the direction of 
Harlan F. Grant November ID, 20 
and 21 in the Little Theatre Be- 
neath a Spire, with the following 
cast:

In selecting Oscar Wilde’s “The 
Importance of Being Earnest” for 
their opening play of the season, 
the Parish Players undertook a dif- 
ficult assignment, for a comedy of 
manners such as this, with its 
graceful foolery, demands from 
both director and cast an under- 
standing of an ago in which “style” 
above all else was an essential for 
those accepted as “society.” 

Does not Wilde accurately place 
his pen on the weakness of his time 
when he has Gwendolyn say, “In 
matters of grave importance, style, 
not sincerity, is the vital thing”? 
It is greatly to the credit of Mr. 
Grant that he was able to impart 
to the cast an appreciation of the 
graceful farce demanded, and to 
the cast that they were able to 
grasp and project the playfulness 
that is the essence of Wilde’s com- 
mentary on frivolous society. 

The humor of this play is like a 
bubble which the characters lightly 
and with exaggerated gestures toss 
back and forth until it is suddenly 
and daintily pricked with an epi- 
gram or a quip that showers drop- 
lets of mirth over the audience. 
The lightness, the quickness so 
much required by a comedy of 
manners was achieved to a pleasing 
degree by the very competent east 
selected for this production. 

The story of “The Importance of 
Being Earnest” is too well known 
to bear extended repeating here, but 
the highly improbable situation 
which finds two young men seeking 
to be re-christened Earnest in order 
to capture the affections of two very 
desirable young ladies, only to find 
that they are brothers and accept- 
able to their sweethearts despite 
their names, provided a most en- 
joyable evening. 

As John Worthing, a newcomer 
to the Parish Players, William 
Bohnort gave an excellent perform- 
ance. His expressive use of his 
hands, his facial reactions, his very 
graceful bodily movements set the 
key for the entire play. He took full 
advantage of every opportunity 
given him by the playwright to 
strike an attitude or to convey the 
superficiality of his quick wit. 

George Hebb, as Algernon Mon- 
crieff, showed that he has made 
great strides in his technique since 
his first appearance on the Players’ 
stage. His boyishness, his evident 
enjoyment of the part he was play- 
ing came across nicely to the audi- 
ence. He was strong where he 
needed to be strong, and he was 
truly the love-sick youth when in 
the presence of his Cecily. He 
pointed his lines neatly and moved 
about the stage with plenty of as- 
surance. It was his best perform- 
ance to date and one well calculated 
to give him confidence in any fu- 
ture portrayals. 

In full possession of the stage 
whenever she appeared was Jac- 
queline Sibley as a typical Oscar 
Wilde dowager, Lady Bracknell. 
How she dripped scorn, how biting 
was her sarcasm, how calculating 
her assay of the suitors, how im- 
pressive her bearing. Here is an 
actress of accomplishment who did 
Wilde’s didactic talk proud. If a 
reviewer is to give his judgment, 
for what it is worth, the laurel 
must be handed Mrs. Sibley for 
the outstanding performance of 
the show. 


As Gwendolyn, Connie Hessler 
caught the mood of artificiality in 
both gesture nnd inflection. Her’s 
was a studied performance in which 
she did not for an instant let 
down in character. Like Mr. Hcbb, 
her portrayal of the part showed 
thnt she has made steady progress 
as an actress. 

There may have been more beau- 
tiful girls on the Players’ stage in 
the past but, if so, this reviewer 
has missed them. Becky Smith, as 
Cecily, was lovely enough to make 
any man’s heart heat fnster, wheth- 
er in Wilde’s time or today. Her’s 
was a most appealing performance 
and we trust thnt Parish Players’ 
audiences will see her more and 
more in the plays to come. 

Marian Blake was a perfect Miss 
Prism. Her fluttery uncertainty, 
her demure advances to Rev. Chau- 
sable, her spinstcrish coquetry 
when her advances were encourag- 
ed, and her pleasure when her bag 
was restored to her were a joy to 
watch. That bag! Years ago she 
had left it in a railway station, for- 
getting thnt it contained a baby. 
Now she has it back and all she 
can say is, “It has been a great 
inconvenience being without it all 
these years.” A priceless line as 
Mrs. Blake gave it! 

Thomas Morse’s Rev. Chnusable 
was an excellent character job. 
Sententious, quite horrified nt the 
worldliness of the young people, 
lie brought the house down when 
he snid, “Were I fortunate enough 
to be Miss Prism’s pupil, I would 
hang upon her lips,” and followed 
it up with a nicely restrained com- 
ic horror when he realized what he 
had uttered. 

Let us not forget those two mod- 
el gentlemen’s gentlemen, Fred 
Skerry and Robert Dickson. This 
reviewer got the distinct impres- 
sion that they were quite conde- 
scending to their respective “Sirs,” 
neatly conveyed by a projection of 
thought. A tribute to art in small 
parts. 

Lest this review be considered 
too glowing, admittedly there were 
faults as there are in any amateur 
production. But in the final analy- 
sis, the answer as to how good a 
play is rests with the audience. The 
audience obviously enjoyed it. Er- j 
go, it was a good play. 

A word of tribute to the two sots: 
colorful, dramatic, they provided a 
perfect backdrop for the mood of 
the play.

With the opening performance of 
the operetta, “The Fortune Teller”,

well-balanced cast of over sixty, 
work hard toward the perfection of 
their presentation of one of the 
most popular of all light operettas. 

Choruses featuring the Royal 
Hussars, the Grand Opera Ballet, 
and a hand of gypsies combine to 
add color and variety to the witty 
dialogue of the story. Interest in 
the ballet numbers has grown with 
the announcement that the group of 
talented girls in this feature have 
originated their own dances under 
the direction of Barbara Hottel of 
the sophomore class. With careful 
attention to details of professional 
make-up, to special scenery, and to 
colorful character costuming, the 
performance promises to equal, if 
not to surpass, the production four 
years ago by the same groups of 
“II. M. S. Pinafore.” 

For those who may not he fa- 
miliar with the story, a brief sum- 
mary might add to their enjoy- 
ment, next Friday and Saturday 
evenings. 

As the story opens in Act One, 
Count Berezowski, Commandant of 
the Secret Police in Livonia, has in- 
vited the Grand Opera Ballet to a 
garden party at his chateau. HU 
purpose is to locate a Royal Lot- 
tery ticket which he believes to he 
in the possession of one of the girls. 
This ticket belongs to King Gustaf, 
who is to win the grand prize in 
the lottery drawing the following 
day, so the Count must recover it 
or face the King’s extreme dis- 
pleasure. Aided by Fresco, the 
Ballet Master, he discovers that 
Irma has the ticket. She refuses 
to yield it to him, so to obtain it 
the Count plans to marry her. Irma 
is in love with Captain Ladislaus 
of the Livonian Hussars; however, 
her twin brother Fedor has appar- 
ently deserted the army, and to save 
him from the army and from a fir- 


ing squad Irma consents to marry 
the Count. 

It occurs to her that she might 
save Fedor while at the same time 
avoiding the unpleasant marriage 
to the Count if she disguises her* 
self in one of Fedor’s uniforms and 
replaces him at the palace. She 
leaves the lottery ticket for the 
Count, but it falls into the hands 
of her admirer, Ladislaus, who 
holds it as a trump card over the 
Count. 

A hand of gypsies arrives. Lad- 
islaus buys the gypsy fortune teller, 
Musette, from her parents, intend- 
ing to substitute her for Irma at 
the Count’s wedding. Fresco, who 
is trying to salvage a bribe from 
the count, helps him by breaking 
the Count’s monocle. Practically 
blind, the Count is taken in by the 
subterfuge, and the first act closes 
with the prospect of his marriage 
to the gypsy girl. 

In Act Two the gypsies return 
to steal Musette, but she has decid- 
ed she prefers to become a Coun- 
tess and sends them away. San- 
dor, her gypsy lover, pleads with 
her to return to him. 

The Count discovers the plot to 
marry him off to the wrong girl, 
and insists that Irma keep her 
promise to marry him. As the lot- 
tery ticket has been stolen from 
Ladislaus, it appears that she must 
go through with the marriage to 
save her brother’s life. 

The final solution of the com- 
plications brings the story to a 
happy ending, one satisfying to 
both the players and the audience.

Irene K. Thresher, representa- 
tive in the General Court from 
Newton, was the speaker at the 
last meeting of the Winchester Wo- 
men’s Republican Club held in the 
Baptist Social Hall on Wednesday, 
November 18. Mrs. Robert Wood 
Reynolds, president of the club, 
conducted the business meeting, 
and the speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. Rowland V. Patrick, chair- 
man of education. 

Mrs. Thresher is one of seven 
women in our legislature, which is 
a small number in comparison with 
the number of women serving in 
the legislatures of many other 
states. With this in mind, the 
speaker paid tribute to women in 
government, pointing out that un- 
like men who frequently enter poli- 
tics for personal gains, women usu- 
ally seek election because they have 
I ideals they are fighting for and 
! causes they wish to sponsor and 
j improve. 

j Mrs. Thresher urged her audi- 
| ence to familiarize themselves with 
] our legislative procedure. “Come 
: and see us spend the tax dollar,” 
she invited. She paid tribute to the 
“Right of Petition” we have in 
Massachusetts whereby anyone can 
file a bill and which entitles every 
piece of legislation to a thorough 
hearing. Three to four thousand 
bills are reported out each year. 

Particularly interesting was the 
speaker’s report of her work on 
special committees. As a member 
of the committee on education, re- 
lating to all bills in education on 
the state level, she pointed out that 
recently has been passed the 
long-sought law providing for the 
certification of teachers. Of great 
importance also has been the pass- 
j age of the Married Women Teach- 
! ers Act, whereby marriage is no 
I longer a cause for dismissal. Prog- 
j ress is being made in educational 
television with a grant forthcoming 
from the Ford Foundation and the 
Lowell Institute to he advising the 
proposed station. 

As a member of the Public Wel- 
fare Commission Mrs. Thresher re- 
ported that she has visited widely 
our mental health institutions, find- 
ing them by and large satisfactory. 
However more intelligent social 
planning is necessary for the ag- 
ing, and industry should not arbi- 
trarily retire people at 65, she felt. 

In our penal institutions, she re- 
gretted, we are doing the poorest 
job. There are too many repeaters 
in our reformatories and prisons. 
We are not rehabilitating people. 
A successful experiment is going 
forward, she said, at the prison 
camp in Miles Standish Forest in 
Plymouth, where a picked group 
of trusties are working together 
under minimum security restric- 
tions and living healthy, construc- 
tive lives. 

A social hour concluded the af- 
ternoon. Tea was served by Mrs. 
Wilfred McKenzie and her commit- 
tee. Mrs. William I. Palmer and 
Mrs. Ralnh Bonnell poured.

SCHOOL ATTEfiDAHCF POUCY 

The policy of the Winchester 
.School Committee with regard to 
school attendance during inclement 
weather was stated last year in a 
notice sent to the parents of all 
school children. In order to re- 
acquaint townspeople with this 
policy the following statement is 
reprinted. 

To All Patrons: 

In order to prevent any misun- 
derstandings, and to assure our 
patrons of our desire to do the best 
thing for individual pupils and the 
school system ns a whole, the 
School Committee desires to state 
publicly its policy concerning school 
attendance. 

1. The School Committee is in 
terested in the safety and health of 
the children as well ns in their 
regular, well-planned instruction. 

2. The schools will he kept open 
every day possible. In case of un- 
usually severe weather or travel 
conditions, the Superintendent may, 
at his discretion, close the schools. 

H. There are many competent ob- 
servers who believe that the safety 
of our children is greater when they 
are in school than when they arc 
not. However, the schools may be 
open on days when the parent feels 
it inadvisable to send the child for 
reasons of health or safety. On 
such days, the parent should decide 
what he thinks is for the best in- 
terest of the child. 

4. Sometimes, the weather may 


improve to such an extent soon 
lifter the opening of school that 
the pupil can reach school safely 
and without danger to his health. 
Although he may he tardy, the 
parent should send him with a note 
to school explaining the tardiness. 

5. When a large percentage of 
pupils is absent, the teachers will 
not take up any new work. In any 
enso, every efTort will be made to 
help pupils make up the work that 
has been missed. 

0. Whenever absent from school 
for any reason, the pupil must pre- 
sent a note from the parent on his 
return to school explaining such 
absence,

WINCHESTER, 39; WOBURN, 13 

SPIRITED TANNERS MADE 
GAME OF FIRST HALF 

Winchester beat its traditional 
rival Woburn, .'10 to 13, on Thanks- 
giving Day at Manchester Field be- 
fore a huge crowd thnt must have 
reached 8,000 and that many be- 
lieved was considerably larger. The 
six thousand seats in the enlarged 
grandstand were jammed and 
I crowds surged to the very edge of 
(he gridiron in both end zones with 
the bankings behind the Woburn 
, stands and at the junior high school 
being black with people. Bright 
sunshine after the heavy storm of 
Wednesday got the crowd out for 
the classic, and the field was in 
surprisingly good shape considering 
the heavy rains of Monday and 
Wednesday. 

The big crowd saw a good hall- 
game for the first half, underdog 
Woburn offering spirited opposition 
to heavily favored Winchester and 
actually controlling play most of 
the time before half time except 
for the Indians’ two early game 
scoring drives. 

Perhaps Winchester got those 
two touchdowns too easily and let 
down. At all events the Indians 
lacked fire as the game wore along 
and never did approach tho form 
they showed at Wakefield. 

Winchester made 15 first downs 
to 11 for Woburn, rushing for 344 
yards to 136 for the Tanners. Win- 
chester completed four of 6 passes 
for 104 yards, having one inter- 
cepted; while Woburn threw 11 
passes, completing five for 50 
yards.

off tackle going into the end zone 
standing up. Pratt arched a pretty 
soft pass to Bellino for the extra 
point. 

Woburn was far from discourag- 
ed and Castiglione brought the 
Orange rooters to their feet as he 
carried the kickoff out to the Win- 
chester 44, getting past every one 
but Bellino, whose pretty last ditch 
tackle saved a probable touchdown.

bucked to the three. On the next 
play Castiglione slanted over, but 
his attempt for the extra point 
from placement was wide. 

Neither team got anywhere in 
the remaining minutes of the half, 
Romano’s interception of a Win- 
chester pass stopping the Indians 
while the Indians’ defense proved 
too stout for the battling Tanners. 

Woburn might have knotted the 
count in the waning moments on 
a long pass thrown by Tancredi, 
had the receiver been able to reach 
the ball. He had gotten by Win- 
chester’s defenders and into the 
clear but Tancredi ’s heave was just 
a bit too long to be covered. 

Haggerty ran the second half 
kickofT out to the Winchester 39 
and Murphy and Haggerty made it 
first down on the Orange side of 
midfield.

On 
first down Lindsey went ofT tackle 
to the left in a fine burst of speed, 
whirled through the Tanner de- 
fenders all the way into the end 
zone for tht prettiest running play 
of the game. 

This time Big Johnny Riordan 
split the uprights with a perfect 
conversion and Winchester led, 32- 
6. Captain Romano grabbed the 
kickofT and scooted through every 
one on the Winchester team into the 
clear, being finally brought down on 
a nice tackle by Lindsey at the mid- 
field stripe with a clear field ahead. 

Coach Knowlton had a lineup of 
second stringers and All Americas 
on the field and Woburn showed its 
appreciation by going all the way. 
Passes from Castiglione to Brown 
made first downs at the Winchester 
34 and 20 and Castiglione bucked 
to the 13. 

Tancredi went ofT tackle and 
drove to the 2, where Castiglione 
recovered a fumble for a yard loss. 
Castiglione was stopped just short 
of the goal line, but on the next try 
bucked over, subsequently kicking 
the goal with a perfect placement 
to make the score 32-13. 

Woburn tried a short kick, but 
Winchester recovered at the Tan- 
ner’s 49.

SMOKE SCREEN TORIES

Mux Muller, eminent philologian, 
wrote: “He who withholds the truth 
from men from motives of expe- 
diency, is either a coward or a 
criminal or both.” “No man is 
worth his salt who is not ready at 
all times to risk his body, to risk 
his well-being, to risk his life, in 
a great cause,” said Theodore ! 
Roosevelt; and Daniel Webster 
wrote: “No man can suffer tool 
much in the defense of the liberties j 
of his country.” 

The smoke-screeners, if they had 
lived in 70, would have joined the 
American Tories, who called George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson, 
Benjamin Franklin and their brave 
followers, traitors. If the British 
had triumphed at Yorktown and 
captured the leaders of the patriots, 
the brave Americans would have 
suffered the fate of the gallant 
Nathan Hale, American Revolution- 
ary hero, who was captured Sep- 
tember 21 and hanged the follow- 
ing morning.

Affairs Chief, Lester Pearson, re- 
fused our Government’s request, 
stating that Gouzenko had told 
Canada all he knew and thut was 
all there was to it. We were wel- 
come to a copy of it.

TELEPHONE COMPANY 
MAKES HISTORY 

SPANS ATI. ANTIC WITH 

< Alll.K 

History was made today when 
the Long Lines Department: of the 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
announced plans to construct the 
first telephone cable system across 
the Atlantic Ocean. It will he by 
far the longest underseas voice 
cable in the world nnd the first laid 
at depths found in mid-ocean. 

The announcement stated that 
an agreement had been signed, for 
construction of the cable, by the 
A. T. & T. Company, the British 
Post Office, which organization pro- 
vides telephone service in Great 
Britain, and the Canadian Overseas 
Te 1 ecom m un i ca t i on Co rpora t i on , 

which furnishes overseas commu- 
nications for Canada. It will be 
owned jointly by these three or- 
ganizations. Simultaneous a n- 
nouncemcnts were made by the ap- 
propriate agencies in Great Britain 
and Canada. 

Developmental and research work 
on such a cable has been going on 
for 25 years. The project will take 
three years to complete and will 
cost $36,000,000. 

This cable will mean greater re- 
liability in transatlantic telephone 
conversations and greatly expand- 
ed facilities. It will provide phy- 
sical telephone connection between 
the United States and the British 
Isles to supplement radio circuits 
now in use, and will have three 
times present circuit capacity. 

The submarine telephone cable 
system will contain a group of tele- 
phone circuits between New York 
and London, and another group 
between Montreal and London. At 
the gateway cities the circuits will 
connect with the telephone systems 
of the respective countries. 

Spanning the Atlantic with a 
cable system capable of carrying 
tclephonse conversations will be the 
achievement of a goal visualized 
many years ago. Many technical 
and economic problems had to be 
solved before construction could be 
undertaken. Developments of the 
past few years in the art of telc- 
I hony mid the growing demand for 
< versear service have now made it 
technically and economically fea- 
sible to proceed. 

The transatlantic portion of the 
system, with its many vacuum tube 
repeaters, will be 2,000 nautical 
miles in length and will he laid in 
depths up to three miles on the 
ocean floor between Scotland and 
Newfoundland. It will then con- 
nect with another submarine cable 
extending 300 miles westward to 
Nova Scotia. From there, a 350 
mile overland microwave radio- 
relay system will he built to carry 
the transatlantic circuits to the 
United States border where con- 
nections will be made with the Bell 
System network. 

Development of the technical de- 
sign for the deep sea section of the 
cable project has been under way 
in the Bell Telephone Laboratories 
for several years. Research by 
British telephone engineers has 
produced the design for the New- 
foundland- Nova Scotia section of 
the submarine cable. As a result, 
the project will make use of the 
experience of both the Bell System 
and the British Tost Office. 

The announcement also covered 
many of the technical problems 
faced by telephone engineers in 
providing a transatlantic telephone 
cable. For example, amplifiers had 
to he developed which could lie laid 
successfully from a cable ship, and 
which would operate satisfactorily 
without attention under the great 
pressures existing on the Atlantic 
floor. Such devices were developed 
several years ago and have under- 
gone successful trial between Key 
West, Florida, and Havana, Cuba, 
since 1950. There will be over 100 
underwater repeaters on the trans- 
atlantic segment of the proposed 
system. The vacuum tubes used in 
these amplifiers have been under 
development for years and have 
withstood both laboratory and un- 
' derwater operating tests of the 
I severest kind. The voice currents 
will travel along coaxial conductors 
which will be insulated by a solid 
! layer of polyethylene. Power to 
' operate the vacuum tubes on the 
ocean bed will he fed in from Doth 
j ends of the cable along the same 
! coaxial conductor. The cable will 
lie protected by a wrapping of cop- 
1 per foil, over which there will he a 
• heavy cover of jute and steel wires. 


Bell System overseas service 
opened on January 7, 1927, with n 
* ngle radiotelephone circuit con- 
necting New York to London. Dur- 
ing the first year, service rapidly 
expanded between the two coun- 
tries and nearly 2,500 calls were 
completed. Since then, the service 
demand to Great Britain has multi- 
plied by more than 30 times. Last 
year, f or example, some 75,000 con- 
versations were completed to Great 
Britain. The Bell System now fur- 
nishes telephone service to 102 
foreign countries and annually 
handles about 1,000,000 overseas 
messages.

Dear Grandchildren : 

I have just finished talking with 
someone in Princeton, New Jersey, 
about “Acoustics”. It is fitting 
that I should seek information 
there, because the country looks 
up to it on account of its 
achievements in research, and be- 
cause of the great personage who 
heads its Research Institute. In 
building churches and music halls 
and theatres and all sorts of build- 
ings acoustics is one of the impor- 
tant studies and if this “science of 
sound” he not considered in making 
the plans nil the work may be wast- 
ed so far ns hearing goes. Errors 
can he of tremendous harm inside 
the buildings, but out-of-doors 
errors can be much worse. When 
changes are made, both inside and 
outside of buildings, this science 
has to be depended on to safeguard 
what is being done. Even raising 
the levels of existing railroads can 
be the means of ruining a whole 
neighborhood and menacing the 
health of hundreds and hundreds of 
people, if this “science of sound” he 
not invoked in order to (ind what 
effect the raising would have on the 
volume of sound. I had planned for 
you a special series of articles about 
Nature studies, but am obliged to 
write this one first because of 
sorrfething happening here in Win- 
chester. It involves what I must 
call “a crime against a whole town, 
and all its people”, through ignor- 
ance of the science of sound. First 
I will talk about this crime, and 
then perhaps about other past hap- 
penings about which you already 
know, and which may enable you to 
draw conclusions, being about in- 
juries and hardships caused to 
people and places through disre- 
gard of this most important feature 
in planning, and disregard for the 
rights of everyone. It is not al- 
ways a conscious wrongdoing, this 
disregard, but the effect is the 
same. 

Your Mother may have explain- 
ed how Winchester came into being. 
How all New England was covered 
with ice until storms and floods 
came and moved the ice out to sea, 
and revealed what lay underneath. 
When the first white people settled 
here they did not understand that 
if others were already here, of dif- 
ferent color and habits and lan- 
uage then the others must he con- 
sidered enemies, with no rights at 
all. They actually paid money to 
people if they would only drive 
them away. Where we live is part 
of u long and heautiful valley, call- 
ed the Merrimac Valley, with lakes 
and rivers and hills, and wonderful 
birds and animals. The rivers and 
the streams turned mill-wheels for 
all sorts of grain, and even ran 
machinery for making clothing. 
Such a mill existed at a place called 
Lowell, where a great rock ledge 
in the river made the water rise and 
rise until it forced its way over the 
rock ledge, or “dam”, and plunging 
down with tremendous force gouged 
its way and would not be restrain- 
ed, even moving huge rocks and un- j 
dermining the trees along its banks 
until their roots were torn away. 
But in time everything came under! 
control and the power of waterfalls | 
came to be understood all over the 
country.

country, and those in Africa and 
other countries! Well, all (he way 
from Lowell to Boston became quite 
settled, with farms and people 
working at trades contentedly. A 
‘ canal was dug and barges were 
hauled by horses and other animals 
for great distances, carrying the 
products of the farmers and trades- 
men to Boston for sale. Especially 
the things manufactured at Lowell. 
The mills that had been established 
there because of the great amount 
of “power” the river furnished, 
made such things as cotton sheet- 
ing, anti cotton for dresses, and 
such like. Well, of course the mills 
could not do it without the “raw” 
cotton being first taken there, 
so as soon as railroads began to be 
built in England it was decided to 
build one between Boston and 
Lowell and thus “speed up” travel. 
The Boston and Lowell Railroad 
was begun, and Massachusetts en- 
couraged the enterprise by grant- 
ing a "right of way” right through. 

It passed through South Woburn, 
which our town was then called. 
Of course you know it would be 
unsafe for the streets and the rail- j 
road to cross each other at the same 1 
level, and it was made very clear 
that if a road, or street, did cross, 
then the town must build a bridge 
for the street to go over, because it 
was foreseen that in time neglect 1 
of this would surely lead to loss of ; 
life, both of animals and people, j 
Never until now has the danger 
been removed by separating the 
streets from the railroads Now, 
120 years afterwards, the people of 
Winchester and the State of Mass- 
achusetts are trying to work out a 
solution which shall remove all 
danger for all time to come. The 
men selected to “run” the town, or 
do the office work or whatever you 
call it, have spent countless hours 
considering and planning, holding 
meetings and conferring with en- 
gineers and specialists, until they 
are about worn out and feel that 
the only way out is to accept the 
suggestion of some people who have 
seen “elevated railroads” in various 
cities and therefore are positive 
that the only thing for Winchester 
is to have the Boston and Maine 
Railroad lifted up so high over the 
streets so there can he no further 
trouble. (The Boston and Lowell 
became part of the Boston and 
Maine.) This has led to a “plan” 
l*cing worked on to actually do 
this, and much money has already 
been spent in making surveys and 
calculations and estimates. Much 
opposition has arisen because of the 
$(>,000,000 estimated cost and the 
harm which will come to all the 
business district and in fact to 
everyone jvho does not live or have 
business at a great distance from 
the railroad. 

At the Centre the height of the 
roadbed is planned to he nineteen 
feet, and at Wedgemere station nine 
feet, diminishing to zero where the 
railroad reaches Medford. This of 
course blots out each side of the 
town from the other side, because 
of the great height, and the pas- 
senger trains and freight trains 
make the height about thirty feet 
higher than the roadbed is now! 
So positive and so “worked up” and 
so convinced have been those who 
cannot think of anything else being 
better, or even worth considering, 
that they have brought about a 
“counting” of those in favor and 
those against. A “referendum”. 

Now, for your parents’ benefit 
as well as yours, 1 am confronted 
with the most painful duty of all 
my life in this lovely town, (nearly 
half a century) and toward which 
all I have said before has been 
leading: That is, a recital of what 
has brought about what is claimed 
by those who “would not knowingly 
set foot upon a worm” yet arc in 
influential positions and are capable 
of mature judgment, — a vote to ele- 
vate the railroad tracks across the 
whole width of Winchester, from 
Medford to Woburn. The roadbed 
presented to the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad in 1881 and whose right 
to remain at the same level has 
never been questioned! It was 
ordered by Massachusetts in 1834 
that no roads or streets should he 
allowed to cross the tracks unless 
they went over a bridge to do it, for 
public safety. Nothing was done 
about it because everybody felt 
safe anyway, and now, in a great 
hurry, the selectmen and a com- 
mittee organized to create favor- 
able sentiment have brought about 
the overhead through much adver- 
tising and much canvassing. Those 
voting Yes were 2,982, and 2,109 
said No. That is, a majority of 873! 
They claim that if 873 more said 
Yes than said No, then the voice 
of Winchester has spoken and Win- 
chester wants the tracks raised. 
Don’t ever believe it! If Winches- 
ter had wanted such a misconceived 
idea put into effect, all those who 
did not vote would have said so. 
They were so sure the whole thing 
was “cut and dried” they just 
wouldn’t bother; some of course 
lived so far from the tracks nothing 
could hurt them. Few of the select 
men or the special committee live 
anywhere near the railroad, and so 
no matter what injury came to 
others, well, what of it! You know, 
the business is on level ground at 
the bottom of the valley, and the 
train noises are carried along the 
ground and up the slopes, and have 
been gotten used to. The stores, 
and many houses, are at the same 
level as the railroad. The “raisers” 
want to elevate the roadbed to 
nineteen feet at the centre, and nine 
feet at Wedgemere, a rise of ten 
feet in a mile or less. What ex- 
press train, or what freight train 
j (sometimes covering all that dis- 
tance) would not have to tug and 
strain and pump and hump, just 
to stop at Winchester and start 
up again. Every train would 
pass at the bedroom, or second

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story level, and the people could 
do nothing about it. But the mis- 
ts and the special committee de- 
clare it the ' nly way. Listen care- 
fully, and then make up your own 
mind: 1 telegraphed Princeton ask- 
ing bo expert advice about any in- 
crease in sound volume if the rail- 
road bed should bo raised nineteen 
feet. The answer came: the ctTect 
would he three times ns loud as 1 
now. An engineer 1 know had con- 
sulted a trained acoustician of na- 
tional experience, and his answer 
was the same, but that nt Highland 
avenue it would be still louder. 

I believe all those yes-men are 
laid wide open to attack. Nothing 
I have seen in the papers has re- 
ferred to this in any way. Further, 
with the exception of the pictures 
showing stations and underpasses I 
no “elevations” have been shown, 
and the angle foreshortens the ap- 
parent height, which, whether in- 
tended or not, focuses the mind on 
the remarkably good draughtsman- 
ship lather than the real height. 
What buildef. what architect, would 
go to work with only a ground plan 
and without a plan showing “eleva- 
tion”? 1 do not say, and I do not 
believe, that there was any sinister 
intention. 1 do say, and I do be- 
lieve, that those 873 and many more 
were led astray. How could they 
see through that well-built wall of 
granite, nineteen feet high and 
just as thick, the layout beyond. 
How could even those directing the 
public mind away from the losses 
and toward the gains know what 
they were letting themselves in for 
with an increased sound effect 
three times ns loud! The ve- 
hicular traffic for this year will 
probably exceed 30,000 vehicles, 
“through” and local. Of necessity 
an underpass with such an angle 
of approach as the one pictured, 
would be practically “blind”. If 
the traffic count in 1950 was 20,500, 
what may it be in 1900, in 1970, and 
later? The voters’ who would 
spend $0,000,000 for an “elimina- 
tion” of guesswork cannot surely 
he interested in the good of their 
town as much as in “following the 
leader”, etc. If with an open mind 
all work together there need he no 
crossing. The suggestions made 
some time ago and re-iterated on 
the 20th by Mr. Mott, have much 
to commend them. Take the traffic 
off Main street either at Swanton 
street or somewhere near it, where 
there is plenty of elevation, and 
bridge both Loop and Main tracks, 
connecting with Washington street 
either at the circle or near it. The 
Fitzgeralds could put down con- 
crete walls and railings in record 
time. Then connect up West Main 
street with Bacon street by adopt- 
ing the plan Mr. Quigley suggested 
of a new piece of road between 
Waterfield road and Bacon street, 
along the railroad. Then, the cross- 
ing would not exist and there would 
be no gates and bells, but the circu- 
lation in the traffic arteries would 
be natural and no temperatures 
forced to fever-height. Provision 
for foot-passengers, underneath, of 
course. It is my fervent hope that 
the Commissioner, now a resident, 
with home and outlook as worthy 
as any in this or any near-by town, 
will recognize the indignity and dis- 
regard of all in such a well-meant 
but destructive project, and bring 
about delay and re-planning. Talk 
of wrong slopes need not be, with 
both ends of Highland avenue to 
prove it. Why be “defeatist”, with 
a Boston more than thirty times as 
large in 1903 as the original town. 
We will do what we will to do. I 
bear in my own body the marks of 
other’s disregard of right; my car 
has been struck by a three-year-old 
darting across from the side-walk; 
and I know what flesh is heir to. 
If we are determined to preserve 
the good and reject what is not, 
then this Winchester we are proud 
of can remain a home tow,n, with 
residents respecting each other and 
each other’s rights. I quote: “Who 
shall be eyes to the blind?” If a 
true picture is sought, and a means 
of bettering instead of inflicting on 
all what includes much guess-work, 
then walk the routes, decide the 
practical, the best. Then go on 
from there. I am just as confident 
that you who try to, will see, as I 
was and am sure that when I took 
around an inspection party to all 
the forts in Halifax, many years 
ago, Miss Helen Keller who was 
both blind and deaf, did see, by the 
personal touch and helpful hand and 
fingers of her friend Miss Sullivan, 
everything she handled.

Creation of a separate passenger 
service department of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, to he headed 
hy Vice-President Robert M. Edgai 
of 2 Oxford street, was announced 
this week by President T. (». Sugh- 
l ue for the purpose of intensive re- 
view of passenger services and re- 
duction of the annual deficit from 
passenger operations. 

In making the announcement 
President Sughrue stated that the 
new head of the Passenger Depart- 
ment will have complete authority 
to set up an organization capable 
of handling traffic, sales and oper- 
ations. 

“There must be a way to sub- 
stantially reduce, if not completely 
l eliminate the annual deficit from 
passenger operations which has ap- 
proximated $12,000,000 a year since 
| the war,” Mr. Sughrue said. 

“We believe,” he continued, “that 
way is to improve our service in 
those areas where it is needed and 
used, or where a potential for in- 
creased use exists, just as much as 
it is necessary to curtail or elimi- 
nate services operated at losses in 
areas where current use is slight 
and no potential for growth exists.” 

Vice-President Edgar, who was 
assigned to head up the railroad’s 
new passenger service, is a native 
of a Watertown and a graduate of 
Dartmouth College with the class 
of 1928. He entered the service of 
the Boston and Maine soon after his 
graduation from college and work- 
ed his way up the railroad ladder 
through the Traffic Department in 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Maine, 
and New Hampshire prior to his 
appointment as assistant to the 
vice-president in charge of traffic 
for the Boston and Maine and Maim 
Central Railroads. He was ap- 
pointed assistant to the president 
of the Boston and Maine in 1946 
and was elected a vice-president in 
1952. He is a director of the Mys- 
tic Terminal Company, The Boston 
Garden - Arena Corporation, t h e 
Boston Professional Hockey Asso- 
ciation, and the New England 
Council.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
MEN S CLUB 


The Men’s Club December meet- 
ing bold this past Tuesday evening 
at Chidley Hall proved to be both 
interesting and highly educational. 

Dr. John S. Badcnu, President of 
the Near East Foundation, New 
York City, spoke on the topic 
“Watch the Middle East — World 
Danger Zone.” 

With the ease that comes with ex- 
perience and the conviction of his 
knowledge Dr. Badcau presented n 
clear and simple picture of the Mid- 
dle Enst and the forces at work 
there in n manner that all could 
understand. Few people could 
possibly comprehend this situation 
from the current news reports and 
nowhere has it been presented in 
more concise form. 

I)r. Badcau pointed out that the 
small interest the United States 
had in the Middle East became a 
real concern in 1017 with the emer- 
sion of the Truman Doctrine. The 
stand taken in support of Turkey 
and (ireece against possible Russian 
aggression made the United States 
major influence in this whole area. 

There have been tensions in this 
area for thousands of years hut in 
recent years these tensions have 
come to a head. The reasons can 
he summed up in three Arab words 
or phrases which may be translated 
to (1) association (2) order and 
(3) food. 

The association of the Arab 
world with the Western World has 
been increased because of the new 
Western interests in that area. The 
many associations of East and 
West because of political and com- 
mercial interests has influenced the 
Arabs. There is a tendency to take 
up Western ideas of nationalism, 
self government and individual 
freedom of determination. 

These very ideas of sovereignty 
and independence are behind the 
conflicts with the British in the 
Suez. 

The Isracl-Arab conflict is cen- 
tered in large measure now on how 
the Western World stands behind 
the U. N. resolutions in demanding 
Israel should comply. The Arab 
World had learned Western ideas 
by association but will they be 
treated by the Western World in 
the way they feel the West would 
want to he treated? 

The “new order” in the Middle 
East is shown by a search for new 
ideas of government. This is diffi- 
cult because of the high degree of 
illiteracy which makes true demo- 
cratic government impractical. Old 


orders ran not he overcome or con- 
ciliated easily. 

Dr. Badcau reports that the new 
governments arc the result of the 
middle ela.-s rising to take on the 
leadership to establish new social 
justices and individual freedoms. 
If these new governments succeed 
in satisfying the needs by obtaining 
the cooperation of the varied in- 
terests the Middle Enst will he 
brought closer to the West. Fail- 
ure of the new orders will start 
new uprisings and disorders in the 
East. 

"Food” is taken to mean standard 
of living. The Middle Enst was 
described by Dr. Badcau as a pov- 
erty area due to its geographic and 
climatic conditions. 

While this has been the situation 
for thousands of years two factors 
arc now causing unrest. First the 
association with the higher living 
standards of the West have been 
brought closer to these people. The 
rising birth rate is a second factor 
behind this need for a better stand- 
ard of living. The peasants are be- 
ginning to feel that their lot in this 
world should and could he better. 

Dr. Badcau said that the solution | 
to all this lies with the Middle East 
itself. The needs of the Aral) 
world can best he met by making 
available Western know-how which 
will help solve the problem of the 
peasant discontent by providing a 
continual but simple and gradual 
down-to-earth improvement in the 
standard of living. That they must 
he taught in a friendly and sincere 
way to do this for themselves Dr. 
Badcau made abundently clear. 
Pressure from the Western World 
will tend to alienate these people. 

The meeting started with a fine 
supper at G:30 p. m. A short pro- 
gram of music was well received. 
The Male Chorus of the Senior 
Choir under the direction of J. Al- 
bert Wilson who also accompanied 
presented four numbers, “Song of 
the Jolly Rogers”, “Passing By”, 
“Syncopated Clock” and “Brothers 
Sing On”. 

Miss Dorothy Brandt added a 
measure of the spirit of the coming 
season by a splendid presentation of 
the Christmas song “O Holy Night” 
(Carttique de Noel). 

Meetings of the Mens Club have 
been set for the first Tuesday of 
each month through April, so plan 
to reserve those evenings. 

The program for the January 5th 
meeting will he an interesting pop- 
ular science demonstration with 
members of the Forum as invited 
guests. It should be one of the 
best meetings of the year.

The fascinating whirl of light 
and shadow produced by mobiles 
and spotlights greeted members of 
the Winchester Art Association on 
Tuesday evening for a gala en- 
trance into the holiday spirit. The 
exhibition, which was brought here 
by the efforts of Mrs. Samuel B. 
Kirkwood from the Margaret 
Brown Gallery, Boston, and the Ad- 
dison Gallery of Andover, is one 
of the most interesting ever held nt 
the library, and its opening aroused 
unusual enthusiasm, especially 
among the men in the audience. 

In addition to the intricate and 
delicately balanced leaf and natural 
forms kept swinging by well-placed 
fans, there were stabiles, which are 
sculptural forms similar in plan to 
the mobiles except that they do not 
move through space. These stabiles 
arc made of clear or colored piast- 
res or of metals or of combinations 
of those, and though interesting, in 
general they are less exciting than 
the mobiles with their airy grace 
or dignified rhythm to emphasize 
the beauty of form and color. Al- 
most equally charming and start- 
ling was a mobile called “The Mis- 
creant”; it is a most engaging 
sculptural representation of a 
hounding puppy with remarkable 
grace of form and action. 

Accompanying the exhibition was 
a movie showing Alexander Calder 
at work in his studio making the 
mobiles and suggesting by various 
feats of photography and sound the 
sources for the movements and 
shapes involved in mobile sculpture 
and the kind of artistic synthesis of 
the experiences in life which pro- 
duce this form of art through Mr. 
Calder’s manipulations. 

The Association considers this 
exhibition outstanding in every way 
and congratulates Mrs. Kirkwood 
not only upon having brought it 
here but also upon the artistic suc- 
cess of the labor in hanging it.

WINCHESTER IN 
NEW PLANNING DISTRICT 


A bill to set up a metropolitan 
planning district composed of Wo- 
burn and Winchestei and forty- 
four othei cities and towns in tin* 
Greater Boston Area was filed in 
the State Legislature last week. 
The bill was drawn up by the Re- . 
gional Planning Committee of the 
Greater Boston Area Council under j 
the leadership of John Hnrkness, 
an architect from Lexington, John 
T. Howard, at M.I.T. professor of 
planning from West Roxbury, and 
Charles Hoar, a professor of law 
at Harvard Law School who is from 
Cambridge. 

The proposed bill would set up , 
a division of metropolitan planning j 
within the Metropolitan Districts > 
Commission to devise a master j 
plan for the physical development 
of the district and provide planning 
services, upon request, for the 
member cities and towns. A metro- 
politan planning council would be 
established with a representative 
from each member city and town 
as well as five appointees of the 
Governor and a representative of 
the metropolitan agencies already 
in existence, such as the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority and the 
Mystic River Bridge Authority. 
This council would review the re- 
ports and proposals prepared by 
the division and recommend pro- 
grams of research relating to the 
physical development of the Great- 
er Boston Area. 

Jerome Lyle Rappaport, execu- 
tive director of the GBAC’, declared 
upon announcing the filing of the 
bill that it has become increasingly 
apparent that there is a desperate 
need for a planning agency which 
can integrate the efforts and en- 
courage the cooperation of all the 
cities and towns in the Greater 
Boston Area, all of which are es- 
sential members of one economic, 
transportation, -and social com- 
munity. There is today no master 
of development that governing offi- 
cials can look to as a guide to judge 
the beneficial effect of immediate 
capital improvements, he continued. 

Thus we have, Rappaport ex- 
plained, an arterial highway held 
up in mid air while engineers try 
to work out a compromise as to 
the best way is should leave Bos- 
ton. This same kind of compromise 
produced a four-lane rather than a 
six-lane embankment road, which 
already, one year after its opening, 
is overcrowded at rush hours. 

We will not solve the major eco- 
nomic, transportation and recrea- 
tion problems of the metropolitan 
Boston communities, Rappaport 
tionsaid, without continuing pro 
fessional advice and continuing co- 
operation and planning in their mu- 
tual interests by all the cities and 
towns in the Greater Boston area. 
This bill could begin a significant 
new era in Greater Boston’s his 
tory, he concluded. 

The cost of a metropolitan plan 
ning division within the M. D. C. 
would be borne fifty per cent by the 
Comonwealth and fifty per cent by 
the member cities and towns, as- 
sessed one-half based on popula- 
tion and one-half based on property 
valuation. The Research Committee 
of the GBAC estimated that expen- 
ditures in the first year would not 
exceed $30,000.

A critical situation has developed 
in the Boston area in the last few 
weeks.

PRESENTED BY H S. CAST 


Victor Herbert’s melodies came 
to the stage of the high school au- 
ditorium last Friday and Saturday 
evenings as a high school cast pre- 
sented "The Fortune Teller” to 
capacity audiences. Weeks of re- 
heat sing by members of the com- 
bined Glee Clubs and Curtain and 
Cue under the direction of Miss 
Kleanor Anifantis and Mr. Thomas 
Morse were amply rewarded by per- 
formances which many in the en- 
thusiastic audiences would have 
termed brilliant for young uma- 
teu rs. 

In the opinion of some, the sing- 
ing of the choruses was the out- 
standing feature of the operetta; 
to others, the acting and singing of 
principals was the most satisfying. 
All enjoyed the dancing of the bal- 
let groups. Another noteworthy 
feature was the manner in which 
the large cast handled itself in the 
limited area of the high school 
stage. Miss Anifantis. Mr. Morse, 
and their assistants deserve high 
praise for the over-all excellence of 
the show, and it is to he hoped that 
four years will not pass again be- 
fore another will he presented. 

The story of "The Fortune Tell- 
er,” revolving uhout the disappear- 
ance of a winning lottery ticket and 
the attempts of the commandant of 
the secret police of Livonia to re- 
trieve it, is entirely inconsequential, 
as is that of most operettas. It 
does, however, serve to bring to- 
gether some grand singing and 
dancing combinations — tin* Grand 
Opera Chorus and Ballet, the gypsy 
hand, and the Livonian Hussars. 
The setting for the show is the ter- 
race of Count Berezowski’s chateau, 
whither the Count has invited mem- 
bers of the Grand Opera Ballet in 
an effort to secure his lost lottery 
ticket. As the Count, John Swazey 
remained faithful to the musical 
comedy conception of a commissar 
of the secret police as a pompous, 
blustering buffoon. Seth Weston 
more than once stopped the show 
with his superb characterization of 
Fresco, the dandified yet resource- 
ful ballet master. 

Among the singing principals 
Louise Orgettas, as Musette the 
gypsy gill, brought unusual power 
and maturity of voice to her songs, 
especially "Romany Life”. "In 
This World of Fashion”, her duet 
with Chris Adams, was also notable. 
As the stalwart Captain Ladislaus, 
Chris was convincing in a demand- 
ing role. His songs with the Hus- 
sar chorus added a stirring military 
touch, while his duet, "Only in the 
Play,” with Barbara Hickey( Ma- 
dame Pompon) was a droll bit, well- 
liked by the audience. 

Connie Snelling, Fresco’s "kit- 
ten”, beloved by Ladislaus yet 
sought by C o u n t Berezowski, 
brought a pleasing voice and viva- 
cious manner to her role. Her song, 
"Always Do As People Say You 
Should”, was delightful. Musette’s' 
gypsy lover, was well-played by 
Brad Johnson, whose best moments 
came as he sang the beautiful 
"Gypsy Love Song”. Roland Gail- 
itis. as Musette’s rough and mer- 
cenary father, seemed especially 
good. The other principals, Nancy 
Fletcher, Barbara Katon, Nancy 
Samarco, Renner Johnston, Jon 
McCarthy, Stanley Mullen, and 
Quentin Robert, handled their 
smaller roles very creditably. 

Adding to the color and move- 
ment of the operetta were the 
dances by the ballet and gypsy 
group. Barbara Hottel’s original 
dances, as well as her solo number, 
were well-conceived and executed. 

The music of "The Fortune Tell- 
er” deserves fine playing, and that 
it received from the small ensemble 
composed of Mr. Theodore Janner, 
violin; Gretchen Luitwieler, drums; 
and Stephen Dunn, trumpet; who 
added their effects to the duo piano 
team. Mr. Walter Russell was at 
one piano, while Jock Willis and 
Judith Fowler shared the other. 

Assisting Miss Anifantis and Mr. 
Morse in the production were two 
practice teachers from Sargent, 
Miss Claire Loughlin and Miss Con- 
stance Porter. Miss LaVerne 
Baker, u student at the Boston Con- 
servatory, helped with the dance re- 
hearsals. Costumes were under the 
charge of Miss Mildred Barnes, 
Miss Marian Bernhoft, and Miss 
Florence Wolk. Miss Louise Cone 
supervised the ticket sale, Mr.

THE WINN LIBRARY 


A notable gift from Arthur L. 
Winn, Goidon alumnus of the class 
of 1803 and Trustee since 1037, 
makes possible the erection on the 
new Princemere campus of the 
Winn Library, the first of four new 
major buildings authorized by the 
Trustees of Gordon College at the 
annual meeting of the Board.

Every once in a while the Board 
of Assessors gets into a spot be- 
cause of laws which they have no 
hand in framing but which they are 
required to enforce. Our Board has 
been warned by the Department of 
Corporations and Taxation that 
they must assess a personal prop- 
erty tax on non-residents of the 
town, and that it may be that non 
residents should also pay tuition 
for their children who attend the 
Winchester schools. Non residents 
are persons who live in Winchester, 
but for one reason or another, have 
their legal address and pay their 
poll taxes elsewhere, perhaps in an- 
other state. Residents of Winches- 
ter now' enjoy a $5,000 exemption 
for personal property, which means 
that very few pay a personal prop- 
erty tax in town.

SELF-GOVERNING PUERTO RICO 
SPURRED BY NEW INDUSTRIES 

Autonomy and industry are 
marching forward together in 
Puerto Rico. 

Now in its second year of United 
States Commonwealth status, the 
crowded Caribbean island has rais- 
ed employment 25 per cent in the 
last decade. National income has 
doubled, and per capita income is 
up 10 per cent. More than 150 
newly established plants turn out 
textiles, toys, lenses, shoes, Christ- 
mas-tree ornaments and many 
other products. 

Job Shortage 

With a population density match- 
ing that of New Jersey, Puerto 
Rico has long been plagued with 
unemployment, says the National 
Geographic Society. Lack of arable 
land and natural resources has 
further handicapped its economy. 
The island produces only half its 
food requirements. 

Puerto Rico is the eastern anchor 
of the Greater Antilles chain of 
West Indies islands. Its 2,250,000 
inhabitants are squeezed into 3,436 
square miles. Among American 
states and territories, only Rhode 
Island has more persons per square 
mile. 

The island’s precious soil is in- 
tensively cultivated from tin* shores 
to the summits of its 4,000-foot- 
high mountains. Sugarcane is the 
major crop, sugar production aver- 
aging about one million tons an- 
nually. Before new businesses 
came in from the mainland, four 
major industries — sugar process- 
ing, needlework, tobacco, and rum

Puerto Rico’s population has 
doubled since 1898, the year Spain 
relinquished its four centuries of 
rule to the United States. Spanish 
is the language of the people, but 
English is common in business and 
government. 

In 1917, territorial status brought 
U. S. citizenship to Puerto Ricans. 
On July 25, 1952, the island became 
a self-governing Commonwealth. A 
new constitution, approved by the 
U. S. Congress and President, put 
the 100-mile-long island's internal 
affairs completely in the hands of 
its elected lawmakers. The way is 
left open for Puerto Rico to be- 
come a state in the Union later if it 
desires. 

Columbus Discovery 

Puerto Rico means “rich port”. 
It is the only land under the Amer- 
ican Hag on which Columbus set 
foot. Landing there on November 
19, 1493, during his second voyage, 
he claimed it for Spain. 

San Juan, the capital, is the old- 
est city in the new world under the 
Stars and Stripes. It was estab- 
lished in 1610, a half century be- 
fore St. Augustine, Florida. With 
a 1950 population of 224,767, it is 
second only to Ilavanu among 
Caribbean cities. The island's 
principal port, it handles most of 
Puerto Rico’s $250 million exports 
and $400 million imports annually. 

Although Puerto Rico lies within 
the tropics, the island enjoys a per- 
petually springlike climate. Mean 
annual temperature is a mild 75 
degrees. Ocean breezes sweeping 
across the mountains from the cool 
North Atlantic temper the heat. 
Flowers bloom the year around. 

The island’s healthful climate 
and natural beauty have made 
tourism a leading industry. In 
1951-52, 98,000 visitors spent almost 
$17 million in Puerto Rico.

QUEEN TO CIRCLE GLOBE 
ON COMMONWEALTH TOUR 

Queen Elizabeth II, who hold a 
symbolic golden orb during her 
coronation ceremonies last June, 
will girdle the globe itself during 
a 60,000-mile royal tour beginning 
November 2,‘C 

The young queen and her hus- 
band, Philip, Duke of Edinburgh, 
will see areas of the British Com- 
monwealth never before visited by 
their ruling monarch. It will he 
the first time in history that a 
reigning British sovereign has 
traveled completely around the 
world, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Fly To West Indies 

The royal couple will fly first to 
Bermuda, then to Jamaica, Britain’s 
largest West Indian colony. There 
they will meet officials of other 
British Caribbean possessions ami 
see mementos of the English sea j 
heroes, Rodney and Nelson, as well 1 
as of Jamaica’s pirate-governor 
Henry Morgan. 

American citizens will have an 
opportunity to see them when the 
liner Gothic takes them through 
the Panama canal bound for the 
Fiji and Tonga Islands in the Paci- 
fic north of New Zealand. 

In the British-owned Fijis, once 
a land of cannibals, the Queen will 
witness South Sea Island pag- 
eantry, participate in ancient 
rituals and receive gifts of whales’ 
teeth, Fijian tokens of honor. 

Coral islets ruled by their own 
“king”, descendant of the Scottish 
seafarer who first settled them, will 
be the next stop. These are the 
Cocos or Keeling Islands in the In- 
dian Ocean. 

From there the Gothic will sail to 
Ceylon, latest Commonwealth coun- 
try to attain full self-government. 
An 11-day stay, during which 
Elizabeth will observe her 28th 
birthday, will include tours of an- 
cient ruins and modern develop- 
ments amid Ceylon’s tropical jun- 
gles and cool highlands. 

Return To Africa 

Nearing Arabia, the Queen will 
leave ship at Aden, where guns 
thundered for George V en route to 
his Indian crowning in 1911. There 
she will hoard a plane for Africa, 
where she interrupted a previous 
tour upon the death of her father, 
King George VI, in 1952. 

I In Uganda, between Lake Vic- 
toria and the Ruwenzori Mountains, 
Queen Elizabeth will dedicate an 
important Nile River dam. At 
Tobruk, Libya, scene of British 
gallantry in World War II desert 
fighting, she expects to meet King 
Idris of Libya, monarch of the 
world’s newest kingdom. Then she 
will hoard the new royal yacht 
Britannia for Britain’s Mediterra- 
nean strongholds of Malta and 
Gibraltar and finally home to Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

Queens Will Meet 

Elizabeth will repay a queenly 
cell at the Tonga or Friendly 
Islands, which are under British 
protection. Tall Queen Salote of 
Tonga, last remaining South Seas 
monarch, was a popular guest at 
Queen Elizabeth’s coronation. The 
Polynesian queen will in turn be 
Elizabeth’s hostess at the Tongan 
capital, Nuku’alofa. 

Queen Elizabeth will broadcast 
her Christmas message to the Com- 
monwealth from Auckland during a 
38-day tour of New Zealand. She 
will open a special session of Par- 
liament at Wellington, the capital, 
and will see 42 other New Zealand 
towns and cities on the two big 
Pacific islands. 

Five thousand Maori tribesmen 
plan to welcome her at Rotorua in 
the hot springs district of North 
Island. She will visit nearby Wai- 
tangi, lit by myriad glowworms. 

Australian Tour 

From New Zealand’s South Is- 
land, the Queen and Duke will sail 
to Sydney, Australia, for a two- 
month, 14,450-mile tour of the is- 
land continent, twice visited by 
Philip while in Navy service. Eliz- 
abeth, recently given the specific 
title of Queen of Australia, will 
open Parliament at Canberra. As 
Duke of York, her father in 1927 
opened the the first Parliament held 
in the present capital. 

The monarch will also go to 
Queensland, visiting the state’s 
main city, Brisbane; to Melbourne 
in Victoria; to Australia’s “little 
sister” island of Tasmania, where 
scenery and climate resemble that 
of England; and to Adelaide, South 
Australia. Other places on the 
schedule include the mining center 
of Kargoorlie and the city of Perth.

CANSO CAUSEWAY 
MAY BE OPENED IN 1954 

The Canso Causeway, projected 
first land link between Cape Breton 
Island and the rest of Nova Scotia, 
may be ready for road and rail 
traffic next year. 

Hitherto all traffic has crossed 
the narrow Strait of Canso by 
ferry, reports the National Geo- 
graphic Society. The first of these 
was established in 1883. But from 
January to April each year, boat 
schedules were sometimes inter- 
rupted by ice in the Strait. 

The ever-increasing importance 
of Cape Breton Island both as va- 
cation land and seat of industry 
dictated construction of the $22,- 
800,000 causeway. 

Highlands National Park, cover- 
ing 390 square miles on the north- 
ern end of the Island, may receive 
as many as 35,000 visitors a year. 
Mines in the Sydney area, some of 
them extending four miles out un- 
der the Atlantic Ocean, annually 
produce 5,000,000 tons of coal. Part 
is used in huge nearby iron and 
steel mills. 

As from the very beginning, fish- 
ing is a major Cape Breton in- 
dustry. Fish may have attracted 
Norse sea rovers who knew about 
the Island as early as the 10th cen- 
tury. Basque fishermen may have 
given it its name 100 years before 
Columbus discovered America. 
John Cabot claimed it in 1497 for 
England. 

Of all the ports on the Atlantic 
seaboard, those of Cape Breton are 
nearest the shipping centers of 
Europe, Africa and South America. 
This, coupled with the Island’s 
strategic position commanding the 
entrance to the St. Lawrence River, 
brought the French and British in- 
to prolonged battle for its posses- 
sion. 

Before the American Revolution 
erupted, England’s American col- 
onists helped her crush French 
power on Cape Breton. The final 
blow was the leveling of Fort 
Louisburg, France’s “impregnable” 
bastion. 

After that, settlers poured in 
from the Highlands of Scotland. 
Their descendants still speak Gaelic 
and keep alive the tradition of the 
Highland Games. A few Islanders 
descend from the Acadians, whose 
expulsion from the Nova Scotian 
mainland in 1755 gave Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow the theme 
for his poem “Evangeline.” 

Ancient Cape Breton has played 
its part in modern scientific dis- 
covery. At his Beinn Bhreagh es- 
tate near Baddeck on the salt lakes 
of Bras d’Or, Alexander Graham 
Bell, inventor of the telephone, ex- 
perimented with airplanes, fast 
boats and agriculture. 

The first successful Atlantic 
cable was landed at Cape North in 
18G7. The first airplane flight in 
the British Empire was made in 
1909 over the Lakes by J. A. D. 
McGurdy, who had worked with I)r. 
Bell. In 1902, a radio station on 
Cape Breton Island received the 
first wireless message transmitted 
from Europe.

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HOSPITAL 

SERVES WIDE COMMUNITY 

The wide community served by 
Winchester Hospital is indicated by j 
statistics in the Hospital’s annual 
report for the year ended Septem- 
ber HO, 1953, showing that of 4,094 
patients admitted 2,897, or nearly 
three-fourths, were from towns 
other than Winchester. The total 
of towns represented ran to a total 
of 121. 

President Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., of 
the Hospital’s board of directors 
reports a net operating loss for the 
year of $01,779.71. This resulted 
largely from the inability of the 
Hospital to operate to full capacity 
during the entire year because of 
extensive remodelling work making 
many beds unavailable for regular 
use. 

Mr. Hood states that funds in 
the hands of the Hospital’s trustees 
increased by $03,428.01 during the 
fiscal year, bringing the total to 
$342,285.07. Explaining that the 
endowment funds have been set up 
on a basis of shares similar to an 
open-end trust, he pointed out that 
this permits the trustees to operate 
the total endowment funds as one 
account and thus spread the risks 
and profits equitably among all the 
funds. 

New gifts received during the 
year included the following: $50,000 
from Jere A. Downs, $5,974 from 
Elizabeth Downs Wadsworth, $1,000 
each from Howard Torrey and 
Charles F. Dutch. In addition, the 
Hospital benefitted by gifts in ser- 
vice and equipment. 

“As always,” the report states, 
“many organizations and individ- 
uals made numerous gifts of serv- 
ice and equipment during the year. 
All that these loyal friends gave 
helped greatly to make a better 
Hospital. In our gratitude for 
their highly valued assistance we 
regret that space in this Report — 
limited for economy — does not 
permit listing their names.” 

The report describes the Open 
House of last spring as “an enthus- 
siatic community effort in the best 
tradition of suburban America.” 

With further reference to the 
Open House, the Report goes on to 
say, “The doctors, nurses, office 
workers, technicians, aides, dietary 
stair, along with the housekeeping 
and maintenance staflf were the 
actors — not to mention the many 
patients who volunteered to be part 
of the exhibit. They were aided by 
the Boy Scouts, En Ka, the friends 
of Winchester Hospital, the Girl 
Scouts, the Red Cross, the Winton 
Club, the Winchester Hospital 
Alumnae Association and many 
others, including the police and fire- 
men of Stoneham, Reading and 
Winchester.

The work of the special commis- 
sion appointed by Governor Hertcr 
to report on the state teachers col- 
leges was discussed by Mrs. Louis 
Fletcher, u member of the commis 
sion, at a general meeting of the 
League of Women Voters of Win- 
chester held Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 2, at the home of Mrs. Roswell 
G. Boutwell, 23 Sheffield road. 

The aim of the commission was 
to examine the facilities a\ailahle 
in the state teachers colleges and 
to determine how best to meet the 
need for teachers in the coming 
years, according to Mrs. Fletcher. 
It is estimated that Massachusetts 
will have fifty eight per cent more 
children in the public schools in 
1959, which will necessitate from 
fourteen to twenty-two per cent 
more teachers, said Mrs. Fletcher. 
She also pointed out that the state 
department of education needs 
4,000 new teachers each year, while 
in 1952 there were 791 teachers 
graduated from the state teachers 
colleges. The report of the special 
commission, which will bo publish- 
ed shortly, suggests the need for 
more comprehensive study, and 
recommends one of the properly 
equipped, out-of-state groups to do 
the work. 

Mrs. Leonard C. Meade, chair- 
man of the education committee of 
the Winchester League, introduced 
Mrs. Fletcher, and expressed the

The Winchester Chapter of U.

3. The Charter shall provide for 
a U. N. Inspectorate charged with 
the supervision of the disarmament 
plan and for a U. N. Police to en- 
force provisions of the Charter. 

Rev. Donald Harrington has writ- 
ten, “It has been a moving and 
thrilling experience over the last 
six years to see this great world 
federalist effort grow from a small 
and diffuse collection of rather im- 
practical idealists, and dreamers in- 
to organizations which include not 
only many members of the world's 
parliaments but ministers and offic- 
ers of governments some of whom 
undoubtedly will be official dele- 
gates to the U. N. Charter review 
conference if it is held in 1955.”

M.S.P.C.A. OFFERS HINTS 
FOR CHRISTMAS GIFT PETS 

Dr. Eric H. Hansen. President of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
180 Longwood avenue, Boston, yes- 
terday urged everyone to exercise 
due caution, before giving animal 
pets for Christmas gifts. 

“Make sure, first of all,” stated 
the Society official, "that the animal 
will have a good home and will re- 
ceive the best of care. There should 
he one person in the household who 
is willing to take full responsibility 
for the animal’s welfare so that he 
will have proper food and sleeping 
quarters. It it is a child, well and 
good, hut nothing should be left to 
chance, for a youngster may prom- 
ise faithfully to care for his new 
pet, and then turn to something 
else, thereby neglecting the animal. 
For this reason, an older person in 
the home should personally super- 
vise the creature’s care.” 

Dr. Hansen concluded with the 
statement that in giving a pet for 
Christmas, the donor should bear 
in mind that the recipient may not 
he familiar with the diet and habits 
of animals and, therefore, full in- 
structions for its care and treat- 
ment should accompany the gift 
pet. In this connection, the So- 
ciety has offered to cooperate by 
furnishing free literature on the 
care and feeding of animals, which 
may he obtained by writing to So- 
ciety headquarters.

FROM THE POSTMASTER 


"No one,” says Postmaster 
Thomas .1. Gilgun "is ns busy those 
days as the average postal em- 
ployee, unless it’s the average 
housewife. I doubt if either will 
have time to think twice about any- 
thing before Christmas rolls 
around.” 

It’s true, Mrs. Homemaker. So 
true that it will pay you many 
times over to follow the Postmas- 
ter’s advice on how to mail your 
Christmas cards and gifts correctly 
— the first time! 

For example, the Post Office has 
little interest in how pretty your 
gift packages are wrapped. But it 
is definitely concerned about how 
well each parcel is wrapped. 

Postmaster Gilgun warns that, 
"The Christmas mail will he heavier 
than ever this year. If your gifts 
are fragile, mark them ‘Handle 
With Care.* We’ll do our best to 
protect them.” 

Ho also suggests you select a 
mailing carton of corrugated fiber- 
board. Use a heavy wrapping paper 
and strong cord tied over and under 
several times. Christmas seals and 
"I)o Not Open Until Christmas” 
stickers should he placed on hack of 
the parcel, so the address remains 
easy to read. 

The package itself may not ho 
sealed, unless the return address 
and this inscription appear: "Con- 
tents, Merchandise — May he open- 
ed for postal inspection.” 

Both the sender’s address and 
that of the recipient should be 
written inside of the mailing car-

ton, for emergency use. Limits on 
size and weight this year vary ac- 
cording to destination. Ask about 
them when you visit the Post Office 
to buy stamps. 

Right now is the best time to buy 
your stamps. The crowds are small, 
especially before 10 a. m. or be- 
tween 1:80 and 8:30 p. m. 

As for Christmas cards, the 
Postmaster strongly recommends 
that everyone, "Forget the two’s 
and use the three’s. With a three- 
cent stamp Christmas enrds are 
sorted and delivered first, and they 
will be forwarded or returned if 
necessary. 

"That eliminates any worry 
about whether your Christmas 
cards went astray, provided they 
did carry a return address. Also 
you can write a personal message 
on them, when only a signature is 
authorized at the third-class rate.” 

Delivery of your Christmas cards 
can be speeded up, too. Just tie 
them in two separate bundles, and 
attach the special labels marked 
"All For Local Delivery” and "All 
For Out-Of-Town Delivery.” These 
tags can be picked up at the Post 
Oflice, and you’ll find other helpful 
mailing instructions printed on 
back. 

If you begin now, there’s plenty 
of time for delivery by Christmas 
Kve. Christmas cards going to 
other states should he posted be- 
fore December 15, those with local 
addresses at least a week before 
Christmas. 

Parcel post requires more time. 
So mail your out-of-state gifts by 
December 5, and the local ones by 
December 10. After these dates arc 
past, better use air mail service for 
both gift packages and Christmas 
cards.

FROM THE POSTMASTER 

It isn’t that Postmaster Thomas 
J. (iilgun can’t wait like the rest 
of us for jolly old Santa. But he’d 
be the happiest man in town if to- 
morrow were December 25. 

Instead, there’s still 13 days be- 
fore Christmas, and nobody knows 
how many tons of Christmas cards 
and gift packages are yet to come. 

"Our main problem right now,’’ 
the Postmaster noted today, "is 
that too many people are waiting 
to mail everything at once. We 
know what’s coming. But we don’t 
know when.” 

Put yourself in the Postmaster’s 
place. You’ve just hired a group 
of temporary postal workers. 
You’re expecting packages. Big 
packages, little packages. Neatly- 
wrapped and poorly-wrapped pack- 
ages. Some insured, some regis- 
tered. 

There will he Christmas cards by 
the thousands. Yes, and the final 
count may total millions. From 
past experience, you know that the 
job gets bigger and bigger each 
year. What would you do? 

Postmaster Gilgun has worked 
out his own answer, lie asks the 
public to cooperate, by following a 
few time-saving suggestions: 

"Wrap and mail your gifts two 
or three a: a time. Don’t lot them 
pile up on you now, or at the Post 
Office later. Begin with those to 
he addressed to distant states.” 

This year all parcel post going 
out-of-state should be mailed by 
December 5, for local delivery by 
December 10. Size and weight 
limitations now in effect vary ac- 
cording to destination. Ask about 
them when you visit the Post Office 
to buy stamps. 

In some zones, for example, par- 
cel post may not exceed 72 inches 
in length and girth combined and 
*10 pounds in weight. While in 
others the combined length and 
girth may he 100 inches and the 
weight up to 70 pounds. 

"The important thing to remem- 
ber about Christmas cards,” says 
Postmaster Gilgun, "is to send them 
by first-class mail, and place your 
return address on the envelope.” 

With a three-cent stamp, y >ur 
Christmas cards will be forwarded 
if the addressee has moved, and a 
new address is on file, or returned 
if the addressee cannot be located. 
Christmas cards mailed first-class 
also may carry written messages, 
a popular Yuletide custom. 

What’s more, Christmas card en- 
velopes smaller than ‘J b” by 4" or 
larger than 9” by 12" must carry 
three-cent stamps. For they require 
s p e c i a 1 treatment. Christmas 
cards addressed to other states 
should be posted by December 15. 
Those addressed for delivery with- 
in the state by at least a week be- 
fore Christmas. 

"Delivery of Christmas cards can 
he simplified for us and speeded up 
for you,” the Postmaster concluded. 
"Just tie them in two separate 


bundles, with the addresses facing 
one way.” 

"Then attach t’ne special labels 
that indicate ‘All For Local Deliv- 
ery' and All For Out-Of-Town 
Delivery.’ These helpful tags can 
he picked up at the Post Office 
merely for the asking, and will be 
available throughout the holiday 
season.” 

BAD ACCIDENT 
ON CAMBRIDGE STREET 

Another bad accident took place 
on Cambridge street Sunday morn- 
ing shortly before 1:30 when a 
Studebakcr coupe, owned and driv- 
en by Richard Crowther of 87 Re-

tree head on. 

Police Headquarters was noti- 
fied and Officers William Haggerty 
and Henry Dempsey went to the 
scene followed by Officer John Mc- 
Hugh with the Department ambu- 
lance and apparatus from the Fire 
Department. 

Crowther was accompanied by his 
wife, Nancy, and both were pinned 
in the car, the motor having been 
driven hack toward the front seat 
of the machine and badly cutting 
the legs of Mrs. Crowther. 

The police had to pry open the 
door to free the occupants, both of 
whom were badly injured. Officer 
Haggerty applied tourniquets to 
Mrs. Crowther’s legs, effectively 
staunching the flow of blood and 
she and her husband were rushed 
to the hospital in the ambulance. 

Drs. Alexander P. Aitken, Wil- 
liam F. Hickey and Charles E. 
Rooney were awaiting the injured 
at the hospital and found Mrs. 
Crowther, besides her severely cut 
legs, had sustained a badly broken 
leg, scalp lacerations and head in- 
juries and probable fractured ribs. 
Her husband sustained had lacer- 
ations of the chin and head injuries. 

Though both young people, re- 
ported to have been returning from 
a honeymoon, were seriously in- 
jured, the physicians believed they 
would recover and also that they 
will he able to save Mrs. Crowther’s 
legs.

CAR RAMMED FENCE 
AT STATION 


In nno of those accidents that just 
couldn’t happen, but did. Albert S. 
Snow of 55 Yale street escaped in- 
jury at 4:40 last Thursday after- 
noon when his automobile started 
up at Winchester Station and went 
from the easterly platform to the 
westerly platform of the station, 
crashing through the steel and iron 
fence between the outward and in- 
bound tracks of the railroad on the 
way. 

According to the police, Mrs. 
Snow was driving the Snow Olds 
sedan just before the accident and 
left it parked facing Winchester 
Station at the end of Waterficld 
road adjacent to the space reserved 
for taxicabs. The motor was loft 
running when she parked the car 
and Mr. Snow was seated on the 
passenger’s side of the front sent. 

Just what happened next isn’t 
clear. The police think Mr. Snow, 
in shifting his position, may have 
struck the lever controlling the 
hydramatic shift of the machine, 
knocking it into low speed forward, 
while at the same time accidentally 
stepping on the throttle. 

At all events the car started for- 
ward suddenly and crossing the 
easterly sidewalk, crashed through 
the fence between the tracks and up 
onto the broad platform in front of 
the station. There the machine 
made a U-turn to the right and 
broke through the fence again, 
hoving a nine foot section of the 
five-foot harrier before it as it 
drove across the outbound tracks. 

Bouncing up onto the easterly 
sidewalk, the car finally came to a 
stop against the timbers support- 
ing the first platform of the over- 
head footbridge at the station, the 
rear-end (if the machine remaining 
on the outbound tracks. 

Sgt. Edward F. Bowler of the 
police attempted to move the car, 
but the hydramatic had become 
jammed in low speed, and it was 
necessary to free it before the car 
could he reversed and driven, partly 
on the station sidewalk and partly 
on the outbound roadbed of the rail- 
road, north to the grade crossing 
at the center where it was towed to 
Master Motors Garage. 

Meanwhile the railroad tower 
man was stopping all trains, while 
Section Foreman Charles Barnes 
stopped an outbound train with a 
flare and supervised the removal of 
the broken fence from the tracks. 
Miraculously, Mr. Snow apparently 
was not injured in what was one of 
the most unusual accidents to occur 
in Winchester for a long time.

LANDS TO SOUTH 
NEW MAP SHOWS 


Neighbor lands south of the bor- 
der — Mexico and the Central 
American countries — are covered 
in the latest National Geographic 
Society map supplement, now being 
distributed to 2,150,000 Society 
member families in their Nation 
Geographic Magazine for March. 

Printed in ten colors, the supple- 
ment unfolds to 37 by 2714 inches 
and is on a scale of 1 :3, 500, 000, or 
55.24 miles to the inch. 

Ten Years of Air Photos 

Ten years of intensive air photo- 
graphy, along with a distillation of 
all the cartographic knowledge ac- 
quired since the days of the Con- 
quistadores, lie behind this new 
map, richer by nearly 3,000 place 
names than any of the same area 
previously published by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

During and since W’orld War II, 
all of Central America and almost 
half of Mexico were photographed 
from the air by United States 
agencies in an ambitious mapping 
project undertaken in cooperation 
with other American republics. 

The Society’s map reflects the 
results obtained by this project, 
carefully checked against a wealth 
of sources that included the out- 
standing map collection assembled 
by the International Geographic 
Union for its Seventeenth Congress 
in Washington last August. 

Technically, it is a product of 
sonic of the world’s leading carto- 
graphers, aided by unique Society 
equipment and the most accurate 
of modern lithographic presses. 
Drawn on the Albers Conical 
Equal-Area Projection, it shows all 
areas in their true proportion. 

Map In Two Sections 

In order to get the entire region 
onto the sheet in the scale chosen, 
Chief Cartographer James M. Dar- 
ley planned the map in two sec- 
tions. The main section, showing 
Mexico, ends to the south and east 
midway across Honduras. An in- 
sert on the same scale carries the 
reader on down to Panama’s border 
with Colombia. The chart extends 
far enough north into the United 
States to give proper perspective. 

Much of interest and importance 
has transpired in Mexico and the 
wasp waist of the Western Hemi- 
sphere since war days. The Inter- 
American Highway, part of the 
projected great Pan American 
Highway the length of the Amer- 
icas, has been almost completed. 
It shows on the new map. 

In the desolate Revilla Gigedo 
Islands about 250 miles south of 
the tip of Lower California, vol- 
canoes have built new mountains, 
and Mexico has awarded exploita- 
tion rights for what may he one 
of the world’s largest sulphur de- 
posits. 

The Panama Canal, shown in an 
inset on a scale of 11:84 miles to 
the inch, has set all-time high 
records for carrying shipping. 
Mexico has created a new twenty- 
ninth state in Lower California, 
and started developing in the Papa r 
loapan River Valley its own par- 
allel to the American Tennessee 
Valley project. 

In Sigsbce Deep, far out in the 
Gulf of Mexico, has been found a 
depression 14,358 feet deep, a new 
record for the area. Chihuahua’s 
Canyon of Copper — Barraneo de 
Cobre — has been described by ex- 
plorers as deeper than the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado.

A GOOSE SILLY! NOT SO, 

THE FARMER SAYS 

How silly is a goose? Not silly 
at all, say farmers and sportsmen, 
who should know. 

At least two farmers, living at 
widely separated places in the 
United States, have ganders they 
claim tend sheep, says the National 
Geographic Society. In each case, 
the big bird leads the flock to water, 
then returns it to pasture. 

The talents of geese as sentries 
are well known. Excited gabbling 
of Rome’s sacred geese from their 
home in the Temple of Juno atop 
Capitoline Hill roused the Eternal 
City’s defenders in time to rout the 
barbarian Gauls who invaded Italy 
in 390 B. C. 

Used In Kenya 

“Watchdog” geese were sent last 
summer from Suffolk, England, to 
Nairobi, capital of British Kenya 
in East Africa. They were bought 
by a settler to give the alarm in 
case of Mau Man attack. 

Across the world in Malaya, the 
British high command early in 1953 
announced that goose sentries were 
being stationed in pens around vil- 


lages threatened by Communist 
guerrilla raiders. 

Like their domesticated brothers, 
the free, high-flying wild geese 
that go honking down the sky at 
season’s turn rate high in intelli- 
gence. Canada geese, snow geese, 
blue geese, brants all carefully in- 
spect the ground for possible 
danger before landing, and while 
feeding, post sentinels. 

Most American barnyard geese 
are descendants of the European 
and Asiatic graylag. The best for 
watchdog duty is the big and power- 
ful Chinese goose, suspicious of 
strangers and possessed of a voice 
rivaling a Parisian taxicab horn in 
penetrating resonance. 

Weed Crops 

Because they arc finicky and se- 
lective about their food, geese are 
excellent at weeding crops. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of them tend 
cotton fields, nurseries and blue- 
berry and strawberry patches from 
Texas to New Jersey. 

Their employers claim they eat j 
crab grass, Bermuda grass and 
even saw-edged Johnson grass I 
j without ever touching the cotton j 
plants, berries or young trees. For 
lawns, however, they are not recom- ! 
mended.

HOUSE MOVED THROUGH TOWN 

The bouse formerly occupied by 
Retired Fire Chief and Mrs. John 

(human, win- moved early \Yod- 
nt -day morning from 4U4 Main 
street, to a spot substantially in the 
location of tlm old dog pound be- 
hind the Foley home on upper Main 
street. It will he re-located at 159 
Horn Pond Hrook road, ffoing there 
by way of Sylvester avenue. 

The house, one of three taken by 
the town to make room for the addi- 
tions at the Junior lliirh School, 
was moved by R. K. Goodwin A- Son, 
Inc., Building Movers, of 10 Qrne 
street, Marblehead. The firm has 
moved more than forty houses, 
larRc and small, and so expert have 
they become that it is reported that 
no ceiling in any of the buildings 
had been cracked. 

The Gorman house was moved 
through town on what is known as 
a “dolly”, a flat low drag, hauled 
by a huge diesel-powered Mack 
truck. It was first moved from its 
original location at 1 Warwick ter- 
race to b‘U Main street, siti* of the 
former Marchant house which had 
been torn down. 

It was loaded ready to go some 
time before zero hour, which was 
midnight, to avoid undue interfer- 
ence with traffic. A light had to be 
taken down and the supporting 
bracket bent to get the house out 
onto the street, and some tree 
limbs had to be cut on a large tree 
near the Dennett home to get the 
building past that point. 

From then it was clear sailing 
un\il the truck reached Lake street, 
led by Engine II of the Fire De- 
partment, alerted by Chief Calla- 
han for any fire emergency that 
might occur in the north end while 
the moving was going on. 

At Lake street service wires a- 
cross the street couldn’t be cleared 
and had to he cut, there being a 
long delay while service crews cut 
the wires and rerouted the power. 
The house left the street at the 
Browning Laboratories and was 
trucked down the drive between the 
Lab and the Lane Funeral Home. 
Many expected the house to topple 
from the truck as it went down 
the grade, but their fears were 
groundless. 

It was a very narrow squeak, get- 
ting the building by the corner of 
the Browning building, but the men 
made it, and the house finally came 
to rest in the open space at the 
river about 5 o’clock in the morning. 

Special police details and the 
Superintendent of Streets assisted 
in the “operation moving” and sev- 
eral town officials watched the un- 
usual spectacle with quite a num- 
ber of curious spectators, consider- 
ing the time. 

Wednesday forenoon the movers 
constructed a temporary bridge a- 
cross the river and by mid after- 
noon the house was across the 
stream and well on its way to its 
final destination.

northern New England. 

Every efTort is being made by the 
railroad to keep an even flow of 
mail on all outbound and inbound 
trains and avoid any pile-ups or 
jams which cause delays. 

The Boston and Maine officials 
estimate the road’s part in the mail 
delivery this year as well over 
1,000 mail cars loaded with letters 
and packages. If these loaded mail 
cars were put in one single train 
it would make a mail train over 
in miles long. 

The Post Office Department at 
Washington, D. C. t has estimated 
that approximately six billion let- 
ters ami packages will be moved by 
the nation’s railroads during the 
pre-Christmas rush.

Grindlc reviewed Dr. Gilson’s dis- 
tinguished educational career, as 
Commissioner of Education for 
Maine, deputy commissioner in New 
York, and regional director for the 
Federal Office of Education. 

Responding to Mr. Grindle, Dr. 
Gilson expressed his pleasure at 
being able to meet with the students 
of the high school for the first time, 
and he said that before too long he 
hoped to become better acquainted 
with individual pupils. The Super- 
intendent noted that as a native of 
New England he was glad to be 
back in home territory after several 
years spent in the Midwest. Re- 
gardless of the attractions of other 
sections of the country,” he said, 
"no real New Englander is ever 
quite at home anywhere else.” 

In a more serious vein, Dr. Gil- 
son recalled some of his experiences 
as an educator concerned with the 
training of youth during the de- 
pression. These young people, all 
of them unemployed and most of 
them from homes suffering great 
deprivation, were called “the lost 
generation” by some observers. 
The “calamity howlers” asked what 
the country was coming to if it had 
to depend upon these aimless, hope- 
1 e s s youngsters. Nevertheless, 
neither Communism nor any other 
foreign ism made a dent on the 
majority of these youth. And, 
when Pearl Harbor came, these 
same young people, more than any 
others, gave their all to defend the 
American way of life. Their de- 
votion and sacrifice, said Dr. Gil- 
son, may well be emulated by to- 
day’s youth, as it takes up the task 
which is every generation’s, that of 
preserving and improving demo- 
cracy.

The board meeting of the Win- 
chester District Nursing Associa- 
tion whs held in the town hail l ri- 
dny, Decembei 11th. The resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Underwood Edgar was 
accepted with regiei.

The continuing shortage of nurs- 
es has concerned Mrs. Balton, 
Congresswoman from Ohio. She 
has written to Mrs. Browne, pres- 
ident of the W. D. N. A. asking for 
suggestions on introducing bills in 
Congress to cope with this situa- 
tion. The Winchester hoard feels 
that Federal aid to nurses in train- 
ing is not the way to do this but 
rather to make available more 
scholarships to interested and de- 
serving individuals. 

The entire nursing staff has com- 
pleted a course in home accident 
prevention given in Medford by the 
Mass.

Last Sunday afternoon’s presen- 
tation of “The Messiah" and “Za- 
dok the Prirst” by the augmented 
Winchester Unitarian Choir was n 
beautifully disciplined performance 
for which all hands deserve n good 
measure of ere lit. As originally 
written, of course, “The Messiah” 
was sung by fourteen men nnd six 
boys; but nowadays we are used 
to hearing it from very large chor- 
al groups accompanied by full or- 
chestra. As far ns sheer numbers 
are concerned, the singers on Sun- 
day totaled somewhere between 
twenty nnd the current Handel nnd 
Haydn Society; but in the setting 
of the Winchester Unitarian 
Church they sounded fine. 

After nn organ prelude, the mem- 
bers of the Motion Choir went 
through a brief nnd simple, but 
effective, rhythmic candle proces- 
sional in the darkened church; nnd 
then came the impressive Corona- 
tion Anthem, “Zndok, the Priest.” 
This is a moderately complex piece 
to sing, balancing, as it does, re- 
sounding choral climaxes against 
passages of contrapuntal roulades, 
and the group handled it well. 

“The Messiah,” to be precise, 
Part I (the Christmas section) and 
the Hallelujah Chorus, was sung 
with an eloquence and assurance 
by chorus and soloists alike, and 
given a flawless organ accompani- 
ment by Weston L. Brannen, that 
brought many comments of more 
than routine approval from among 
the near-capacity gathering at the 
conclusion of the performance. 
Whether by acoustical chance or 
acute staging on the part of Direc- 
tor Mary Ranton Witham, the vari- 
ous sections seemed to balance one 
.•mother perfectly: the firm, reso- 
nant basses, the soaring sopranos, 
and the poised and melodic tenors 
and altos. It was this balance that 
produced a textural richness which 
never faltered from beginning to 
end. 

The attacks and releases were 
excellent, and the climaxes were 
produced at the top of gathering 
ground-swell effects. Particularly 
artistic was the handling of the 
chorus “His Yoke is Easy and His 
Burthen is Light,” with many shad- 
ings of section behind section. 

As regards the soloists, we lack 
the technical background to evalu- 
ate their performance in any detail, 
beyond generalizing that they all 
seemed very good indeed. Dolores 
Baldyga, soprano, Muriel Thorley, 
contralto, and John Morabito, ten- 
or, all sang with authority and 
feeling. We were especially im- 
pressed with George Fortune, bass, 
who sings with an offhand manner 
nnd facial expression splendidly be- 
lied by the control and power of a 
really fine voice. 

We have heard comments from 
several of those who attended last 
Sunday, nnd everyone seems to 
think that this was one of the out- 
standing performances this talent- 
ed group has ever given.

Dear Patron: 

Your attention is called to a 
policy established by the School 
Gommittee on daily school sessions: 

1. Inasmuch as the only reason 
for the Single Session Day is to 
protect the pupil from traffic hazard 
caused by snow accumulation, the 
present schedule of school hours 
will remain until severe weather 

ets in. 

2. When in the judgment of the 
Superintendent such hazard docs 
exist, he will give written notice to 
the parents that a Single Session 
schedule will be put into effect. Such 
a schedule will he: 

8:30 a. m. — Schools Open 
2:00 p. m. — Schools Close 

A lunch hour of thirty minutes 
will he allowed all pupils. 

It is suggested that for safety 
reasons, the pupils remain at school 
during the lunch period. However, 
any pupil who can go homo and 
return within the thirty minute 
time limit will he permitted to do 
so. 

Parents shall write the school as 
to their decision on whether they 
wish their child to remain, or go 
home. No Change In This Decision 
Shall Be Made After This Policy 
Goes I to Effect. A child cannot re- 
main one day and go home another. 

The Single Session schedule will 
continue until terminated by vote <>f 
the School Committee. 

During the present schedule, the 
Elementary Schools will, as usual, 
he closed at noon in tlu* event of 
extreme weather. No School 
Signals for afternoon session for 
elementary schools will be at 12:05 
p. m. rather than 12:40 p. m.

Curfew laws fcu 

WAYWARD YOulH 60 BACK

Curfew is still a live issue. As 
problems of juvenile delinquency 
mount, civu authorities from coast 
to coast are dusting ott long unen- 
forced regulations and considering 
new ones. 

A Washington, 1>. t\, commis- 
sioner has suggested a law that 
would keep children under 112 oil 
the capital streets at night. Under 
and oid curfew ordinance, a Los 
Angeles judge lined the parents of 
cignt boys who had ambushed and 
attacked a small group of adults. 

Curfew restrictions go hack at 
least to medieval times, says the 
National Geographic Society. The 
word itself is from the French 
“couvre-feu” (cover lire), an ex- 
pression introduced into England 
with the Norman invasion, llut 
the practice was already old when 
William the Conqueror came. 
Anglo- Saxon towns in the reign of 
Allred the Great rang a nightly 
hell, warning inhabitants to close 
their doors and cover their tires. 

Saved Lives And Property 

Curfew was a life-and-death 
matter in the Middle Ages, when 
most houses were built of wood, 
and a live ember could start a con- 
flagration that would destroy a 
city. 

It also served as a protection 
against the footpads and robbers 
who swarmed the highways and the 
dark, unpoliced streets. The toll- 
ing of the bell, or in some cases the 
blowing of a horn, at 7 or 8 o’clock, 
announced that all honest men 
should be at home, and that any- 
one wandering abroad was liable to 
so vc re puni sh m ent. 

Through the centuries, curfew 
lias been a potent curb upon plot- 
ters against those in authority. 
The Nazi occupation forces of 
World War II used it widely, step- 
ping up the penalties as defeat 
neared and local acts of sabotage 
increased. 

The famous 19th-century poem, 
“Curfew Must Not King Tonight” 
told a romantic story set in Eng- 
land under Cromwell’s iron rule. 
Its gentle heroine saved her Loyal- 
ist lover, doomed to die at curfew 
time, by clinging to the tongue of 
the hell, thus muffling it. 

Curfew Still Kings 

As a tradition, many English 
towns and villages still sound the 
curfew bell each evening at 8 or 9 
o’clock. Even in London the custom 
is observed on the old hell at Lin- 
coln Inn. Chester, Lichfield and 
Totnes not only toll the curfew hour 
but add the day of the month. 

The Puritans brought the curfew 
to the American colonies. Eventu- 
ally the custom spread south and 
west and took the form of muni- 
cipal ordinances prohibiting young 
people from appearing on the 
streets after certain hours. 

Thousands of such laws remain 
on the hooks, though they are en- 
forced only periodically. In 19*12, 
according to a report of the Amer- 
ican Municipal Association, from 
10 to 90 percent of all American 
cities had adopted curfew restric- 
tions. Since then, the Association’s 
records indicate that the number 
lias grown steadily larger.

BOTTOM IS TOPS 
ON SARA ISLAND 

Snhn is a tiny Ihitcn island in 
t lie Cftribbrnn where people speak 
English, boats are built on nimin* 
taintops, there nr • nt least two Wo 
men for every man, and Bottom is 
topside. 

Moreover, says the National 
Geographic Society, Saba is one of 
the few golden Caribbean isles 
which make no special play for 
tourists. There are scarcely a half 
dozen room for guests. 

Saba is five square miles of vol- 
canic rock midway between Puerto 
Kico and Guadeloupe. It is home 
to sonic 1,000 people. Of compar- 
atively recent geological origin, 
Saha rises sheer from the sea, a 
single cone more than 2,850 feet 
high. Lashing at the base, a 
pounding surf seems to delight in 
the fact that Saba lias no harbor. 

To approach Saba from the 
schooner which calls weekly from 
St. Kitts, a visitor must trust in 
luck and the seamanship of the 
island boatmen. Skillfully man- 
euvering their surf boats to the 
crest of a wave, they dash between 
threatening rocks to a crash larnl- 
ing at Fort Bay, a bench about as 
big as a bedspread. 

deeps, the only vehicles on the 
island, transport visitors upward 
«*n Saba’s new concrete rood built 
laboriously by hand. It winds up 
the mountain through a fissure in 
tin* reddish-brown volcanic rock. 

At the top is Bottom. Bottom, 
with some 300 people, is the prin- 
cipal one of four villages and the 
seat of the island’s government. It 
nestles in the basin of an extinct 
crater — the only reasonably level 
area on the island. 

In other villages, which cling 
precariously to steep mountain- 
sides, the descendants of early Eng- 
lish settlers built boats of cedar, 
cypress and spruce. When they 
are ready for launching, they are 
carried to the sea on men’s 
shoulders, or lowered down the 
cliffs on ropes. 

Besides boatbuilding, the prim- 
ary occupation is raising vege- 
tables in the volcanic soil. Crops 
stay alive on Saba with the nightly 
aid of a heavy dew. 

Women augment the family in- 
come by exporting mail order 
customers bits of fine Spanish em- 
broidery. Most of the young men 
go to sea or emigrate to the oil re- 
fining islands of Curacao and 
Aruba, also Dutch. 

They contribute by mail to the 
support of their parents and sis- 
ters. But their absence results in 
a dearth of marriageable men. 

That is why Saban women 
anxiously await the weekly schoon- 
er and the occasional steamer. The 
.ship may bring a payment for their 
embroidery, a check from a brother 
overseas, or who knows — an 
eligible bachelor. 


BLOCKADES ARE AS OLD 
AS NAVAL WAR 

Blockades arc legal under inter- 
national rules of war, but only if 
they have been declared and can 
| be enforced. 

Declaration serves the humane 
I purpose of putting neutral states 
on notice that their ships may be 
seized, the cargoes jettisoned or 
confiscated, and the crews arrested, 
should they try to take food, arms 
or aviation gasoline to a warring j 
nation. 

An unwritten rule, however, in- 
jects a practical note. If the block- 
ading power has not enough ships, 
or more lately, aircraft, to enforce 
its blockade, then anybody may 
ignoiv it and still stay within in- 
ternational law. 

Closed Axis Ports 

In World War II, Britain closed! 
the ports of Germany and Italy, 
hut no blockade was proclaimed, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

Germany, on the other hand, an- 
nounced a submarine blockade of 
the British Isles, gaining the legal 
power to halt or destroy all ship- 
ping for the Allied powers as long 
as her undersea raiders complied 
with other rules of war. But even 
her great submarine fleet proved 
not enough to stop shipping en- 
tirely, hence the blockade lost its 
force in international law despite 
tremendous loss of life. 

Blockades are as old as naval 
warfare, but in the last two and a 
half centuries they have had legal 
standing. 

Ancient Troy was conquered by 
invading Greeks through the stra- 
tegem of tin* wooden horse, but 
presence of a Greek fleet otf the 
Dardanelles, a fleet that prevented 
normal commerce in foodstuffs and 
ordinary civilian needs, had much 
to do with the final victory of the 
forces of Agamemnon over the 
Trojans. 

War of 1812 

In accurately recorded history 
perhaps the most famous blockades 
were those imposed by the British 
against Napoleon, which contribut- 
ed to the causes of the War of 
1812, and the attempt by Union 
forces to eliminate shipping in 
southern ports during the Civil 
War. 

Neither was completely success- 
ful, and both enriched blockade 
runners. But they had the con- 
stricting effect desired and shorten- 
ed fighting through absence of 
food and military supplies for the 
blockaded powers.

TB CASES DISCOVERED 


Five hundred and sixty-two ac- 
tive and inactive cases of tuber- 
culosis and 226 cases suspicious of 
tuberculosis were discovered dur- 
ing the past five years when a total 
of 149,014 chest X-rays were taken 
through the efforts of the Middle- 
sex Health Association, the county 
Christmas Seal Agency. These 
findings were disclosed by Mr. 
David Moxon, Executive Director of 
the Association. Many of the per- 
sons found to have active TB were 
hospitalized and have completed or 
are now undergoing treatment. 
Pointed out in the statement was 
the fact that the number of active 
cases within the area would have 
multiplied several times if these 
cases had not been found and 
treated. Many of these chest X-rays 
were sponsored cooperatively with 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and local boards of 
health while other chest X-rays 
were financed entirely through 
Christmas Seals funds. 

The chest X-rays were taken 
through comprehensive surveys in 
communities and industries, 
through periodic screening clinics 
and through special programs for 
admissions to general hospitals. 

Mr. Moxon also indicated that 
the Association’s casefinding pro- 
gram during the coming year will 
be directed to reach older age 
groups since greater numbers of 
tuberculosis cases are being found 
here. To reach these groups great- 
er emphasis will be placed on in- 
dustrial X-ray programs, general 
hospital admission X-ray programs 
and permanent type X-ray facil- 
ities. 

“This represents a moderately ex- 
panded program and a more ex- 
pansive one. We , sincerely hope 
that everyone will contribute gener- 
ously to the Christmas Seal Sale 
which is now in progress so that 
the casefinding programs and other 
phases of the Association’s pro- 
gram can be accelerated to meet the 
current needs in the fight against 
TB”, Mr. Moxon concluded.

Donald E. Mathews, 22, of 17 
Nashua street, Woburn, a veteran 
of two Navy enlistments, was be- 
lieved to have been instantly killed 
shortly after 4:30 o’clock Tuesday 
afternoon when the Plymouth tuxi 
he was driving for the Doherty 
Taxi Cab Company of Woburn, was 
in collision with an in-bound train ! 
at the spot where the tracks of the 
Woburn loop of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad cross Hill street. 

Hill street is a private way, and 
a dirt road not in good condition 
for travel. The railroad crossing 
is not protected by gates or bar- 
riers of any kind, but is posted at 
both sides with “no trespassing” 
signs. 

According to the police account 
of the accident young Mathews was 
driving the taxicab along Hill 
street toward Main street when the 
collision occurred. The left front 
of the engine, No. 3649, stmek the 
right side of the automobile about 
in the middle, the force of the im- 
pact wedging the car against the 
front of the locomotive. The en- 
gine swept along the wreckage of 
the cab for a distance of about 

I, 000 feet, finally stopping at the 
rear of Mottolo’s store on upper 
Main street. 

The engineer of the train, Joseph 
Perry of 124 Rice street, Lowell, 
told the police he did not see the 
car approaching the track, his place 
being on the right side of the cab. 
The fireman, John II. Kempton of 
55 St. James street, Dracut, who 
was on the left side of the cab 
saw the car coming down Hill street 
from the direction of White street 
as the train was headed south 
toward Winchester. lie told the 
police he believed the operator was 
hurled from the car after the col- 
lision, somewhere between Hill 
street and the Swanton street 
bridge. 

Officers John Murray and John 
Hogan were the first police sent 
to the scene after the accident was 
reported with Officer Mario Buz- 
zotta and Firefighter Norman Dou- 
cette following immediately in the 
police ambulance. Other police as- 
sisting were Officers William T. 
Haggerty, Andrew Crawford, Er- 
win Nurnberger and William Cal- 
lahan. 

After dispatching police to the 
scene of the accident Chief Charles 

J. Harrold notified the Fire Depart- 
ment, Engine II and Ladder I going 
to assist with Captain Ray Hans- 
com in charge of a detail, compris- 
ing Firelighters Walter Carroll, 
Daniel Stygles and Peter GalufTo. 
Chief James E. Callahan of the Fire 
Department also was on the scene. 

The firefighters had a booster line 
in readiness if the gasoline from 
the wrecked taxi became ignited. 

Meanwhile the police and fire- 
fighters commenced a search along 
th# tracks for the missing operator 
Of the taxi. He was found by Offic- 
ers Buzzota, Callahan and Nurn- 
berger and Firefighter Doucette 
lying on the north hound tracks 
about 75 feet south of the Swanton 
street bridge. He was terribly in- 
jured and was pronounced dead 
upon his arrival at the Winchester 


Hospital by Dr. Charles E. Rooney. 
Medical examiner John Wilcox of 
Woburn viewed the body of the 
young man, who was unmarried 
and not long out of the armed 
forces where he had risked death 
on several occasions. His parents 
were notified by the Woburn Po- 
lice, relaying a message from local 
Headquarters. 

While the victim of the accident 
was being rushed to the hospital 
another search was instituted for 
a possible passenger in the taxi at 
the time of the collision. It was 
learned, however, that the young 
man had delivered a fare in the Hill 
street neighborhood and was on his 
way back to Woburn alone. 

Firefighters attempted to remove 
the car from the front of the loco- 
motive. but so tightly was it 
wedged against the engine that the 
cow-catcher 1 uk 1 to be cut away 
with the Fire Department’s acet- 
ylene cutting torch, brought to the 
scene of the accident by Firefighter 
Michael Connolly. After getting 
the demolished car off the tracks it 
was towed into the Beggs & Cobb 
yard to be removed later. 

Several persons living in the 
neighborhood told the police they 
saw the taxi driving toward the 
crossing and tried to warn the 
operator of the approaching train. 
They were unable however to at- 
tract his attention in time to avoid 
the tragedy.
